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CODE  ON  CAMPUS  AFFAIRS 

On  September  30,  1971,  the  Chancellor  approved  a  Statement  on  Individual 
Rights  which  was  developed  by  the  Conference  on  Conduct  Governance.  The 
Chancellor's  letter  of  transmittal  to  the  President  of  the  University  of  Illinois  is 
included  below  with  the  Statement,  since  the  understandings  upon  which  ap- 
proval was  based  are  explicitly  stated  in  this  letter.

Dear  President  Corbally: 

I  am  pleased  to  transmit  to  you  the  Statement  on  Individual  Rights  as  devel- 
oped by  the  Conference  on  Conduct  Governance  and  the  Office  of  the  Chancellor 
at  Urbana-Champaign.  It  is  my  intention  that  this  Statement  on  Individual 
Rights  shall  serve  to  provide  guidelines  for  the  formulation,  review,  and  adoption 
of  standards  of  conduct  by  the  Conference  on  Conduct  Governance  and  the 
Office  of  the  Chancellor.  As  a  set  of  guidelines,  the  Statement  shall  be  subject 
to  the  same  process  of  review  and  change  in  the  light  of  experience  as  all  other 
standards  for  which  the  Conference  has  responsibility. 

It  must  be  clearly  understood  that  the  adoption  of  this  Statement  cannot  be 
construed  as  in  any  way  superseding  or  otherwise  affecting  existing  statements  of 
policy  issued  by  the  President  or  enacted  by  the  Board  of  Trustees,  nor  does  its 
adoption  bind  the  Board  or  the  President  to  the  acceptance  of  prior  restraints 
upon  their  responsibility  for  University  policy.  Changes  in  existing  standards  of 
conduct  will  continue  to  require  completion  of  the  normal  process  of  review  and 
action  upon  each  specific  standard  by  the  Conference  on  Conduct  Governance 
and  the  Office  of  the  Chancellor,  as  well  as  by  the  President  and/or  Board  of 
Trustees  when  appropriate.

STATEMENT  ON  INDIVIDUAL  RIGHTS 


I.  Preamble 

A  student  at  the  University  of  Illinois  at  the  Urbana-Champaign  campus  is  a  mem- 
ber of  a  University  community  of  which  all  members  have  at  least  the  rights  and 
responsibilities  common  to  all  citizens,  free  from  institutional  censorship;  affiliation 
with  the  University  as  a  student  does  not  diminish  the  rights  or  responsibilities  held 
by  a  student  or  any  other  community  member  as  a  citizen  of  larger  communities  of 
the  state,  the  nation,  and  the  world. 

Any  rules  or  regulations  considered  necessary  to  govern  the  interaction  of  the  mem- 
bers of  the  University  community  are  intended  to  reflect  values  which  the  commu- 
nity members  must  share  in  common  if  the  purpose  of  the  community  to  advance 
education  and  to  enhance  the  educational  development  of  students  is  to  be  fulfilled. 
These  values  include  the  freedom  to  learn,  free  and  open  expression  within  limits 


that  do  not  interfere  with  the  rights  of  others,  free  and  disinterested  inquiry,  intel- 
lectual honesty,  sustained  and  independent  search  for  truth,  the  exercise  of  critical 
judgment,  respect  for  the  dignity  of  others,  and  personal  and  institutional  openness 
to  constructive  change.  The  following  enumeration  of  rights  shall  not  be  construed 
to  deny  or  disparage  others  retained  by  these  individuals  in  their  capacity  as  mem- 
bers of  the  campus  community  or  as  citizens  of  the  community  at  large. 

II.  In  the  Classroom 

The  professor,  in  the  classroom  and  in  conference,  should  encourage  free  discussion, 
inquiry,  and  expression.  Student  performance  should  be  evaluated  solely  on  an  aca- 
demic basis,  not  on  opinions  or  conduct  in  matters  unrelated  to  academic  standards. 

A.  Protection  of  Freedom  of  Expression 

Students  should  be  free  to  take  reasoned  exception  to  the  data  or  views  offered 
in  any  course  of  study  and  to  reserve  judgment  about  matters  of  opinion,  but 
they  are  responsible  for  learning  the  content  of  any  course  of  study  for  which 
they  are  enrolled. 

B.  Protection  Against  Improper  Academic  Evaluation 

Students  should  have  protection  through  orderly  procedures  against  prejudiced 
or  capricious  academic  evaluation.  At  the  same  time,  they  are  responsible  for 
maintaining  standards  of  academic  performance  established  for  each  course  in 
which  they  are  enrolled. 

G.   Protection  Against  Improper  Disclosure 

Information  about  student  views,  belief,  and  political  associations  which  profes- 
sors acquire  in  the  course  of  their  work  as  instructors,  advisers,  and  counselors 
should  be  considered  confidential.  Protection  against  improper  disclosure  is  a 
serious  professional  obligation.  Judgments  of  ability  and  character  may  be  pro- 
vided under  appropriate  circumstances,  normally  with  the  knowledge  or  consent 
of  the  student. 

D.  Orderly  Conduct  of  Glasses 

The  professor  is  in  charge  of  the  orderly  conduct  of  his  class  and  may  exclude 
a  student  or  a  visitor  who  does  not  comply  with  a  reasonable  request  in  this 
regard. 

III.  Campus  Expression 

A.  Discussion  and  expression  of  all  views  is  permitted  within  the  University  subject 
only  to  requirements  for  the  maintenance  of  order.  Support  of  any  cause  by 
orderly  means  which  are  not  in  violation  of  law  and  which  do  not  disrupt  the 
operation  of  the  University  nor  interfere  with  the  rights  of  others  is  permitted. 

B.  Members  and  organizations  in  the  University  community  may  invite  and  hear 
any  persons  of  their  own  choosing,  subject  only  to  reasonable  requirements  on 
time,  place,  and  manner  for  use  of  University  facilities. 

G.  The  campus  press  and  media  are  to  be  free  of  censorship.  The  editors  and  man- 
agers shall  not  be  arbitrarily  suspended  because  of  student,  faculty,  administra- 
tion, alumni,  or  community  disapproval  of  editorial  policy  or  content. 

D.  The  right  of  peaceful  protest  is  recognized  within  the  University  community. 
The  University  retains  the  right  to  assure  the  safety  of  individuals,  the  protec- 
tion of  property,  and  the  continuity  of  the  educational  process. 

E.  Lawful  picketing  and  other  forms  of  peaceful  protest  are  permitted  on  Univer- 
sity premises  except  that  lawful  picketing  is  permitted  only  out-of-doors. 

IV.  Privacy 

A.  Members  of  the  University  community  have  the  same  rights  of  privacy  as  other 


citizens  and  surrender  none  of  those  rights  by  becoming  members  of  the  aca- 
demic community.  These  rights  of  privacy  extend  to  residence  hall  living. 
Nothing  in  University  regulations  or  contracts  shall  give  University  officials 
authority  to  consent  to  a  search  by  police  or  other  government  officials  of  offices 
assigned  or  living  quarters  leased  to  individuals  except  in  response  to  a  properly 
executed  search  warrant  or  search  incident  to  an  arrest. 

B.  When  the  University  seeks  access  to  an  office  assigned  or  living  quarters  leased 
to  an  individual  to  determine  compliance  with  provisions  of  applicable  multiple 
dwelling  unit  laws,  ordinances,  and  regulations  or  for  improvement  or  repairs, 
the  occupant  shall  be  notified  of  such  action  not  less  than  twenty-four  hours  in 
advance.  There  may  be  entry  without  notice  in  emergencies  where  imminent 
danger  to  life,  safety,  health,  or  property  is  reasonably  feared  and  for  custodial 
service. 

G.  The  University  may  not  conduct  or  permit  a  search  of  an  office  assigned  or 
living  quarters  leased  to  an  individual  except  in  response  to  a  properly  executed 
search  warrant  or  search  incident  to  an  arrest. 

D.  The  University  shall  not  regulate  the  social  life  of  students  or  their  organiza- 
tions except  as  such  regulations  may  apply  to  use  of  University  premises,  facili- 
ties, or  premises  approved  for  student  residences.  Additional  regulations  for 
living  units  may  be  made  by  a  democratically  constituted  student  government 
for  the  unit. 

E.  The  University  shall  not  regulate  the  hours  individuals  may  keep. 

V.  Student  Records 

A.  The  University  and  its  subdivisions  should  have  a  carefully  considered  policy 
as  to  the  information  which  should  be  part  of  a  student's  permanent  educational 
record  and  as  to  the  conditions  of  its  disclosure.  To  minimize  the  risk  of  im- 
proper disclosure,  academic  and  disciplinary  records  should  be  separate.  Access 
to  his  or  her  own  records  and  files  is  guaranteed  each  individual  subject  only 
to  reasonable  regulation  as  to  time,  place,  and  supervision. 

B.  Transcripts  of  academic  records  should  contain  only  information  about  aca- 
demic status  and  conditions  relating  to  the  student's  eligibility  for  continuing 
registration  on  this  campus.  Information  from  disciplinary  or  counseling  files 
should  not  be  available  to  unauthorized  persons  on  campus,  or  to  any  person 
off  campus  without  the  express  consent  of  the  subject  involved,  except  in  cases 
where  the  student  is  not  competent  to  grant  such  consent.  In  auch  cases,  infor- 
mation will  be  made  available  only  where  the  safety  of  persons  or  property  is 
involved.  No  records  should  be  kept  which  reflect  the  political  activities  or 
beliefs  of  students. 

G.  Provision  should  also  be  made  for  periodic  routine  destruction  of  noncurrent 
disciplinary  records.  Administrative  staff  and  faculty  members  should  respect 
confidential  information  about  students  which  they  acquire  in  the  course  of 
their  work. 

D.  The  records  and  files  of  individuals  no  longer  at  the  University  shall  continue 
to  be  subject  to  the  provisions  of  this  document. 

VI.  Student  Affairs 

In  student  affairs,  certain  standards  must  be  maintained  if  the  freedom  of  students 
is  to  be  preserved. 

A.   Freedom  of  Association 

Students  bring  to  the  campus  a  variety  of  interests  previously  acquired  and 
develop  many  new  interests  as  members  of  the  academic  community.  They 
should  be  free  to  organize  and  join  associations  to  promote  their  common 
interests. 


1.  The  membership,  policies,  and  actions  of  a  student  organization  usually  will 
be  determined  by  vote  of  only  those  persons  who  hold  bona  fide  membership 
in  the  college  or  University  community. 

2.  Affiliation  with  an  extramural  organization  should  not  of  itself  disqualify  a 
student  organization  from  institutional  recognition. 

3.  If  campus  advisers  are  required,  each  organization  should  be  free  to  choose 
its  own  adviser,  and  institutional  recognition  should  not  be  withheld  or  with- 
drawn solely  because  of  the  inability  of  a  student  organization  to  secure  an 
adviser.  Campus  advisers  may  advise  organizations  in  the  exercise  of  respon- 
sibility, but  they  should  not  have  the  authority  to  control  the  policy  of  such 
organizations. 

4.  Membership  lists  are  confidential  and  solely  for  the  use  of  the  organization 
except  that  name(s)  and  address (es)  of  an  agent  or  agents,  and  or  officers  if 
any,  may  be  required  as  a  condition  of  registration. 

5.  Campus  organizations,  including  those  affiliated  with  an  extramural  organiza- 
tion, should  be  open  to  all  students  without  respect  to  race,  creed,  or  na- 
tional origin,  except  for  religious  qualifications  which  may  be  required  by 
organizations  whose  aims  are  primarily  sectarian. 

B.    Freedom  of  Inquiry  and  Expression 

1.  Students  and  student  organizations  should  be  free  to  examine  and  to  discuss 
all  questions  of  interest  to  them,  and  to  express  opinions  publicly  and  pri- 
vately. They  should  always  be  free  to  support  causes  by  orderly  means  which 
do  not  disrupt  the  regular  and  essential  operation  of  the  institution.  At  the 
same  time,  it  should  be  made  clear  to  the  academic  and  the  larger  commu- 
nity that  in  their  public  expressions  or  demonstrations,  students  or  student 
organizations  speak  only  for  themselves. 

2.  Students  should  be  allowed  to  invite  and  hear  any  person  of  their  own  choos- 
ing. Those  routine  procedures  required  by  an  institution  before  a  guest 
speaker  is  invited  to  appear  on  campus  should  be  designed  only  to  insure 
that  there  is  orderly  scheduling  of  facilities,  adequate  financial  underwriting 
for  costs  of  services  to  be  provided  by  the  University,  adequate  preparation 
for  the  event,  and  that  the  occasion  is  conducted  in  a  manner  appropriate 
to  an  academic  community.  The  University's  control  of  campus  facilities 
should  not  be  used  as  a  device  of  censorship.  It  should  be  made  clear  to  the 
academic  and  larger  community  that  sponsorship  of  guest  speakers  does  not 
necessarily  imply  approval  or  endorsement  of  the  views  expressed  either  by 
the  sponsoring  group  or  the  institution. 

CHAPTER  I 

CLASSIFICATION  OF  ORGANIZATIONS 

The  following  definitions  shall  apply  in  all  regulations  and  procedures  to  those 
organizations  which  are  authorized  under  certain  conditions  to  use  University  fa- 
cilities and  services  at  Urbana-Champaign. 

1.  University  Organizations 

All  University  colleges,  schools,  institutes,  departments,  divisions,  and  other 
academic,  administrative  units,  and  committees  and  the  Urbana-Champaign 
Senate  and  its  committees. 

2.  Campus  Boards 

Those  governing  and  advisory  boards  which  have  been  so  designated  by  the 
Chancellor  or  his  designee. 


3.  Registered  Organizations 

Those  incorporated  and  unincorporated  student,  staff,  and  faculty  organizations 
which  have  been  registered  with  the  appropriate  University  office  in  accordance 
with  Chapter  II  of  these  regulations. 

4.  Related  Organizations 

Those  specifically  designated  organizations  or  agencies  which  relate  directly  and 
continually  to  the  University  of  Illinois  and  which  have  been  designated  as  fol- 
lows by  the  Board  of  Trustees  or  its  designee. 

a.  Allied  Organizations  —  Those  organizations  directly  associated  with  the  Uni- 
versity which  support  specific  aspects  of  the  University's  program. 

b.  Affiliated  Organizations  —  Those  governmental,  professional  and  technical 
organizations  or  agencies  whose  activities  contribute  directly  to  the  Univer- 
sity's program. 

5.  Campus-Community  Organizations 

Those  organizations  of  which  the  officers  and  a  majority  of  the  members  are 
faculty,  staff,  students,  or  their  spouses. 

6.  Outside  Organizations 

All  other  organizations  which  have  not  been  designated  or  registered  as  set  forth 
in  the  preceding  paragraphs. 

CHAPTER  II 

REGISTERED  ORGANIZATIONS 

I.  Purpose 

Voluntary  organizations  of  students,  faculty,  and  staff  are  an  essential  part  of  a 
University  community.  They  provide  an  extension  of  the  educational  activities  of 
the  University  beyond  the  curricular  program.  The  existence  of  a  diverse  group  of 
such  organizations  is  in  the  best  interest  of  the  University  and  its  students.  Provision 
for  "Registered  Organization"  status  and  its  attendant  privileges  is  made  to  encour- 
age and  facilitate  the  formation  and  operation  of  such  organizations. 

II.  Requirements  for  Registration 

To  register  with  the  University,  organizations  must  file  with  the  Office  of  Organiza- 
tions and  Activities  a  statement  of  registration  which  includes: 

A.  The  name  of  the  organization,  which  must  not  include  the  words  "University," 
"University  of  Illinois,"  or  any  abbreviation  thereof  except  in  the  form  "at  the 
University  of  Illinois  at  Urbana-Champaign"  which  may  follow  the  organiza- 
tion's particular  name. 

B.  The  name(s)  of  the  member (s)  of  the  organization  who  shall  be  called  "regis- 
tered agents." 

G.  The  address (es)  and  telephone  number (s)  at  which  the  organization's  regis- 
tered agent (s)  can  be  contacted  and  to  which  correspondence  or  other  inquiries 
concerning  the  organization  may  be  forwarded. 

D.  A  statement  executed  by  the  registered  agent  (s)  for  the  organization  which 
declares : 

1.  That  the  registered  agent(s)  are  authorized  by  the  organization  to  act  for 
it  in  its  relations  with  the  University. 

2.  The  names,  addresses,  and  telephone  numbers  of  the  officers  of  the  organiza- 
tion, and  an  identification  of  which  officers  perform  the  duties  of  president 


and  treasurer;  or,  if  no  person  has  been  designated  to  perform  such  duties, 
a  statement  that  the  registered  agent  does  by  this  statement  assume  the  re- 
sponsibilities of  such  offices. 

3.  That  membership  and  all  of  the  officers,  including  the  registered  agent (s), 
are  restricted  to  registered  students,  faculty,  staff,  and  their  spouses. 

4.  That  membership  is  not  limited  on  the  basis  of  race,  sex,  religion,  or  national 
origin,  except  that  organizations  with  the  primary  purpose  of  promoting  or 
celebrating  a  religious  or  national  tradition  may  require  commitment  to  that 
purpose. 

5.  Whether  or  not  the  organization  is  incorporated,  and  if  so,  where. 

6.  That  constitutions,  bylaws,  rules  and  statements  of  purpose  of  the  organiza- 
tion, and  articles  of  incorporation,  if  any  exist,  will  be  made  available  to 
any  interested  party  on  request,  through  the  officers,  if  any,  or  the  registered 
agent. 

7.  That  the  organization  agrees  to  abide  by  the  regulations  governing  Regis- 
tered Organizations.  (See  Chapters  II-IV.) 

8.  That  the  purpose  of  the  organization  is  not  in  violation  of  civil  law  or 
University  regulations. 

III.  Annual  Renewal  of  Registration 

Each  Registered  Organization  shall  file  a  new  statement  of  registration  with  the 
Registrar  of  Organizations  on  or  before  October  15  of  each  year  to  maintain  its 
registered  status. 

IV.  Sanctions  of  Registered  Organizations 

A.  A  Registered  Organization  may  be  sanctioned  for  one  or  more  of  the  following 
causes : 

1.  Knowingly  sponsoring,  urging,  or  engaging  in  actions  by  individuals  or  or- 
ganizations which  violate  University  rules  or  regulations. 

2.  Knowingly  sponsoring,  urging,  or  engaging  in  actions  on  campus  by  indi- 
viduals or  organizations  which  violate  local,  State,  or  Federal  law. 

3.  Knowingly  sponsoring,  urging,  or  engaging  in  actions  which  substantially 
disrupt  or  interfere  with  the  normal  operation  of  the  University  or  with  the 
lawful  activities  of  organizations  or  individuals  authorized  to  use  University 
facilities. 

B.  No  Registered  Organization  may  be  sanctioned  except  by  action  of  the  appro- 
priate University  authority  after  notice  and  opportunity  for  hearing  in  accor- 
dance with  procedures  adopted  by  the  Senate  Committee  on  Student  Discipline 
or  the  Faculty  Advisory  Committee. 

C.  The  sanctions  may  be  one  or  more  of  the  following:  warning;  probation  for  a 
specified  time;  suspension  of  Registered  Organization  status  for  a  specified  time; 
revocation  of  Registered  Organization  status. 

V.  Organizations  Fund 

A.  An  Organizations  Fund  shall  be  operated  under  the  supervision  of  the  Campus 
Business  Affairs  Office. 

B.  The  purpose  of  the  Fund  shall  be  to  insure  protection  of  the  interests  of  the 
State  and  University  in  the  use  of  its  facilities  and  to  offer  a  service  to 
organizations. 

C.  Regulations  regarding  operation  of  the  Fund  and  payments  to  be  made  to  it 
are  included  in  Chapter  IV. 


CHAPTER  III 

USE  OF  UNIVERSITY  PREMISES  AND  FACILITIES 

All  meetings  or  events  utilizing  University  premises  or  facilities  shall  be  scheduled 
in  accordance  with  Sections  21  and  24  of  The  General  Rules  Concerning  University 
Organization  and  Procedure  and  this  Code.  Use  of  the  Assembly  Hall,  Krannert 
Center  for  the  Performing  Arts,  Allerton  House,  and  Hott  Memorial  Center  shall 
be  governed  by  the  provisions  of  this  Chapter,  except  where  the  special  function, 
designation,  and  responsibilities  of  these  facilities  justify  otherwise.  (Additional 
provisions  for  use  of  space  in  the  Krannert  Center  for  the  Performing  Arts  are 
contained  in  Section  X  and  for  the  Assembly  Hall  in  Section  XI  of  this  Chapter.) 
It  is  the  intent  of  these  regulations  to  encourage  optimal  use  of  the  University's 
premises  and  facilities  in  the  furtherance  of  the  University's  educational,  research, 
and  public  service  mission  without  jeopardizing  the  overall  condition  or  safety  of 
those  premises  and  facilities  or  its  users.  It  is  not  the  intent,  however,  that  Univer- 
sity premises  and  facilities  be  used  for  private  gain  or  noneducational  purposes, 
either  by  individuals  or  organizations. 

In  developing  these  regulations,  no  attempt  has  been  made  to  foresee  all  potential 
types  of  usage  which  may  be  requested.  Therefore,  authority  to  make  exceptions 
to  these  regulations  is  reserved  by  the  Chancellor. 

I.  Eligibility 

Those  organizations  described  in  Chapter  I  of  this  Code,  other  than  Campus-Com- 
munity Organizations,  Outside  Organizations,  and  individuals,  shall  be  eligible  to 
make  use  of  University  premises  and  facilities  on  the  Urbana-Champagn  campus 
in  accordance  with  the  provisions  of  Sections  21  and  24  of  The  General  Rules 
Concerning  University  Organization  and  Procedure  and  these  regulations.  Campus- 
Community  Organizations,  Outside  Organizations,  and  individuals  shall  be  sim- 
ilarly eligible  upon  a  finding  by  the  Office  of  Space  Utilization  that  the  particular 
event  involved  is  consistent  with  the  rules  and  regulations  referred  to  above  and 
policies  developed  by  the  Committee  on  the  Use  of  Facilities.  (See  Section  IX.) 
University  permission  for  the  use  of  premises  and  facilities  by  an  organization  or 
individual,  however,  neither  implies  approval  nor  disapproval  of  the  purposes  of 
that  organization  or  the  events  sponsored  by  that  organization. 

II.  Reservation  Procedures 

Those  seeking  use  of  University  premises  shall  make  their  requests  by  completing 

and  filing  the  form,  "Request  for  Use  of  University  Premises." 

A.  Requests  from  University  Organizations,  Campus  Boards,  Registered  Organi- 
zations, and  Related  Organizations  shall  be  signed  by  a  registered  agent  and 
shall  be  filed  in  one  of  the  following  offices,  depending  upon  the  location  of 
the  space  requested: 

1.  For  space  in  the  Illini  Union  Building,  with  the  Illini  Union  Reservations 
Office,  165  Illini  Union  Building. 

2.  For  space  in  University  housing,  with  the  student  government  of  the  resi- 
dence through  the  Housing  Division,  420  Student  Services  Building. 

3.  For  space  in  the  Assembly  Hall,  with  the  Assembly  Hall  Reservations  Office, 
101  Assembly  Hall. 

4.  For  space  in  the  Krannert  Center  for  the  Performing  Arts,  with  the  Krannert 
Center  Director's  Office. 

5.  For  space  in  Allerton  House  and  Hott  Memorial  Center,  with  the  University 
Extension  Conference  Center  Office,  116  Illini  Hall. 

6.  For  all  other  locations,  with  the  Office  of  Space  Utilization,  237  Davenport 
House. 


B.  Campus-Community  Organizations,  Outside  Organizations,  and  individuals 
seeking  use  of  University  premises  shall  file  their  request  at  the  Office  of  Space 
Utilization,  237  Davenport  House.  Requests  from  Campus-Community  Organi- 
zations and  Outside  Organizations  shall  be  signed  by  an  agent  of  the  organiza- 
tion and/or  the  appropriate  officer;  requests  from  individuals  shall  be  signed  by 
that  individual.  The  Office  of  Space  Utilization  shall  determine  whether  or  not 
the  proposed  use  is  consistent  with  the  provisions  of  Sections  21  and  24  of  The 
General  Rules  Concerning  University  Organization  and  Procedure,  these  regu- 
lations, and  the  policies  developed  by  the  Committee  on  the  Use  of  Facilities 
(see  Section  IX).  If  the  proposed  use  is  in  accord  with  these  rules,  regulations, 
and  policies,  the  request  shall  be  referred  to  the  appropriate  reservations  office 
as  outlined  in  Paragraph  II  A  above.  Decisions  of  the  Office  of  Space  Utilization 
may  be  appealed  to  the  Committee  on  the  Use  of  Facilities.  (See  Section  IX.) 

C.  In  order  to  allow  ample  time  to  accomplish  any  necessary  review  and  approval 
procedures,  requests  should  be  filed  at  least  one  ( 1 )  week  prior  to  the  event  if 
event  approval  or  special  services  are  required.  If  specialized  stage  preparation 
or  production  procedures  are  required,  advance  filing  of  one  ( 1 )  month  or  more 
may  be  required.  For  activities  not  requiring  advance  event  approval  or  special 
services,  requests  should  be  filed  at  least  forty-eight  (48)  hours  prior  to  the 
activity  to  allow  for  ample  processing  of  request.  The  reservations  office  receiv- 
ing the  request  shall  have  the  right  to  refuse  requests  not  submitted  within  the 
above  time  limits  if  it  appears  that  proper  review  and  clearance  procedures 
cannot  be  satisfactorily  accomplished. 

D.  Upon  receipt  of  a  request  for  the  use  of  University  premises,  the  reservations 
office  concerned  shall  proceed  as  follows : 

1.  Determine  whether  or  not  the  organization  or  individual  requesting  space 
is  eligible  to  use  University  premises  as  requested  and  has  made  adequate 
arrangements  regarding  the  requirements  of  Section  VIII  of  this  Chapter. 

2.  Determine  whether  the  specific  event  involved  requires  formal  approval,  and, 
if  so,  determine  that  such  approval  has  been  obtained  or  may  be  granted. 

3.  Determine  whether  or  not  the  space  requested  is  available  and  appropriate, 
and,  if  not,  determine  the  availability  of  alternative  appropriate  facilities. 

4.  Make  the  appropriate  reservations  and  notify  applicant  accordingly  unless 
there  is  a  clear  showing  that  provisions  1  and  2  above  have  not  been  fulfilled. 
Refusals  to  make  reservations  shall,  upon  request,  be  in  the  form  of  a  written 
statement  which  shall  include  the  reasons  for  the  refusals  and  an  indication 
of  the  right  to  appeal  the  refusal  to  the  Committee  on  the  Use  of  Facilities. 
(See  Section  IX.) 

111.   The  Priority  System 

A.   Priorities  for  the  use  of  space : 

1.  Except  for  space  in  the  Illini  Union,  Assembly  Hall,  Krannert  Center  for 
the  Performing  Arts,  Allerton  House,  and  Hott  Memorial  Center,  the  fol- 
lowing priorities  with  respect  to  reservations  of  space  shall  obtain: 

a.  The  teaching,  research,  and  public  service  programs  of  University  Organi- 
zations. In  general,  scheduled  instructional  usage  will  take  precedence 
over  all  other  uses. 

b.  Educational,  informational,  cultural,  and  recreational  programs  sponsored 
by  University  Organizations,  Campus  Boards,  Registered  Organizations, 
and  Related  Organizations. 

c.  Approved  events  sponsored  by  (in  order  of  priority) : 

(1)   Campus-Community  Organizations,   (2)  Outside  Organizations,  and 
(3)   individuals. 


2.  In  space  in  the  Illini  Union,  the  following  priorities  with  respect  to  reser- 
vations of  space  shall  obtain: 

a.  Functions  sponsored  by  the  Illini  Union  Board. 

b.  Educational,  informational,  cultural,  and  recreational  programs  sponsored 
by  University  Organizations,  Campus  Boards,  Registered  Organizations, 
and  Related  Organizations. 

c.  The  teaching,  research,  and  public  service  programs  of  University  Organi- 
zations, including  conferences  and  short  courses  sponsored  by  the  Division 
of  University  Extension. 

d.  Approved  events  sponsored  by  (in  order  of  priority) : 

(1)   Campus-Community  Organizations,   (2)   Outside  Organizations,  and 
(3)   individuals. 

3.  In  space  in  the  Krannert  Center  for  the  Performing  Arts,  see  Section  X  and 
in  space  in  the  Assembly  Hall,  see  Section  XI  of  this  Chapter. 

B.    Operation  of  the  Priority  System 

1.  Reservations  will  not  be  accepted  more  than  twenty-four  (24)  months  prior 
to  the  proposed  event  if  such  date  is  during  the  time  period  when  the  Uni- 
versity is  in  or  preparing  to  be  in  active  session. 

2.  Reservations  will  not  be  confirmed: 

a.  More  than  twelve  (12)  months  prior  to  the  date  of  the  event  if  such 
date  is  during  the  time  period  when  the  University  is  not  in  or  preparing 
to  be  in  active  session. 

b.  More  than  one  (1)  month  prior  to  the  date  of  the  event  if  such  date  is 
during  the  time  period  when  the  University  is  in  or  preparing  to  be  in 
active  session  and  the  space  in  question  normally  is  needed  for  instruc- 
tional purposes  during  the  time  period  in  question,  with  the  following 
exceptions: 

(1)  If  event  date  is  during  the  first  three  (3)  weeks  of  an  academic  ses- 
sion, the  confirmation  will  not  be  given  more  than  forty-eight  (48) 
hours  in  advance. 

(2)  All  reservation  requests  involving  such  potential  academic  space  for 
a  given  academic  session  will  not  be  confirmed  until  the  fourth  (4th) 
week  of  that  session. 

c.  More  than  three  (3)  months  prior  to  the  beginning  of  the  academic  ses- 
sion if  the  event  date  is  during  the  time  period  when  the  University  is 
in  or  preparing  to  be  in  active  session,  but  the  space  in  question  is  not 
normally  needed  for  instructional  purposes  during  the  time  period  in  ques- 
tion. In  the  Illini  Union,  reservations  for  conferences  and  short  courses 
sponsored  by  the  Division  of  University  Extension  or  other  University 
Organizations  may  be  confirmed  up  to  twelve  (12)  months  in  advance  of 
the  event  for  space  used  between  7:00  a.m.  and  3:30  p.m.  Monday 
through  Friday. 

3.  Alterations  of  confirmed  reservations  for  facilities  shall  be  made  only  by 
mutual  consent  of  the  parties  concerned. 

4.  Applications  for  use  of  unreserved  space  as  defined  in  Item  2c  above  re- 
ceived more  than  three  (3)  months  prior  to  the  beginning  of  the  academic 
session  will  be  honored  in  the  order  of  priority  as  delineated  in  Section  III  A, 
with  applications  of  equal  priority  being  given  equal  consideration.  Applica- 
tions of  equal  priority  will  be  honored  in  such  a  manner  to  insure  the  most 
appropriate  space  usage  for  the  programs  involved  in  accordance  with  poli- 
cies developed  by  the  Committee  on  the  Use  of  Facilities  (see  Section  IX). 
Denial  of  an  application  request  may  be  appealed  by  the  sponsoring  organi- 
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zation  to  the  Committee  on  the  Use  of  Facilities.  If  such  an  appeal  is  to  be 
made,  it  must  be  submitted  in  writing  and  received  by  the  Chairman  of  the 
Committee  within  five  (5)  school  days  after  the  notice  of  denial  is  given. 
5.  Applications  received  within  three  (3)  months  of  the  requested  date  will  not 
displace  any  previously  approved  assignments  except  by  mutual  consent  of 
the  parties  concerned  or  successful  appeal  to  the  Committee  on  the  Use  of 
Facilities  (see  Section  IX).  All  applications  for  as  yet  unreserved  space  re- 
ceived within  three  (3)  months  of  the  date  of  requested  use  will  be  handled 
on  a  first  come,  first  served  basis.  Events  so  scheduled  may  be  displaced 
only  by  mutual  consent  of  the  parties  involved,  or  through  successful  appeal 
to  the  Committee  on  the  Use  of  Facilities.  (See  Section  IX.) 

IV.  Distribution  of  Handout  Materials 

A.  Any  individual  may  distribute  leaflets,  handbills,  samples,  and  other  type  ma- 
terials without  prior  approval  except  that: 

1.  Distribution  may  be  regulated,  or  prohibited  when  circumstances  warrant, 
within  a  housing  unit  by  the  unit's  student  government. 

2.  Distribution  may  be  regulated,  or  prohibited  when  circumstances  warrant, 
inside  University  owned  or  leased  buildings  by  the  official  or  body  responsible 
for  the  facility  in  question. 

B.  Those  distributing  such  materials  are  expected  to  refrain  from  littering  and 
may  be  held  responsible  for  costs  incurred  as  a  result  of  littering. 

C.  Those  distributing  such  materials  should  be  aware  that  nothing  in  this  policy 
in  any  way  relieves  them  of  personal  responsibility  for  violation  of  any  civil  laws. 

V.  Safety 

A.  Adequate  provisions  must  be  made  for  the  safety  of  persons  at  an  event  on  Uni- 
versity premises  and  the  safety  of  the  premises  and  facilities  being  used.  Such 
provisions  are  the  responsibility  of  the  person  or  organization  sponsoring  the 
event.  Actions  required  to  insure  safety,  as  determined  by  the  official  in  charge 
of  the  facility  involved  or  by  the  Office  of  the  Safety  Coordinator,  shall  be 
adhered  to. 

B.  The  University  reserves  the  right  to  inspect  and  approve  all  physical  arrange- 
ments in  University  facilities  in  order  to  assure  safety.  Information  and  advice 
in  these  matters  may  be  obtained  through  the  Office  of  the  Safety  Coordinator, 
222a  Armory. 

VI.  Alteration  of  Facilities 

Organizations  or  individuals  shall  not  make  or  contract  to  make  any  revisions  or 
alterations  to  University  facilities  or  its  utilities  (electric,  water,  steam,  air,  and  gas) 
in  connection  with  a  reservation.  All  such  work  must  be  approved  in  advance  by  an 
appropriate  official  of  the  facility  involved  or  by  the  Office  of  Space  Utilization 
and,  if  approved,  must  be  accomplished  by  or  under  the  supervision  of  the  Depart- 
ment of  Plant  and  Services  of  the  University  or  the  regular  maintenance  forces  of 
the  facility  involved.  Requests  for  work  to  be  done  must  be  submitted  for  approval 
at  least  forty-eight  (48)  hours  in  advance  of  the  event.  Work  requested,  as  well  as 
any  work  immediately  required  to  return  the  facilities  in  question  to  their  original 
use  condition,  shall  be  done  at  the  entire  expense  of  the  organization  or  individual 
sponsoring  the  event. 

VII.  Dining  Facilities 

Nothing  in  these  regulations  shall  be  interpreted  to  restrict  dining  in  areas  so 
designated  for  such  use  and  operated  by  the  University.  Specific  regulations  govern- 
ing the  use  of  these  facilities  may  be  developed  separately  by  appropriate  adminis- 
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trative  units,  when  and  if  conditions  so  warrant.  In  general,  the  Illini  Union  facili- 
ties are  intended  to  be  available  only  for  use  by  students,  faculty,  staff,  alumni,  and 
their  immediate  families,  and  by  official  guests  of  the  University. 

VIII.   Requirements  and  Limitations 

A.  All  events  to  which  the  general  public  will  be  invited  and/or  a  fee  charged 
must  receive  formal  "event  approval"  prior  to  the  assignment  of  space  and 
advertising  of  event.  Such  "event  approval"  shall  be  given  only  if  each  of  the 
following  requirements  is  satisfactorily  met : 

1.  The  proposed  use  of  premises  or  facilities  is  in  accordance  with  these  and 
other  applicable  University  regulations. 

2.  The  event  is  not  in  serious  conflict  or  competition  with  other  events  planned 
or  being  planned  as  determined  by  review  on  the  part  of  the  Coordinating 
Committee  on  Entertainment  Events. 

3.  The  sponsoring  organization  is  financially  able  to  sponsor  the  event. 

B.  Review  of  proposed  events  to  determine  "event  approval"  shall  be  made  by: 

1.  The  Office  of  Organizations  and  Activities  for  events  to  be  sponsored  by  Uni- 
versity Organizations,  Campus  Boards,  Registered  Organizations,  and  Re- 
lated Organizations. 

2.  The  Office  of  Space  Utilization  for  events  to  be  sponsored  by  Campus-Com- 
munity Organizations,  Outside  Organizations,  and  individuals. 

C.  All  financial  aspects  of  reviews  of  "event  approval"  shall  be  done  in  cooperation 
with  the  Office  of  Business  Affairs  and  in  accordance  with  policies  established  by 
that  Office.  Denial  of  an  "event  approval"  may  be  appealed  by  the  sponsoring 
organization  to  the  Committee  on  the  Use  of  Facilities  (see  Section  IX).  If 
such  an  appeal  is  to  be  made,  it  must  be  submitted  in  writing  and  received  by 
the  Chairman  of  the  Committee  within  five  (5)  school  days  after  the  notice 
of  denial  is  given. 

D.  If  an  Outside  Organization  requesting  space  has  a  local  affiliate,  the  local  affili- 
ate shall  participate  in  the  arrangements  and  be  responsible  for  the  use  of  the 
premises  and  facilities  in  accordance  with  these  regulations. 

E.  To  insure  the  proper  accounting  and  application  of  funds,  the  sponsoring 
organization  of  all  events  involving  income  or  disbursement  of  funds  shall  con- 
form to  all  University  policies,  procedures,  and  regulations  as  may  be  prescribed 
in  Section  21  of  The  General  Rules  Concerning  University  Organization  and 
Procedure  and  in  Chapter  IV  of  these  regulations. 

F.  In  order  to  protect  students,  faculty,  staff,  and/or  the  general  public  from  food- 
borne  illnesses  while  using  University  premises  or  facilities,  all  requests  in- 
volving the  dispensing  of  food  which  is  not  provided  by  regular  University  food 
services  will  require  special  clearance  from  or  be  in  accordance  with  the  policies 
established  by  the  McKinley  Health  Center. 

G.  Organizations  and  individuals  using  University  premises  or  facilities  must  com- 
ply with  all  reasonable  requests  related  to  such  usage  made  by  University  offi- 
cials having  responsibility  for  the  premises  or  facilities  concerned.  Such  requests 
may  include  the  employment  of  facility  attendants  to  insure  proper  use  of  the 
premises  or  facilities  concerned. 

H.  University  premises  and  facilities  shall  not  be  used  for  benefit  events,  charitable 
or  otherwise,  except  with  the  special  approval  of  the  Chancellor.  In  addition, 
specific  requirements  of  Section  21  of  The  General  Rules  Concerning  University 
Organization  and  Procedure  shall  apply.  (Benefit  events  are  those  events  in- 
tended to  raise  money  for  uses  other  than  the  expenses  of  the  sponsoring  organi- 
zation or  the  support  of  other  University  activties. ) 
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I.    University  premises  and  facilities  shall  not  be  used  for  any  activity  inconsistent 

with  Federal  or  State  laws  or  University  policies  or  regulations. 
J.    Outside  Organizations  and  all  individuals  may  not  use  facilities  for: 

1.  Meetings  scheduled  on  a  regular  basis. 

2.  Any  meeting  for  the  purpose  of  instruction  which  would  normally  be  offered 
by  or  in  cooperation  with  any  unit  of  the  University,  unless  the  offering  of 
the  instructional  program  is  approved  by  the  appropriate  University  unit. 

3.  Entertainment  and  social  activities  such  as  dances,  etc.,  that  are  not  sched- 
uled as  a  part  of  an  approved  meeting  or  activity  unless  approved  or  spon- 
sored by  an  appropriate  University  organization. 

4.  Sports  events  unless  approved  or  sponsored  by  an  appropriate  unit  of  the 
University  or  by  the  Athletic  Association. 

5.  Any  meeting  or  event  which  would  substantially  interfere  with  or  detract 
from  events  sponsored  by  University  Organizations,  Campus  Boards, 
Registered  Organizations,  or  Related  Organizations. 

6.  Solicitations,  collections,  fund  drives,  or  any  events  for  which  an  admission 
will  be  charged,  even  though  the  funds  are  for  public  benefit,  except  as  pro- 
vided in  Section  21,  Paragraph  b(3)  of  The  General  Rules  Concerning  Uni- 
versity Organization  and  Procedure  and  as  follows: 

a.  Those  nonprofit  organizations  that  schedule  their  entire  admission  fee 
programs  on  the  Urbana-Champaign  campus  will  return  to  the  University 
all  net  profits,  after  expenses  and  in  excess  of  allowable  cash  reserves  as 
prescribed  by  the  Office  of  Business  Affairs. 

b.  Those  organizations  that  sponsor  an  admission  fee  program  on  the  Ur- 
bana-Champaign campus  will  be  assessed  a  service  fee  or  the  net  profit, 
whichever    is    the    greater,    for    the    use    of    University    facilities. 

K.  All  events  involving  professional  performers  shall  be  administered  as  follows: 

1.  Events  involving  professional  performers  shall  be  defined  as  those  entertain- 
ment events  open  to  the  student  body  and/or  general  public  where  the 
performers  appear  before  an  audience  and  are  paid  or  normally  receive  pay 
for  their  services.  Such  entertainment  events  shall  include  theatrical  produc- 
tions, closed-circuit  television,  athletic  events,  arena  spectaculars,  artists,  and 
the  like  which  utilize  professional  musicians,  singers,  dancers,  athletes,  or 
comedians.  It  shall  not  include  any  event  where  the  total  fees  paid  or  nor- 
mally paid  for  the  performers'  services,  including  expenses,  are  less  than 
$500.  It  shall  also  not  include  dances,  film  showings,  banquets,  or  lectures, 
regardless  of  any  fees  which  may  be  involved. 

2.  Sponsorship  of  events  involving  professional  performers  as  defined  above 
shall  be  restricted  to  the  Assembly  Hall  utilizing  its  premises,  Krannert  Cen- 
ter for  the  Performing  Arts  utilizing  its  premises,  the  Concert  and  Entertain- 
ment Board  and  the  Illini  Union  Board  utilizing  either  of  the  above,  or 
other  facilities  as  approved  by  the  Office  of  Space  Utilization.  Under  excep- 
tional conditions,  University  Organizations,  Campus  Boards,  Registered 
Organizations,  or  Related  Organizations  may  co-sponsor  events  involving 
professional  performers  with  one  of  the  above-mentioned  authorized  agencies 
in  accordance  with  the  limitations  of  Section  21  of  The  General  Rules  Con- 
cerning University  Organization  and  Procedure.  Such  cosponsorship,  as  well 
as  all  agreements  related  to  that  cosponsorship,  shall  be  at  the  full  discretion 
of  the  authorized  agency  except  that  at  least  50  percent  of  all  financial 
interests  shall  remain  with  the  authorized  agency.  To  qualify  for  cosponsor- 
ship consideration,  an  organization  must  be  able  to  show  that  their  cospon- 
sorship would  enhance  the  value  or  facilitate  holding  the  event  in  a  way 
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which  cannot  be  achieved  by  one  of  the  usual  authorized  sponsors.  Fund 
raising,  regardless  of  the  purpose  or  benefactor,  is  not  an  appropriate  reason 
in  itself  to  allow  cosponsorship. 

3.  Coordination  of  those  entertainment  events  involving  professional  perform- 
ers as  denned  above  shall  be  accomplished  by  the  Coordinating  Committee 
on  Entertainment  Events  specifically  appointed  for  that  purpose.  Such 
coordination  of  professional  events  shall  include  the  responsibility  for  opera- 
tions and  for  resolving  and  deciding  those  conflicts  relating  to  professional 
entertainment  events,  both  as  to  scheduling  dates  and  sponsorship. 
Appeals  of  decisions  of  the  Coordinating  Committee  on  Entertainment 
Events  shall  be  made  to  the  Chancellor  or  his  designee  to  adjudicate  those 
decisions  in  question. 

4.  Membership  of  the  Coordinating  Committee  on  Entertainment  Events  shall 
consist  of  the  following  individuals : 

a.  Director  of  the  Office  of  Space  Utilization,  Chairman 

b.  Director  of  the  Assembly  Hall 

c.  Director  of  the  Krannert  Center  for  the  Performing  Arts 

d.  Executive  Secretary  of  the  Concert  and  Entertainment  Board 

e.  Director  of  the  Illini  Union  Board  Program  Department 

f.  Director  of  the  Office  of  Organizations  and  Activities 

L.  Premises  or  facilities  reserved  by  an  organization  or  individual  may  not  be 
turned  over  to  another  organization  or  individual  without  prior  consent  of  the 
Office  of  Space  Utilization  and  the  reservations  office  of  the  facility  involved. 

IX.  Committee  on  the  Use  of  Facilities 

A.  The  Committee  on  the  Use  of  Facilities  has  as  its  purposes: 

1.  The  development  of  policies  and  rules  of  practice  regarding  the  use  of  Uni- 
versity facilities,  in  accord  with  the  provisions  of  Chapter  III  of  this  Code 
and  Sections  21  and  24  of  The  General  Rules  Concerning  University  Organi- 
zation and  Procedure.  Pursuant  to  this  function  it  shall  make  recommenda- 
tions to  the  Conference  on  Conduct  Governance  and  the  Chancellor  con- 
cerning the  need  for  alterations  in  the  provisions  of  the  above  regulations. 

2.  The  adjudication  of  conflicts  arising  from  the  application  of  the  provisions  of 
Chapter  III  regarding  the  use  of  University  premises  and  facilities  except 
for  those  events  involving  professional  performers.  (See  Section  VIII.K.3-4.) 

B.  The  Committee  on  the  Use  of  Facilities  shall  have  as  Chairman  the  Vice-Chan- 
cellor  for  Campus  Affairs,  or  his  designee  from  among  the  administrative  staff 
of  his  office  or  from  among  the  faculty.  It  shall  have  four  (4)  additional  mem- 
bers, two  (2)  of  whom  are  to  be  faculty  and  two  (2)  of  whom  are  to  be  under- 
graduate, graduate,  or  professional  students.  All  members  of  the  Committee  will 
be  appointed  by  the  Vice-Chancellor  for  Campus  Affairs  for  terms  of  one  (1) 
year.  All  members  of  the  Committee  shall  be  eligible  to  vote.  A  quorum  shall 
consist  of  three  (3)  members.  A  decision  shall  be  reached  by  a  majority  vote 
of  those  members  present.  In  the  event  of  a  tie  vote,  the  decision  regarding  the 
issue  in  question  will  be  made  by  the  Vice-Chancellor  for  Campus  Affairs,  re- 
gardless of  whether  he  acted  as  Chairman  or  voted  in  connection  with  the 
decision.  Decisions  of  the  Committee  regarding  questions  of  priority,  eligibility 
of  organizations,  and  approval  of  events  shall  be  binding  on  the  Vice-Chancellor 
for  Campus  Affairs  and  upon  the  Office  of  Space  Utilization.  Appeals  of  such 
decisions  shall  be  made  to  the  Chancellor. 

C.  The  Committee  shall  meet  not  less  often  than  once  each  two  (2)  calendar 
weeks  while  the  University  is  in  session,  unless  there  are  no  appeals  before  it. 
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X.  Special  Provisions  for  the  Use  of  the  Krannert  Center  for  the  Performing  Arts 

The  Krannert  Center  for  the  Performing  Arts  is  a  unit  of  the  College  of  Fine  and 
Applied  Arts  and  has  a  dual  purpose:  first,  to  provide  educational  facilities  in  the 
performing  arts  for  the  School  of  Music,  Departments  of  Theatre  and  Dance,  and 
University  Bands,  including  public  performances  sponsored  by  these  departments 
and  the  Krannert  Center;  second,  to  provide  the  University  community,  the  local 
community,  and  the  state  with  a  cultural  program  of  performances  by  University 
groups  and  professionals  in  the  many  fields  of  the  performing  arts. 
In  view  of  the  above,  the  following  are  the  special  conditions  regarding  the  use  of 
space  in  the  Center. 

A.  In  the  public  performing  areas  of  the  Krannert  Center,  namely  the  Great  Hall, 
the  Festival  Theatre,  the  Playhouse,  the  Studio,  the  Amphitheatre,  and  appro- 
priate adjunct  areas  the  following  priorities  shall  obtain: 

1.  Events  that  are  related  to  the  performing  arts  and  are  cosponsored  or  pre- 
sented in  conjunction  with  the  Krannert  Center  by  one  or  more  of  the  desig- 
nated academic  units:  School  of  Music,  Departments  of  Theatre  and  Dance, 
and  University  Bands,  all  of  which  offer  instruction  in  the  performing  arts. 

2.  Events  that  are  related  to  the  performing  arts  and  are  sponsored  and  pre- 
sented by  the  Krannert  Center. 

3.  Events  related  to  the  performing  arts  that  are  approved  by  the  Director  for 
the  cosponsorship  by  the  Center  with  those  organizations  listed  in  Chapter  I 
of  this  Code.  In  addition,  a  limited  number  of  conferences  may  be  scheduled 
when  space  permits  and  for  which  fees  are  charged. 

B.  In  the  rehearsal  rooms  of  the  Krannert  Center,  priorities  with  respect  to  reser- 
vations of  space  will  be  given: 

1.  To  course  work  and  production  rehearsals  that  fall  within  the  educational 
and  performing  programs  of  the  academic  units  of  the  School  of  Music, 
Departments  of  Theatre  and  Dance,  and  University  Bands. 

2.  To  performing  programs  sponsored  or  cosponsored  by  the  Center. 

C.  Only  those  events  which  fall  within  the  classification  described  in  Section  X.A.3 
require  that  the  cosponsoring  organization  receive  event  approval  by  the  Office 
of  Organizations  and  Activities  and/or  the  Office  of  Space  Utilization. 

D.  Requests  for  space  for  entertainment  events  in  the  Krannert  Center  for  the 
Performing  Arts  must  be  received  not  less  than  twelve  (12)  weeks  prior  to  the 
date  of  the  proposed  event.  Requests  received  after  twelve  (12)  weeks  will  be 
considered.  However,  they  may  be  denied  if  there  is  insufficient  time  to  ade- 
quately prepare  for  the  proposed  event. 

E.  Decisions  of  the  Committee  on  the  Use  of  Facilities  under  Section  IX. A. 2  in 
Chapter  III  shall  apply  only  to  cosponsored  events  covered  by  Section  X.A.3 
and  if  such  decisions  in  the  adjudication  of  conflicts  affect  the  educational  pro- 
gram of  any  department  they  shall  be  referred  by  the  Vice-Chancellor  for 
Campus  Affairs  to  the  appropriate  Dean  for  his  action. 

F.  Decisions  of  the  Coordinating  Committee  on  Entertainment  Events  concerning 
professional  attractions  shall  be  final  in  the  resolution  of  conflicts  between  the 
Krannert  Center  for  the  Performing  Arts  and  other  agencies  responsible  for 
sponsoring  or  cosponsoring  professional  events.  (See  Section  VIII.K.3-4.) 

G.  In  all  cases  of  cosponsorship,  contractual  and  financial  arrangements  will  be  in 
accord  with  recommended  procedures  established  by  the  Coordinating  Com- 
mittee on  Entertainment  Events,  the  Office  of  Business  Affairs,  and  the  Uni- 
versity Legal  Counsel. 
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XI.  Special  Provisions  for  Use  of  the  Assembly  Hall 

The  Assembly  Hall  is  to  provide  programs  of  an  entertaining  or  cultural  nature 
for  University  of  Illinois  students,  for  faculty,  staff  and  community,  and  for  the 
general  citizenry  of  the  state.  It  also  is  to  make  its  facilities  available  to  eligible 
organizations  for  such  activities  as  they  may  be  authorized  to  undertake  at  the 
Assembly  Hall.  Because  of  the  special  nature,  size,  charge,  and  financial  require- 
ments of  the  Assembly  Hall,  the  following  special  conditions  apply: 

A.  Eligibility  to  use  the  Assembly  Hall  is  determined  by  Section  21.g  of  The 
General  Rules  Concerning  University  Organization  and  Procedure  and  this 
Chapter. 

B.  Any  organization  or  individual  desiring  to  use  the  Assembly  Hall  shall  apply  to 
the  Assembly  Hall  Office,  101  Assembly  Hall.  Initial  rulings  on  eligibility  will 
be  made  by  the  Office  of  the  Assembly  Hall  and  are  subject  to  approval  by 
the  Office  of  Space  Utilization.  Requests  should  be  made  at  least  one  ( 1 ) 
month  prior  to  the  date  involved.  Any  request,  whenever  made,  may  be  denied 
if  there  is  insufficient  time  to  adequately  prepare  for  the  proposed  event. 

C.  For  use  of  Assembly  Hall  space,  the  following  sequence  of  priorities  obtains: 

1.  Functions  sponsored  by  the  Assembly  Hall. 

2.  Educational,  informational,  cultural,  recreational,  and  entertainment  events 
sponsored  by  University  Organizations,  Campus  Boards,  Registered  Or- 
ganizations, and  Related  Organizations,  for  which  reservations  will  be  ac- 
cepted from  one  (1)  to  twelve  (12)  months  in  advance. 

3.  Approved   events  sponsored  by  Campus-Community  Organizations  or  Out- 

side Organizations,  for  which  reservations  will  be  accepted  from  one  (1) 
to  forty-eight  (48)  months  in  advance.  No  more  than  half  of  the  weekends 
and  half  of  the  weekdays  in  a  fiscal  year  may  be  so  committed  in  advance. 

4.  Rehearsals  or  practice  sessions  in  excess  of  standard  minimum  allotments 
and  in  advance  of  events  to  be  presented  in  the  Assembly  Hall. 

5.  Other  appropriate  functions  in  support  of  the  University's  charge  of  teach- 
ing, research,  and  public  service. 

Reservations  may  be  granted  on  either  a  confirmed  or  a  tentative  basis.  Tentative 
reservations  may  be  withdrawn  by  the  Office  of  the  Assembly  Hall.  For  example, 
if  a  second  applicant  requests  the  date  and  the  initial  applicant  fails  to  show  ap- 
propriate evidence,  such  as  a  contract,  that  the  time  will  be  used,  the  initial 
reservation  may  be  withdrawn.  Tentative  reservations  for  events  of  low  priority 
also  may  be  withdrawn  if  another  event  of  high  priority  has  valid  claim  and  use 
for  the  date.  Confirmed  reservations  may  not  be  jeopardized  by  others  regardless 
of  priority.  An  organization  holding  a  confirmed  reservation  may  not  be  displaced 
by  any  other  organization.  Other  matters  concerning  the  operation  of  the  priority 
system  may  be  developed  by  the  Office  of  the  Assembly  Hall. 

D.  As  provided  in  Section  IV,  free  leaflets,  handbills,  etc.,  may  be  distributed 
outside  the  building  on  the  Assembly  Hall  grounds.  Such  distribution  may  not 
interfere  with  the  movement  of  people  going  to  or  from  the  Assembly  Hall, 
and  no  such  materials  may  be  placed  in  or  on  automobiles  in  Assembly  Hall 
parking  lots.  The  sale  of  any  item  on  Assembly  Hall  grounds  may  be  regulated 
or  prohibited  by  the  Office  of  the  Assembly  Hall.  Also,  the  sale  or  free  distribu- 
tion of  any  item  or  materials  for  any  purpose  inside  the  Assembly  Hall  may  be 
regulated  or  prohibited  by  the  Office  of  the  Assembly  Hall. 

E.  If  a  function  proposed  to  be  held  at  the  Assembly  Hall  represents  a  potential 
hazard  to  public  safety,  the  event  may  be  cancelled  or  denied.  (See  also 
Section  V.) 

F.  All  organizations  using  the  Assembly  Hall  shall  apply  to  the  Office  of  the 
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Assembly   Hall   for  any  additional   services,   alterations,  equipment,  etc.,   they 
may  desire.  (See  also  Section  VI.) 

All  foodstuffs,  including  refreshments,  beverages,  meals,  samples,  etc.,  to  be 
served  or  distributed  in  the  Assembly  Hall  must  be  acquired  and  served  by 
arrangements  with  the  Office  of  the  Assembly  Hall,  and  must  conform  with 
health  requirements  outlined  in  Section  VIII. F  and  with  contractual  obligations 
and  concession  policies.  (See  also  Section  VII.) 
Requirements  and  Limitations 

1.  Only  those  events  held  in  the  Assembly  Hall  which  fall  within  the  classifi- 
cations G.2,  G.3,  C.4,  and  G.5  above  require  that  the  organization  receive 
event  approval,  which  must  be  obtained  from  the  Office  of  Space  Utiliza- 
tion and/or  the  Office  of  Organizations  and  Activities  as  well  as  the  Office 
of  the  Assembly  Hall. 

2.  Any  proposed  usage  must  be  appropriate  to  and  suited  to  the  size,  structure, 
purpose,  and  operating  costs  of  the  Assembly  Hall  and  there  must  be  good 
reason  to  expect  that  a  proposed  event  will  attract  at  least  2,000  people. 

3.  Any  Outside  Organization  or  other  organization  requesting  space  at  the 
Assembly  Hall  shall  qualify  on  its  own  merits  and  be  responsible  for  its 
own  commitments  without  reference  or  transfer  to  any  local  affiliate  of  any 
organization. 

4.  No  Campus-Community  Organization,  Outside  Organization  or  individuals 
may  use  the  Assembly  Hall  for  any  series  of  regularly  scheduled  meetings 
unless  these  meetings  are  annual  or  less  often. 

5.  Reservations  for  presenting  one  event  may  not  be  used  for  presenting  a 
different  event  without  approval  of  the  Director  of  the  Assembly  Hall. 
Sponsorship  of  an  event  may  not  be  changed  without  approval  of  the  Di- 
rector of  the  Assembly  Hall  and  all  sponsors  must  be  clearly  identified. 

6.  Usage  of  the  Assembly  Hall  may  be  denied  or  limited  if  the  applicant  lacks 
manpower,  experience,  expertise,  contracting  authority,  financial  status,  or 
other  essential  capabilities  required  to  undertake  the  proposed  project  in 
an  adequate  manner.  A  sponsoring  organization  may  not  redelegate  any 
control  or  responsibility  to  any  co-sponsor,  agent,  or  other  third  party  with- 
out prior  approval  of  the  Director  of  the  Assembly  Hall.  If  the  initial 
authorized  organization  agrees  to  co-sponsorship  with  a  third  party,  but  is 
not  willing  or  able  to  fulfill  all  delegated  functions  and  responsibilities 
adequately,  participation  of  the  Assembly  Hall  as  a  co-sponsor  may  be  one 
of  the  conditions  for  approval. 

7.  Responsibility  and  control  for  all  matters  of  staffing,  crowd  control,  tech- 
nical arrangements,  ticketing  and  ticket  policy,  scaling,  promotion,  adver- 
tising policy,  and  similar  managerial  factors  are  functions  of  the  Office  of 
the  Assembly  Hall  and  may  be  exercised  by  it  or  delegated  in  part  to  users, 
as  determined  by  the  Director  of  the  Assembly  Hall. 

8.  All  contracts  for  events  in  the  Assembly  Hall  must  be  approved  by  the 
Director  of  the  Assembly  Hall  and  the  Office  of  the  University  Legal 
Counsel  prior  to  execution  or  commitment.  Specifically,  contractual  agree- 
ments must  be  in  accord  with  the  financial  well-being  of  the  Assembly  Hall. 

9.  Decisions  of  the  Committee  on  the  Use  of  Facilities,  under  Section  IX.A.2, 
shall  apply  to  the  Assembly  Hall  only  insofar  as  they  pertain  to  usages 
separate  from  those  intended  primarily  for  the  general  public.  Conflicts 
between  the  Committee  on  the  Use  of  Facilities  and  the  Coordinating  Com- 
mittee on  Entertainment  Events  shall  be  adjudicated  by  the  Chancellor  or 
his  designee. 


10.  Decisions  of  the  Coordinating  Committee  on  Entertainment  Events  con- 
cerning those  entertainment  events  to  be  held  in  the  Assembly  Hall  shall 
be  final  in  the  resolution  of  conflicts  between  the  Assembly  Hall  and  other 
sponsors  or  co-sponsors.  (See  Section  VIII. K. 3-4.) 

CHAPTER  V 

CERTIFIED  (APPROVED)  SINGLE  STUDENT  HOUSING* 

I.  Certified  Single  Student  Housing 

A.  All  single  undergraduate  students  except  as  specified  in  B  below  must,  and  grad- 
uate and  professional  students  may,  live  in  housing  which  has  been  certified  by 
the  Dean  of  Students  or  his  designee.  Until  such  time  as  this  regulation  is  en- 
tirely rescinded,  certified  housing  is  defined  as  being  that  which  meets  the  fol- 
lowing criteria: 

1.  The  facilities  are  certified  for  compliance  with  municipal  health  and  safety 
codes,  municipal  minimum  housing  standards,  and  the  University  of  Illinois 
Housing  Standards  for  Certified  Single  Student  Housing  (available  from  the 
Housing  Division). 

2.  The  property  owner  or  a  designated  representative,  who  may  be  the  head 
of  the  unit  student  government,  shall  be  registered  with  the  Housing  Division. 

3.  The  housing  unit  is  operated  in  compliance  with  the  University's  policy  re- 
garding nondiscrimination. 

4.  The  housing  unit  is  physically  designed  primarily  for  single  individuals,  as 
opposed  to  family  occupancy;  such  housing  units  include  University  residence 
halls,  fraternities,  sororities,  private  residence  halls,  private  rooming  houses, 
and  private  homes  which  have  been  inspected  and  approved  by  the  Uni- 
versity Housing  Division. 

5.  Residence  in  the  housing  unit  is  restricted  to  students,  except  when  this 
provision  is  waived  by  the  Housing  Division. 

B.  The  following  categories  of  students  are  exempt  from  this  requirement: 

1 .  Students  living  with  parents  or  relatives  in  Champaign-Urbana. 

2.  Single  undergraduates  who  have  reached  an  age  or  educational  level  recom- 
mended by  the  Dean  of  Students  to  the  Conference  on  Conduct  Goverance 
in  accordance  with  policy  established  by  the  Board  of  Trustees.  (Since 
gradual  reductions  of  this  regulation  have  been  recommended,  students 
should  consult  the  Housing  Division  for  current  requirements.) 

3.  Single  undergraduates  who  have  been  granted  permission  to  live  in  non- 
certified  housing  by  the  Dean  of  Students  or  his  designee. 

4.  Single  undergraduates  who  have  elected  eight  or  fewer  credit  hours  during 
a  regular  academic  semester  and  five  or  fewer  credit  hours  during  the  sum- 
mer session. 

5.  Single  undergraduates  who  occupy  housing  which  they  bring  into  or  pur- 
chase in  Champaign-Urbana. 

II.  Self -Government 

A.  The  student  government  of  each  living  unit,  or  in  the  absence  of  a  student  gov- 
ernment the  residents,  may  establish  regulations  concerning  social  conduct 
which  are  in  keeping  with  fair  requirements  of  the  landlord  or  management. 
(See  exception  III.C  below.) 

*  All  current  rules  and  regulations  pertaining  to  students  living  in  single  student  housing  continue 
in  existence  until  a  forthcoming  chapter  of  the  Code  on  Campus  Affairs  regarding  individual  rules 
and  regulations  is  approved. 
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B.  For  security  reasons,  each  living  unit  may  establish  a  closing  time  for  the  resi- 
dence, and  at  that  time  all  outside  doors  will  be  locked.  Students  in  cooperation 
with  the  residence  staff  may  establish  mutually  satisfactory  plans  to  lock  the 
house  each  night.  If  the  house  is  to  be  locked  prior  to  the  stipulated  closing 
hours  for  guests,  provisions  must  be  made  for  admitting  those  residents  or 
guests  who  come  in  after  the  house  is  locked. 

III.  Additional  Regulations  for  Certified  Housing 

A.  Residents  of  certified  housing  units  shall  abide  by  University  regulations  and 
local,  state,  and  federal  laws  with  regard  to  the  possession  and  use  of  intoxi- 
cants, narcotics,  dangerous  drugs,  hallucinogenics,  and  firearms.  (See  Conduct 
Regulations  70,  71,  and  72.) 

B.  All  students  shall  comply  with  published  University  and  municipal  fire  safety 
codes  with  special  regard  for  emergency  evacuation,  fire  and  safety  devices, 
and  parties  and  decorations.  Refer  to  the  "Statement  on  Individual  Rights," 
Section  IV.B. 

C.  Students  living  in  certified  housing  may  entertain  guests  in  their  living  units 
subject  to  regulations  established  by  the  student  government  of  the  unit  and 
approved  by  the  Dean  of  Students  or  his  designee. 

IV.  Contracts 

In  those  cases  in  which  the  landlord  uses  a  contract  or  lease  obtained  from  the 
Housing  Division  for  use  in  certified  housing,  any  disputes  will  be  mediated  by  the 
Housing  Division  provided  the  contract  is  properly  executed.  The  Housing  Division 
will  act  to  promote  the  best  interest  of  all  concerned  in  any  controversy  between 
student  and  landlord. 
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REGULATIONS  APPLYING  TO  ALL  STUDENTS 
AT  THE  URBANA-CHAMPAIGN  CAMPUS 

It  is  the  policy  of  the  University  of  Illinois  to  afford  equal  educational  opportu- 
nities to  qualified  persons  regardless  of  race,  religion,  sex,  or  ethnic  background. 
It  is  expected  that  students  enrolled  in  the  University  will  conduct  themselves  at 
all  times  in  accordance  with  accepted  principles  of  responsible  citizenship,  and  with 
due  regard  for  the  rights  of  others. 

The  regulations  appearing  in  this  publication  apply  to  all  undergraduate,  graduate, 
and  professional  students  on  the  Urbana-Champaign  campus  unless  specifically  in- 
dicated otherwise. 

Each  student  is  responsible  for  complying  with  the  regulations  of  the  University, 
his  college,  and  the  departments  from  which  he  takes  courses,  and  for  fulfilling 
the  requirements  for  a  particular  degree.  He  should  contact  his  college  dean  for 
regulations  applying  only  in  his  college. 

ACADEMIC  AND  ADMINISTRATIVE  REQUIREMENTS 

ADMISSION  AND  READMISSION 

1.  Application  Dates 

A.  ALL  STUDENTS 

An  application  for  admission  or  readmission  to  the  University  is  not  complete 
and  cannot  be  processed  until  all  necessary  credentials  including  the  application 
fee,  if  required,  have  been  received. 

B.  UNDERGRADUATE  STUDENTS 

1.  To  be  considered  for  admission  under  conditions  of  greatest  space  avail- 
ability, a  beginning  freshman's  application  should  arrive  between  September 
25  and  December  15  for  admission  to  the  following  spring  or  fall  semester 
(including  those  students  who  desire  to  enter  in  the  summer  session  and 
continue  in  the  fall  semester). 

2.  To  be  considered  under  conditions  of  greatest  space  availability,  applications 
for  transfer  should  arrive  between  September  25  and  November  15  for  ad- 
mission to  the  following  spring  semester;  they  should  arrive  between  Febru- 
ary 1  and  March  15  for  admission  to  the  following  fall  semester  (including 
those  students  who  desire  to  enter  in  the  summer  session  and  to  continue 
in  the  fall  semester). 

3.  Applications  for  readmission  should  arrive  on  or  after  September  25  for  ad- 
mission to  the  following  spring  semester  and  after  February  1  for  admission 
to  the  following  fall  semester  (including  students  who  desire  to  enter  in  the 
summer  session  and  continue  in  the  fall  semester). 

G.   GRADUATE  STUDENTS 

1.  Graduate  students  seeking  admission  in  the  fall  semester  or  in  the  summer 
session  who  desire  to  continue  in  the  fall  semester  should  submit  applications 
by  February  15,  or  earlier  if  possible. 

2.  Applications  should  be  submitted  at  least  three  months  in  advance  for  ad- 
mission to  the  spring  semester  and  summer  session. 

2.  Application  Deadlines  for  Admission  of  Undergraduate  and  Graduate  Students 

Deadline  dates  for  filing  complete  applications  for  admission  or  readmission  of 
undergraduate  and  graduate  students  to  a. fall  semester  are  indicated  below.  Only 
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rarely,  however,  are  spaces  available  by  these  late  dates,  and  applicants  are  encour- 
aged to  apply  during  the  periods  indicated  in  Rule  1 . 

a.  Applications  from  all  domestic  students  or  from  foreign  students  who  have  at- 
tended a  college  or  university  in  the  United  States  will  be  considered  up  to  two 
weeks  prior  to  the  first  day  of  the  registration  period  for  the  fall  semester. 

b.  Applications  from  foreign  students  who  have  not  attended  a  college  or  univer- 
sity in  the  United  States  will  be  considered  up  to  six  weeks  prior  to  the  first  day 
of  the  registration  period  for  the  fall  semester. 

c.  The  above  deadline  dates  apply  as  long  as  space  remains  available  in  the  desired 
curriculum.  The  Director  of  Admissions  and  Records  may  accept  applications 
after  these  deadline  dates  under  exceptional  circumstances  which  justify  special 
consideration. 

d.  Special  application  dates  have  been  established  for  the  Colleges  of  Law  and 
Veterinary  Medicine. 

3.  Supplementary  Certificates  from  High  Schools  —  Undergraduate  Students 

a.  Supplementary  certificates  from  high  school  principals  covering  work  done  and 
examinations  taken  in  addition  to  work  shown  on  certificates  previously  sub- 
mitted may  be  accepted  in  all  cases  where  they  refer  to  work  done  and  exami- 
nations passed  prior  to  the  student's  admission  to  the  University. 

b.  Having  once  entered  the  University  of  Illinois,  the  student  is  required  to  obtain 
his  additional  high  school  entrance  credit  in  the  examinations  given  by  the  Uni- 
versity; supplementary  certificates  relating  to  secondary  school  work  completed 
and  examinations  passed  in  the  summer  or  at  other  times  after  his  entrance  to 
the  University  are  not  acceptable.   (See  Rule  4  on  GED  tests.) 

4.  General  Educational  Development  Tests 

a.  Veterans,  personnel  currently  serving  in  the  Armed  Forces,  and  persons  who 
are  nineteen  or  more  years  of  age,  not  otherwise  eligible,  may  qualify  for  ad- 
mission to  certain  divisions  of  the  University  by  passing  with  satisfactory  scores 
the  high  school  level  General  Educational  Development  Tests.  In  special  cases 
approved  by  the  Director  of  Admissions  and  Records,  these  tests  may  be  used 
for  applicants  under  nineteen  years  of  age. 

b.  A  nonveteran  who  is  not  a  high  school  graduate,  regardless  of  age,  may  take 
these  tests  at  any  time  following  the  high  school  graduation  of  the  class  with 
which  he  normally  would  have  graduated. 

c.  Credits  earned  through  General  Educational  Development  Tests  may  be  applied 
toward  satisfying  specific  subject  requirements,  may  substitute  for  high  school 
graduation,  and  may  be  used  to  establish  rank  for  applicants  who  have  not 
graduated  from  high  school. 

d.  Credits  earned  in  an  unrecognized  high  school  may  be  validated  by  passing 
the  General  Educational  Development  Tests.  (See  the  Undergraduate  Programs 
catalog  for  credit  provisions.) 

5.  Residence  Classification  of  All  Students  for  Admission  and  Fee  Assessment 
Purposes 

The  residence  classification  of  an  applicant  is  determined  on  the  basis  of  the  infor- 
mation given  on  his  application  and  other  credentials.  Eligibility  for  admission  to 
the  University  is  determined  and  tuition  assessed  in  accordance  with  this  classifi- 
cation. Errors  in  residence  status  and  tuition  assessment  which  are  discovered  after 
registration  may  be  adjusted.  The  complete  regulations  governing  the  determination 
of  residency  status  and  procedures  for  review  of  residency  status  begin  on  page  69. 
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6.  Health  Requirements  for  All  Students 

a.  Physical  and  Mental  Health 

Each  new  student  may  be  required  to  present  evidence  of  satisfactory  physical 
and  mental  health  to  the  Director  of  Health  Services  at  Urbana-Champaign. 
Each  admitted  applicant  will  receive  a  Student  Health  Report  form  which 
he/she  may  use  to  report  pertinent  medical  data  to  the  Director  of  the  campus 
Health  Service.  Upon  the  advice  of  a  University  Health  Service  Physician,  ad- 
mission or  readmission  of  a  student  may  be  denied  until  the  student  is  cleared 
by  the  McKinley  Health  Center. 

(1)  Students  transferring  from  the  Chicago  Circle  or  the  Medical  Center 
campuses  should  request  that  their  Student  Health  Report  forms  be  trans- 
ferred by  the  health  center  on  their  campus. 

(2)  Military  personnel  may  have  their  Student  Health  Report  forms  completed 
by  a  military  physican. 

b.  Tuberculosis  Control 

During  the  registration  period  each  new,  transfer,  or  readmitted  student  must 
take  a  tuberculin  skin  test  and  report  to  the  McKinley  Health  Center  for  a 
reading  within  forty-eight  to  seventy-two  hours  after  application  or  present  evi- 
dence of  freedom  from  tuberculosis  as  evidenced  by  University  of  Illinois  or  a 
public  health  agency  certificate  (skin  test  or  x-ray)  dated  within  the  last  twelve 
months. 

(1)  Persons  who  have  a  positive  reading  must  have  a  chest  x-ray  taken  by  the 
McKinley  Health  Center.  Persons  with  a  history  of  positive  reaction  to 
tuberculin  will  not  be  skin  tested  but  will  be  required  to  have  a  chest  x-ray 
made  by  the  McKinley  Health  Center.  Health  Center  x-rays  are  made 
without  charge. 

(2)  Failure  to  comply  with  the  tuberculosis  control  requirements  will  result  in 
cancellation  of  registration. 

7.  Admission  and  Readmission  of  Students 

A.  ALL  STUDENTS 

1.  Students  Dropped  or  on  Probation  for  Disciplinary  Reasons 

(a)  Petitions  for  readmission  of  students  dropped  from  the  University  for 
disciplinary  reasons  must  be  acted  upon  by  the  appropriate  Subcommit- 
tee of  the  Senate  Committee  on  Student  Discipline. 

(b)  A  student  transferring  to  the  University  on  probation  or  dropped  from 
a  previous  collegiate  institution  for  disciplinary  reasons  must  obtain  the 
approval  of  the  appropriate  subcommittee  of  the  Senate  Committee  on 
Student  Discipline. 

2.  Students  Encumbered  for  Medical  Reasons 

Upon  the  advice  of  a  University  Health  Service  physician,  admission  or  read- 
mission  of  a  student  may  be  denied  until  the  student  is  cleared  by  the  Mc- 
Kinley Health  Center. 

3.  Students  Encumbered  for  Financial  Reasons 

A  student  in  debt  to  the  University  at  the  end  of  any  semester,  term,  or  sum- 
mer session  for  fees  or  other  charges  is  not  permitted  to  register  in  the  Uni- 
versity again  until  his  indebtedness  has  been  paid  or  suitable  arrangements 
for  payment  have  been  made.  (See  Rule  74  on  indebtedness  to  the  Univer- 
sity.) 

B.  UNDERGRADUATE  STUDENTS 

1.  Readmission  of  Students  Who  Were  Not  Dropped  for  Academic  Failure 
Students  who  were  not  placed  on  drop  status  when  they  left  the  Urbana- 
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Champaign  campus  and  who  have  not  acquired  a  degree  will  be  automati- 
cally readmitted  to  the  same  campus  for  the  term  of  their  choice,  provided 
they  meet  the  following  conditions: 

(a)  If  they  have  attended  any  other  institution  of  higher  learning  between 
the  time  they  left  this  campus  and  the  term  they  wish  to  be  readmitted, 
they  must  be  in  good  academic  standing  at  the  institution  which  they 
attended  during  this  interim  period. 

(b)  They  have  informed  the  Office  of  Admissions  and  Records  of  their  in- 
tentions by  the  last  day  of  the  equal  consideration  period  for  transfer 
students  —  November  15  for  the  spring  semester  and  March  15  for  the 
fall  semester.  (See  Rule  1  on  application  dates.) 

2.  Students  Dropped  or  on  Probation  for  Poor  Scholarship 

(a)  A  student  who  has  been  dropped  for  poor  scholarship  from  a  college  on 
the  Urbana-Champaign  campus  of  the  University  may  be  considered  for 
readmission  only  under  the  conditions  established  by  the  college 
concerned. 

(b)  A  student  who  wishes  to  enter  the  Urbana-Champaign  campus  and  who 
has  been  dropped  or  is  on  probation  for  poor  scholarship  from  the  Chi- 
cago Circle  or  Medical  Center  campuses  of  the  University,  or  from  an- 
other collegiate  institution,  may  be  considered  for  admission  only  under 
conditions  established  by  the  college  of  his  choice  here. 

(c)  An  undergraduate  student  who  has  been  dropped  and  is  being  considered 
for  continuance  "for  summer  session  only"  shall  be  required  to  consult 
with  an  official  of  the  college  from  which  he  was  dropped  and  also  with 
an  official  of  the  college  in  which  he  intends  to  be  readmitted  at  a  fu- 
ture date.  (This  may  be  the  same  or  a  different  college.)  For  that 
student  who  is  approved  for  such  continuance,  an  entry  shall  be  made 
on  his  official  record  to  the  effect  that  he  must  petition  for  readmission 
to  a  later  term. 

8.  Classification  of  Undergraduate  Students 

a.  Classification  of  undergraduate  students  is  made  in  the  Office  of  Admissions  and 
Records  at  the  end  of  each  semester  on  the  number  of  credits  earned,  including 
physical  education  and  military.  Classification  for  registration  purposes  (except 
as  indicated  in  Paragraph  b  below)  is  based  on  the  following  scale: 

Freshman  standing 0-29  hours 

Sophomore  standing 30-59  hours 

Junior  standing 60-89  hours 

Senior  standing 90  or  more  hours 

b.  Students  entering  the  University  directly  from  high  school  as  degree  candidates 
with  academic  credit  earned  by  Advance  Placement  or  similar  programs  for 
superior  students,  and  midyear  high  school  graduates  who  are  approved  for  ad- 
mission but  whose  enrollment  is  deferred  by  the  University  for  lack  of  space, 
are  considered  freshmen  for  the  purpose  of  admission  and  registration,  regardless 
of  the  number  of  college  credit  hours  which  they  have  earned  at  other  institu- 
tions or  by  examination.  Students  transferring  with  less  than  twelve  semester 
hours  of  college-parallel  classroom  course  work  attempted  at  a  previous  col- 
legiate institution  after  graduating  from  high  school  are  also  considered  fresh- 
men for  the  purpose  of  admission  and  registration  and  are  not  subject  to  the 
transfer  regulations. 

9.  Proficiency  Examinations 
A.  ALL  STUDENTS 

1.  Information  concerning  proficiency  examinations  may  be  obtained  from  the 
student's  college  or  from  the  department  concerned.  Except  as  provided  in 
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Paragraph  2d  below,  students  must  secure  the  consent  of  the  head  or  chair- 
man of  the  department  concerned  to  take  these  examinations. 

2.  Proficiency  examinations  may  be  taken  only  by  the  following: 

(a)  Students  who  are  in  residence.  (A  student  attending  as  a  visitor  only  is 
not  considered  to  be  a  student  "in  residence.")  A  student  who  has  com- 
pleted the  work  of  a  semester  is  considered  to  be  under  registration  for 
the  purpose  of  this  rule  for  fifteen  days  after  the  close  of  the  final 
examination  period,  except  that  a  student  who  has  completed  the  work 
of  the  spring  semester  or  the  summer  session  is  considered  to  be  still 
under  registration  for  the  purpose  of  this  rule  up  to  the  end  of  the  regis- 
tration period  for  the  fall  semester. 

(b)  Persons  who  have  been  in  residence  and  are  currently  registered  in  cor- 
respondence or  extramural  courses. 

(c)  Persons  not  registered  in  the  University  at  the  time  but  who  are  candi- 
dates for  undergraduate  degrees  at  the  University  of  Illinois  and  who 
need  no  more  than  ten  semester  hours  to  complete  the  requirements  for 
their  degrees.  (See  Paragraph  B  below  and  Rule  46.) 

(d)  Prospective  students  who  participate  in  the  advanced  placement  and 
proficiency  testing  sessions  offered  during  the  Pre-Gollege  Programs. 
Credit  earned  by  this  method  does  not  become  a  part  of  the  student's 
University  record  until  after  he  has  completed  registration  in  the  Uni- 
versity of  Illinois. 

3.  A  proficiency  examination  may  not  be  taken  to  raise  a  grade  or  to  earn  credit 
in  a  course  which  has  been  failed.  (See  Rule  45  on  special  examinations.) 

4.  An  examination  for  credit  in  a  college  subject  of  elementary  character  is  not 
granted  to  a  student  who  has  received  credit  for  more  than  one  semester  of 
work  in  the  subject  in  advance  of  the  course  in  which  the  examination  is 
requested. 

5.  The  grade  in  proficiency  examinations  is  Pass  or  Fail,  but  no  student  is 
given  a  grade  of  Pass  unless  he  has  made  at  least  G  in  the  examination. 
No  official  record  is  made  of  failures  in  these  examinations,  but  some  depart- 
ments may  prohibit  the  student  from  retaking  the  examination. 

6.  Proficiency  examinations  are  provided  without  fee. 

7.  A  student  wishing  to  take  a  proficiency  examination  in  a  subject  not  offered 
at  the  campus  at  which  he  is  or  has  been  registered,  but  offered  at  another 
campus  of  the  University,  may  do  so  upon  satisfying  the  above  conditions  pro- 
vided he  obtains  approval  from  his  primary  campus  (the  campus  at  which 
he  was  last  enrolled)  for  concurrent  registration  prior  to  taking  the  examina- 
tion. 

B.   UNDERGRADUATE  STUDENTS 

1.  Proficiency  examinations  for  advanced  standing  are  offered  in  all  University 
courses  normally  open  to  freshmen  and  sophomores.  A  student  may  take  pro- 
ficiency examinations  in  more  advanced  undergraduate  courses  on  recom- 
mendation of  the  head  or  chairman  of  the  department  and  approval  of  the 
dean  of  the  college.  (See  Rule  46  for  graduating  seniors.) 

2.  An  undergraduate  student  who  passes  a  proficiency  examination  is  given 
credit  toward  graduation  for  the  amount  regularly  allowed  in  the  course, 
provided  such  credit  does  not  duplicate  credit  counted  for  admission  to  the 
University  and  provided  the  credit  is  acceptable  in  his  curriculum. 

3.  Credit  earned  by  a  proficiency  examination  does  not  count  toward  satisfying 
the  minimum  requirement  when  the  last  thirty  semester  hours  applicable 
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toward  the  degree  sought  must  be  earned  in  residence.    (See  Rule  48  on 
graduation  residence  requirement.) 

C.   GRADUATE  STUDENTS 

Graduate  students  may  satisfy  specific  requirements  by  proficiency  examinations, 
but  such  credit  cannot  be  applied  toward  graduate  degrees. 

TRANSFERRED  UNDERGRADUATE  CREDIT 

10.  Admission  of  Transfer  Undergraduate  Students 

a.  Undergraduate  students  who  have  attempted  twelve  or  more  semester  hours  of 
college-parallel  classroom  course  work  at  one  or  more  colleges  or  universities, 
even  though  some  of  the  hours  have  been  failed,  are  subject  to  the  transfer 
rules,  except  for  midyear  high  school  graduates  whose  enrollment  in  the  Uni- 
versity has  been  deferred  because  of  lack  of  space. 

b.  If  space  is  not  available  for  admissible  midyear  high  school  graduates  who  wish 
to  matriculate  in  the  spring  semester  immediately  following  their  graduation, 
the  enrollment  of  these  students  will  be  deferred  until  the  following  summer 
or  fall  term.  Should  these  students  enroll  at  another  collegiate  institution  during 
the  interim  between  their  high  school  graduation  and  the  term  in  which  they 
can  enroll  at  the  Urbana-Champaign  campus,  their  admission  to  this  campus 
will  not  be  jeopardized,  regardless  of  the  number  of  credit  hours  completed, 
provided  they  are  in  good  academic  standing.  They  will  be  considered  freshmen 
for  admission  and  registration  purposes. 

c.  Admission  of  transfer  students  from  junior  colleges  and  four-year  collegiate  insti- 
tutions is  based  only  on  the  transfer  work  which  is  of  such  nature  as  to  prepare 
the  students  to  continue  on  to  baccalaureate  degree  programs  (or  equivalent 
programs).  For  purposes  of  transfer  to  the  University,  grade-point  averages  are 
calculated  on  the  basis  of  all  college  parallel  courses  attempted  for  which  grades 
are  assigned,  and  for  which  grade-point  values  can  be  determined.  Incomplete 
grades  are  accepted  as  defined  by  the  initiating  institution.  However,  grades  in 
other  course  work  completed,  such  as  technical  courses  similar  in  content  and 
level  to  courses  taught  at  the  University  of  Illinois,  may  be  used  in  evaluation 
for  admission  upon  the  request  of  the  college  to  which  the  student  seeks 
admission. 

d.  A  student  who  has  passed  a  course  at  the  University  of  Illinois  may  not  be  given 
credit  by  transfer  for  the  same  course  taken  elsewhere. 

e.  In  all  cases,  the  transferred  credit  accepted  by  the  University  is  subject  to  review 
by  the  college  of  the  student's  choice  and  the  appropriate  department  with  refer- 
ence to  its  applicability  toward  a  particular  degree. 

11.  Intercom  pus  Transfer  of  Undergraduate  Students 

Any  undergraduate  student  in  good  standing  at  the  Chicago  Circle  or  the  Urbana- 
Champaign  campus  shall  be  admitted  to  the  undergraduate  college  of  his  choice 
on  the  opposite  campus,  provided  he  meets  the  requirements  of  the  second  college 
for  admission  of  an  intracampus  transfer.  Admission  shall  remain  open  for  each 
term  until  all  spaces  for  the  college  or  curriculum  of  the  student's  choice  have 
been  filled.  Grades  earned  in  courses  taken  at  the  Chicago  Circle  campus  are 
counted  as  transfer  credit  in  the  calculation  of  graduation  averages. 

12.  Credit  from  Four- Year  Collegiate  Institutions 

a.  In  general,  the  University  of  Illinois  accepts,  on  an  hour-for-hour  basis,  credit 
shown  on  official  transcripts  of  record  received  directly  from  other  fully  ac- 
credited institutions,  including  those  classified  by  the  regional  accrediting  as- 
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sociation  as  "Recognized  Candidates  for  Accreditation,"  and  those  approved  for 
"Correspondent"  status. 

b.  Credits  from  schools  with  provisional  accreditation  are  accepted  on  the  basis 
of  validation  by  satisfactory  completion  of  additional  work  in  residence  at  the 
University  or  another  fully  accredited  collegiate  institution.  (In  cases  of  stu- 
dents who  have  already  completed  the  residence  requirement  for  graduation  — 
the  first  ninety  semester  hours,  uninterrupted  by  any  work  elsewhere  —  valida- 
tion of  subsequent  Class  C  credits  may  be  considered  satisfied  by  previous  work 
in  residence  here.)  See  the  Undergraduate  Programs  for  additional  details. 

c.  A  student  transferring  from  a  recognized  collegiate  institution  who  has  been 
allowed  credit  for  the  Advanced  Placement  Program  by  that  institution,  and 
such  credit  is  so  certified  on  the  official  transcript  of  credits,  is  allowed  credit  by 
the  University  of  Illinois  in  the  same  amount  as  accepted  by  the  previous 
institution. 

d.  Credit  from  unaccredited  institutions  is  accepted  only  on  the  basis  of  validation 
by  proficiency  examination  at  the  University  of  Illinois  after  enrollment. 

13.  Credit  from  Junior  Colleges 

a.  Conditions  governing  acceptance  of  credit  from  four-year  collegiate  institutions 
also  apply  to  junior  colleges. 

b.  Credit  transferred  from  an  accredited  junior  college  is  limited  only  by  the  pro- 
vision that  the  student  must  earn  at  least  sixty  semester  hours  required  for  the 
degree  after  attaining  junior  standing  at  the  University  of  Illinois  or  at  any 
other  approved  four-year  institution,  except  that  the  student  must  meet  the 
residence  requirements  for  a  degree  from  the  University.  (See  Rule  48.)  Any 
request  for  exception  to  this  rule  in  an  individual  case  must  be  submitted  to  the 
dean  of  the  student's  college  for  decision. 

c.  When  a  school  or  college  requires  three  years  of  preprofessional  college  credit 
for  admission,  at  least  the  last  thirty  semester  hours  of  preprofessional  credit 
must  be  earned  in  an  approved  four-year  collegiate  institution. 

d.  Credits  earned  at  a  junior  college  which  has  not  been  accredited  by  the  North 
Central  Association,  but  which  has  been  given  a  Class  1  rating  and  is  recognized 
by  the  Illinois  Junior  College  Board,  will  be  accepted  without  validation  for 
a  period  of  time  not  to  exceed  five  years  from  the  date  on  which  the  college 
registers  its  first  class  after  achieving  Class  1  status.  The  five-year  period  pro- 
vides the  normal  amount  of  time  necessary  to  acquire  accreditation  by  the  North 
Central  Association. 

e.  Credits  earned  in  newly  founded  institutions  granted  "Correspondent"  status 
by  the  North  Central  Association  of  Colleges  and  Secondary  Schools  will  be  ac- 
cepted without  validation  for  a  period  of  two  years,  during  which  the  institution 
should  acquire  "Recognized  Candidate  for  Accreditation"  status,  or  membership 
in  the  Association. 

14.  Credit  from  Professional  Schools  — -  Undergraduate  Students 

Credit  earned  by  undergraduate  students  in  accredited  professional  schools  in 
courses  which  are  academically  oriented,  rather  than  technique  oriented,  will  be 
accepted  in  the  same  manner  as  credit  in  courses  from  any  other  accredited  institu- 
tion. Acceptance  of  the  credit  toward  a  degree  will  be  determined  by  the  dean  of 
the  college  concerned. 

15.  Undergraduate  Credit  for  Service  and  Education  in  the  Armed  Forces 

a.  The  University,  under  general  provisions  administered  by  the  University  Com- 
mittee on  Admissions,  recognizes  for  college  credit  certain  training  and  experi- 
ence in  the  Armed  Forces  of  the  United  States. 
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b.  The  completion  of  military  service  in  the  Air  Force,  Army,  Marine  Corps,  or 
Navy,  including  basic  or  recruit  training  of  six  months  or  more,  is  accepted  for 
credit  in  four  semesters  of  basic  military  and  for  four  semester  hours  of  credit  in 
physical  education  upon  presentation  of  evidence  of  honorable  discharge  or 
transfer  to  the  Reserve  component.  Candidates  for  graduation  who  are  still  in 
military  service  are  entitled  to  the  same  credit. 

c.  Additional  credit  in  military  may  be  granted  for  courses  completed  in  the  service 
which  are  acceptable  as  the  equivalent  of  advanced  R.O.T.C.  at  the  University 
of  Illinois. 

d.  The  Committee  recognizes  for  credit  correspondence  courses  of  college  grade 
and  the  examinations  in  special  fields  prepared  by  the  United  States  Armed 
Forces  Institute  and  the  Marine  Corps  Institute.  The  College  Training  Programs 
of  the  Air  Force,  Army,  Marine  Corps,  and  Navy,  which  functioned  during 
World  War  II,  are  accepted  as  credit  when  transferred  from  the  institution 
where  they  were  taken.  The  Committee  considers  for  credit  work  done  in  the 
Air  Force,  Army,  Coast  Guard,  Marine  Corps,  and  Navy  specialized  and  tech- 
nical schools  where  its  equivalence  in  terms  of  college  courses  is  established  by 
proficiency  examinations,  or  where  such  courses  have  been  recommended  for 
college  credit  in  the  Guide  to  the  Evaluation  of  Educational  Experience  in  the 
Armed  Services  published  by  the  American  Council  on  Education.  Information 
regarding  evaluation  of  service  and  education  in  the  Armed  Forces  may  be  ob- 
tained from  the  Office  of  Admissions  and  Records,  177  Administration  Building. 
(See  Rule  4  on  General  Educational  Development  Tests.) 

REGISTRATION  AND  WITHDRAWAL 

16.  Designated  Registration  Periods  —  All  Students 

a.  Days  for  advance  enrollment  and  completion  of  registration  are  designated  for 
each  semester,  term,  and  summer  session. 

b.  Students  are  not  admitted  to  class  unless  properly  registered.  No  registration  is 
considered  complete  until  after  the  fee  card  (No.  6  card)  has  been  deposited 
with  the  Bursar's  Office,  regardless  of  whether  or  not  the  student  is  subject  to 
payment  of  tuition  and/or  fees.  (See  Rules  18  on  late  registration  and  22  on 
registration  of  visitors. ) 

17.  Registration  by  Proxy—-  Undergraduate  and  Graduate  Students 

A.  UNDERGRADUATE  STUDENTS 

1.  Undergraduate  students  who  have  not  advance  enrolled  may  not  register  by 
proxy  except  for  unusual  circumstances  and  only  with  the  advance  approval 
of  the  Director  of  Admissions  and  Records. 

2.  Advance  enrolled  undergraduate  students  may  complete  their  registration  by 
proxy  under  the  following  conditions: 

(a)  The  designated  proxy  must  present  a  copy  of  the  advance  enrollment 
schedule  of  the  student  he  is  representing  and  observe  the  alphabetical 
order  of  registration  designated  for  that  person. 

(b)  The  proxy  is  not  authorized  to  make  program  changes  for  the  student 
he  is  representing. 

(c)  A  proxy  may  not  obtain  either  an  ID  card  or  data  carrier  card  for 
another  individual.  Each  student  registered  by  proxy  must  obtain  his 
valid  ID  card  and  data  carrier  card  at  410  Metallurgy  and  Mining 
Building  after  the  close  of  registration. 
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B.   GRADUATE  STUDENTS 

1.  Graduate  students,  whether  advance  enrolled  or  not,  may  complete  their 
registration  by  proxy. 

2.  The  designated  proxy  must  observe  the  order  of  registration  of  the  student 
he  is  representing. 

3.  A  proxy  may  not  obtain  either  an  ID  card  or  data  carrier  card  for  another 
student;  each  student  registered  by  proxy  must  obtain  his  valid  ID  card  and 
data  carrier  card  at  410  Metallurgy  and  Mining  Building  after  the  close  of 
registration. 

18.  Late  Registration 

A.  ALL  STUDENTS 

1.  The  individual  colleges  determine  the  latest  date  on  which  their  students  may 
register. 

2.  A  study  program  becomes  invalid  if  not  completed  and  deposited  at  the 
Office  of  Admissions  and  Records  and  fees  paid  at  the  Bursar's  Division, 
Business  Affairs  Office,  within  one  week  after  the  date  of  its  issue. 

3.  A  late  registration  fine  of  $15  is  charged  all  students  registering  later  than 
the  designated  registration  days  in  any  semester,  term  or  summer  session.  A 
student,  therefore,  who  does  not  pay  or  arrange  for  the  payment  of  his  tui- 
tion and  fees  during  the  designated  registration  days  is  charged  the  late 
registration  fine.  (See  Rules  16  on  registration  requirements  and  32  on  pay- 
ing tuition  and  fees  by  installment.) 

4.  The  late  registration  fine  may  be  waived  upon  petition  in  exceptional  cir- 
cumstances, such  as  illness  or  death  in  the  immediate  family,  activities  dur- 
ing the  registration  period  which  will  benefit  the  student's  academic  pro- 
gram, or  other  circumstances  beyond  the  control  of  the  student.  The  petition 
should  be  directed  to  the  Director  of  Admissions  and  Records. 

5.  Students  registering  in  courses  beginning  in  the  middle  of  the  semester,  term, 
or  summer  session  are  not  regarded  as  registering  late,  provided  their  regis- 
tration is  completed  before  the  beginning  of  such  courses. 

6.  Part-time  and  nondegree  candidates  whose  registration  is  deferred  by  the 
LTniversity  are  not  subject  to  the  late  registration  fine  provided  their  regis- 
tration is  completed  within  the  time  specified.  (See  Rule  21  on  part-time 
and  nondegree  students.) 

7.  The  late  registration  fine  is  not  covered  by  scholarships  or  other  tuition  and 
fee  waivers. 

B.  UNDERGRADUATE  STUDENTS 

Undergraduate  students  who  request  late  registration  after  the  fifth  day  of  in- 
struction in  a  semester,  after  the  fourth  day  of  instruction  in  a  twelve-week 
term,  after  the  third  day  of  instruction  in  an  eight-week  summer  session,  or 
after  the  second  day  of  instruction  in  a  four-week  course  will  be  referred  to  the 
individual  colleges  for  final  decision. 

19.  Number  of  Hours  Required 

A.  ALL  STUDENTS 

1.  For  undergraduate,  graduate,  and  professional  students  the  minimum  pro- 
gram required  for  selective  service  approval,  receipt  of  maximum  educa- 
tional benefit  payments  under  the  Veteran's  Readjustment  Benefits  Act 
of  1966,  and  receipt  of  Social  Security  benefits  as  a  dependent  is  twelve 
hours  or  three  units  in  a  semester  (six  hours  or  one  and  one-half  units  in 
an  eight-week  summer  session) . 
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2.  Twelve  credit  hours  and  above  (three  units  and  above)  in  a  semester  com- 
prise a  full  program  of  study  for  tuition  and  fee  assessment;  in  an  eight- 
week  summer  session  the  number  of  hours  is  six  and  above  (one  and  one-half 
units  and  above).  (See  Rule  34d  on  credit  ranges.) 

B.   UNDERGRADUATE  STUDENTS 

1.  Each  student  is  required  to  pursue  a  normal  program  of  studies.  The  num- 
ber of  hours  varies  with  the  college  and  curriculum.  More  or  less  than  a 
normal  program  may  be  permitted  only  by  authority  of  the  dean  of  the  col- 
lege or  his  designated  representative.  (See  Rule  23  on  change  in  study 
programs.) 

2.  The  minimum  undergraduate  program  for  participation  in  specified  student 
activities  is  twelve  hours;  fourteen  semester  hours  is  required  for  Dean's  List 
recognition.  (See  Rule  56  on  academic  honors.) 

3.  The  progression  rule  for  intercollegiate  athletic  eligibility  is  twenty-four, 
forty-eight,  and  seventy-two  semester  hours  for  the  first,  second,  and  third 
years  of  participation,  respectively.  The  minimum  registration  in  any  one 
semester  for  a  student  athlete  to  be  eligible  for  intercollegiate  competition 
is  twelve  semester  hours. 

20. 

21.  Admission  and  Registration  of  Part-Time  and  Nondegree  Students 

A.  UNDERGRADUATE  STUDENTS 

1.  An  applicant  for  admission  or  readmission  as  a  part-time  student  must  indi- 
cate this  intention  on  his  original  application  and  submit  the  same  credentials 
to  the  Office  of  Admissions  and  Records  as  does  the  regular  applicant. 

2.  The  college  of  the  student's  choice  must  approve  the  admission  and  continu- 
ation of  a  part-time  student. 

3.  In  those  colleges  and  curricula  where  qualified  applicants  exceed  available 
spaces,  registration  of  part-time  students  and  nondegree  candidates  may  be 
deferred  to  the  third  day  of  the  late  registration  period.  The  late  registration 
fine  is  waived  for  students  so  deferred. 

4.  Continuing  part-time  students  are  not  permitted  to  advance  enroll. 

B.  GRADUATE  NONDEGREE  CANDIDATES 

1.  Non-degree  status  for  graduate  students  is  restricted  to  persons  who  have  no 
interest  in  obtaining  a  degree  on  the  Urbana-Champaign  campus. 

2.  Students  on  nondegree  status  in  a  fall  semester  may  register  for  the  following 
spring  semester  or  summer  session,  but  must  apply  for  readmission  to  any 
subsequent  terms.  Students  admitted  on  nondegree  status  for  the  spring  term 
may  register  in  the  summer  session  but  must  reapply  for  admission  to  any 
subsequent  term.  Admission  as  a  nondegree  student  for  the  summer  session 
implies  no  commitment  for  the  following  academic  year. 

22.  Registration  of  Listeners  or  Visitors  —  All  Students 

a.  A  "visitor"  is  only  a  listener  in  the  classes  attended;  he  is  not  a  participant  in 
any  part  of  the  exercises. 

b.  A  student  attending  as  a  visitor  only  is  not  considered  to  be  a  student  in 
residence. 

c.  Visitors  are  not  permitted  in  laboratory,  military,  physical  education  (other  than 
theory) ,  or  studio  classes. 

d.  Permission  to  attend  a  class  as  a  listener  or  visitor  is  granted  only  by  the  in- 
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structor  of  the  class  with  the  approval  of  the  dean  of  the  college  concerned 
Written  approval  must  be  obtained  on  an  official  Visitor's  Permit. 

e.  Former  students  not  currently  registered  must  obtain  the  approval  of  the  dean 
of  the  college  in  which  they  were  last  registered.  Persons  not  previously  regis- 
tered obtain  the  approval  of  the  dean  of  the  college  in  which  the  course  is 
offered.  (See  Rule  60  on  dismissed  students.) 

f.  Students  on  "dropped"  status  are  not  eligible  to  visit  classes.  (See  Rule  43  on 
drop  rules.) 

g.  Nonacademic  employees  of  the  University  must  secure  also  the  recommendation 
of  the  head  of  the  department  in  which  they  work  and  approval  of  the  Director 
of  the  Urbana-Champaign  Personnel  Services  Office. 

h.  Registered  students  on  a  full  fee  schedule  (Range  I)  and  those  who  are  exempt 
from  tuition  are  not  charged  a  fee  for  visiting  classes.  (See  Rule  34d  on  credit 
ranges. ) 

i.  Persons  not  otherwise  registered  in  University  courses  and  students  registered  on 
campus  on  a  partial  program  fee  schedule  (Range  II,  III,  or  IV),  except  those 
holding  scholarships,  tuition  waivers,  or  staff  appointments  which  exempt  them 
from  tuition  for  campus  work,  unless  such  scholarships  are  specifically  limited 
by  law  to  courses  for  residence  credit  only,  are  charged  a  fee  of  $15  for  each 
course  attended  on  campus  as  a  visitor  only.  (See  Rule  34e  for  refund  of  visi- 
tor's fee.) 

j.  Students  who  change  from  credit  registration  to  visitor  status  in  the  same  course 
and  who  are  not  eligible  for  refund  of  tuition  and/or  fees  for  credit  registration 
dropped,  are  not  charged  the  visitor's  fee. 

23.  Change  In  Undergraduate  Study  Programs 

a.  Permission  to  add  or  drop  a  course  in  a  study  program  after  registration  may 
be  obtained  only  from  the  dean  of  the  college  in  which  the  student  is  enrolled. 
(After  the  freshman  year,  students  in  the  College  of  Liberal  Arts  and  Sciences 
are  self  advising,  and  no  adviser's  signature  is  required  on  change  slips  for  these 
students.)  (See  Rule  25  on  withdrawing  with  E  grade.) 

b.  For  admission  to  a  class  after  the  designated  registration  period,  a  student  must 
secure  the  consent  of  the  departmental  representative  in  charge  of  the  course 
who  may  require  the  student  to  pass  an  examination  in  the  work  already  cov- 
ered by  the  class  or  to  present  other  satisfactory  evidence  of  the  ability  to  pro- 
ceed with  the  class. 

c.  The  following  rules  apply  only  in  the  undergraduate  colleges  and  the  Institute 
of  Aviation: 

(1)  New  courses  may  be  added  only  during  the  first  two  weeks  of  the  semester 
or  during  the  first  week  of  the  summer  session. 

(2)  Courses,  except  required  courses,  may  be  dropped  without  penalty  during 
the  first  eight  weeks  of  the  semester,  provided  that  the  minimum  academic 
load  required  by  the  college  is  maintained.  Courses  may  be  dropped  without 
penalty  during  the  first  four  weeks  of  the  summer  session. 

(3)  In  case  of  extenuating  circumstances  (such  as  illness,  injury,  or  unusual 
financial  pressure),  a  student  may  be  permitted  to  drop  a  course  without 
penalty  and  regardless  of  time  if,  in  the  judgment  of  the  student's  college, 
such  action  is  warranted. 

(4)  In  the  absence  of  extenuating  circumstances,  if  a  student  is  permitted  to 
drop  a  course  after  the  deadline  indicated  in  (2)  above,  a  grade  of  E  will 
be  assigned. 
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d.  Changes  in  sections  within  a  course  are  originated  by  department  offices  on  a 
Change  of  Section  Notice;  instructors  concerned  are  notified  of  all  program 
changes. 

24.  Repeated  Undergraduate  Courses 

a.  If  a  student  is  permitted  by  the  dean  of  his  college  to  repeat  a  subject  for  which 
he  has  received  credit  either  by  classwork  at  the  University  or  by  advanced  stand- 
ing previously  allowed  for  work  done  elsewhere,  he  forfeits  his  original  credit. 
The  original  credit  earned  in  a  course  is  not  forfeited  by  reregistration  unless  the 
student  remains  registered  in  the  repeated  course  to  the  end  of  the  semester, 
term,  or  summer  session.  (See  Rules  lOd  on  transferred  credit  and  36c  on  com- 
putation of  grades.) 

b.  Failure  to  pass  the  repeated  course  does  not  restore  the  original  credit,  but 
both  grades  count  in  the  graduation  average  if  the  course  is  one  regularly  ac- 
ceptable toward  the  student's  degree. 

c.  If  the  course  is  again  repeated,  all  grades  received,  passed  or  failed,  are  counted 
in  the  graduation  average,  except  as  indicated  in  Rule  50  (graduation  require- 
ments) . 

25.  Withdrawal  from  Courses  —  Undergraduate  Students 

An  undergraduate  student  who  has  become  seriously  deficient  in  any  course,  if  he 
desires  to  withdraw  from  such  course,  may  be  required  by  the  dean  of  his  college 
to  accept  the  grade  of  E  for  the  course.  The  withdrawal  is  effected  through  the  reg- 
ular change  slip,  signed  by  the  instructor  in  charge  of  the  course  and  approved  by 
the  dean  of  the  college  concerned.  The  latter  writes  upon  the  change  slip,  "With- 
drawn, accepting  the  grade  of  E,"  which  becomes  the  official  grade  of  the  course. 
(See  also  Rules  23  on  change  in  study  programs  and  64  on  academic  irregularities.) 

26.  Withdrawal  from  the  University 

A.  ALL  STUDENTS 

1.  A  student  who  leaves  the  University  during  any  semester,  term,  or  summer 
session  must  officially  withdraw  from  the  University  by  filing  a  clearance 
paper.  Otherwise  the  courses  he  is  pursuing  will  appear  on  his  record  as 
Ab  (absent  —  counts  as  failure).  (See  Rules  28  on  withdrawal  for  military 
service  and  34  on  refunds.) 

2.  Upon  notification  that  the  University  discipline  system  has  initiated  action 
against  a  student,  that  student  may  not  officially  withdraw  until  the  hearing 
of  the  case  has  been  conducted  by  the  appropriate  disciplinary  committee. 

(See  Rule  41c  on  transcripts  of  grades.) 

3.  Withdrawal  procedures  are  as  follows: 

(a)  Obtain  from  the  office  of  the  dean  of  the  college  concerned  a  clearance 
paper. 

(b)  Obtain  on  the  clearance  paper  the  signatures  of  the  University  officers 
as  indicated  by  the  dean. 

(c)  Return  the  clearance  paper  to  the  dean  for  approval. 

(d)  Deposit  the  clearance  paper  at  the  Records  Section  of  the  Office  of  Ad- 
missions and  Records. 

B.  UNDERGRADUATE  STUDENTS 

1.  In  cases  where  it  is  evident  that  an  undergraduate  student  at  the  time  of 
withdrawal  is  failing  any  or  all  of  his  courses,  the  dean  may  issue  clearance 
papers  with  a  notation  on  the  back  thereof  that  failing  grades  are  to  be  re- 
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corded  in  specified  courses  in  which  the  student  is  seriously  deficient.  (See 
Rules  25  on  withdrawal  from  courses  and  27  on  withdrawal  within  the  last 
three  weeks  of  a  semester  or  within  the  last  two  weeks  of  any  summer  session 
or  term.) 
2.  At  the  discretion  of  the  dean  of  his  college,  a  student  may  be  dropped  or 
placed  on  probation  for  poor  scholarship  as  of  the  date  of  his  withdrawal. 
If  such  a  student  fails  to  file  clearance  papers  with  the  Office  of  Admissions 
and  Records,  the  dean  may  file  them. 

27.  Withdrawal  of  Undergraduate  Students  within  the  Last  Three  Weeks  of  a 
Semester  or  within  the  Last  Two  Weeks  in  a  Summer  Session  and  Students 
Whose  Status  Cannot  Be  Determined 

An  undergraduate  student  who  withdraws  from  the  University  within  the  last  three 
weeks  of  instruction  in  any  semester  or  within  the  last  two  weeks  in  any  summer 
session  or  term,  or  a  student  whose  status  cannot  be  determined  because  of  excused 
grades,  may  register  again  only  on  petition  approved  by  the  dean  of  his  college. 

28.  Withdrawal  from  the  University  for  Military  or  Other  National  Defense 
Services 

A.  UNDERGRADUATE  AND  PROFESSIONAL  STUDENTS 

1.  Credit  in  Courses 

(a)  An  undergraduate  or  professional  student  at  Urbana-Champaign  who, 
after  completing  the  seventh  week  and  before  completing  the  twelfth 
week  of  the  semester,  withdraws  from  the  University  in  order  to  enter 
into  active  service  with  the  armed  forces  of  the  United  States  or  other 
country  (including  the  National  Guard),  or  other  service  pertaining  to 
the  national  defense  which  is  approved  by  the  appropriate  University 
committee  and  does  so  enter  within  ten  days  of  the  date  of  his  with- 
drawal, shall  be  entitled  to  receive,  without  examination,  credit  for  one- 
half  of  each  course  in  which  he  has  attained  a  standing  of  C  or  better 
at  the  time  of  his  withdrawal.  The  grade  reported  shall  be  that  attained 
in  the  course  up  to  the  time  of  withdrawal.  (Grades  reported  below  C 
are  recorded  as  W  (withdrawn) ;  passing  grades  reported  in  courses 
taken  under  the  pass-fail  option  are  recorded  as  P.) 

(b)  Students  who  are  members  of  the  Active  Reserve  Forces  (including  the 
National  Guard)  called  to  active  duty  under  normal  training  orders  will 
not  be  granted  academic  credit  for  courses  in  which  they  are  enrolled 
unless  they  have  requested  a  postponement  of  such  a  period  of  active 
duty  for  training  until  the  summer  recess,  and  unless  the  University  has 
received  a  verification  that  such  a  request  was  officially  denied.  This  re- 
quirement, however,  shall  not  apply  to  individuals  who  are  called  to 
active  duty  as  a  result  of  national  emergency  or  as  a  result  of  the  mobil- 
ization of  the  Reserve  Forces  (including  the  National  Guard) . 

(c)  Where  such  withdrawal  occurs  upon  completion  of  the  twelfth  week  of 
the  semester,  or  later,  such  student  shall  be  entitled  to  receive  full  credit 
upon  like  conditions. 

(d)  In  cases  where  withdrawal  occurs  during  terms  of  different  lengths,  the 
same  credit  provisions  prevail,  as  follows: 

Twelve-Week  Term. . .  .Half  credit  after  six  weeks;  full  credit  after  nine 

weeks. 
Eight-Week  Session  . . .  .Half  credit  after  four  weeks;  full  credit  after  six 

weeks. 
(See  Rule  34c  on  refund  regulations.) 
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(e)  A  student,  irrespective  of  his  grade  in  any  course  in  which  he  is  then 
registered,  who  withdraws  from  the  University  at  any  time  for  any  of  the 
above-mentioned  reasons,  shall  be  entitled  at  his  discretion  to  take  an 
examination  for  credit  in  the  course  or  for  credit  for  only  the  first  half 
thereof.  The  usual  grading  system  applies.  (See  Rule  36  on  grading 
system.) 

2.  Graduation 

(a)  A  student  who  has  been  in  residence  at  the  University  for  not  less  than 
two  full  semesters  at  Urbana-Champaign,  who  has  met  all  requirements 
for  graduation  (including  minimum  scholarship  requirements)  except 
those  which  he  would  fulfill  by  completing  the  courses  for  which  he  is 
registered  at  the  time  he  withdraws  from  the  University  in  order  to  enter 
into  active  service  with  the  armed  forces  will  receive  full  credit  in  his 
courses  and  may  be  recommended  for  his  degree  provided  he  has  com- 
pleted the  seventh  week  of  that  semester  (sixth  week  in  a  twelve-week 
term  or  fourth  week  in  an  eight-week  session),  and  provided  he  has  a 
standing  in  the  courses  for  which  he  is  registered  which,  if  maintained 
to  the  end  of  the  semester,  would  satisfy  the  requirements  for  his  gradu- 
ation. If  the  withdrawal  occurs  before  the  completion  of  the  seventh 
week  of  such  semester  (sixth  week  in  a  twelve- week  term  or  fourth  week 
in  an  eight-week  session),  the  student  may  be  recommended  for  his  de- 
gree upon  passing  examinations  covering  the  first  half  of  the  subject 
matter  of  the  courses  in  which  he  is  then  registered. 

(b)  A  senior  in  good  standing  who  at  any  time  leaves  the  University  to  enter 
military  service  and  does  so  enter  within  ten  days,  and  who  lacks  no 
more  than  one-sixteenth  of  the  total  cerdit  hours  required  for  his  degree, 
may,  at  the  discretion  of  his  college  and  on  approval  of  his  major  de- 
partment, be  recommended  for  such  degree.  But  no  student  should  be 
considered  eligible  for  this  privilege  who  has  acquired  hours  under  the 
provisions  of  paragraph  (a)  above. 

( 1 )  "A  senior  in  good  standing"  shall  be  interpreted  to  mean  one  whose 
progress  during  his  University  registrations  has  been  satisfactory  to 
the  administrative  officers  of  his  college.  Among  grounds  for  dis- 
satisfaction might  be  negligence  in  meeting  requirements,  or  scho- 
lastic deficiencies. 

(2)  "At  any  time"  shall  be  interpreted  to  mean  "during  any  semester  of 
residence  or  the  interim  between  successive  semesters."  It  is  not  in- 
tended that  students  who  stay  out  of  college  for  any  semester,  and 
who  thus  do  not  make  continuous  progress  to  their  degrees,  shall  be 
eligible  for  the  privilege  extended  in  these  rules. 

B.   GRADUATE  STUDENTS 

A  graduate  student  who  withdraws  from  the  University  at  any  time  in  order  to 
enter  into  active  service  with  the  armed  forces,  or  other  service  pertaining  to  the 
national  defense  as  determined  by  the  appropriate  University  committee,  shall 
be  entitled  to  receive  such  credit  for  work  theretofore  done  by  him  as  the  profes- 
sor in  charge  of  his  major  work  and  the  Dean  of  the  Graduate  College,  in  ac- 
cordance with  the  recommendation  of  the  instructor  or  instructors  in  charge  of 
the  work  in  which  he  is  registered,  deem  proper,  these  officers  being  guided  by 
policies  comparable  to  those  which  apply  to  undergraduate  students  who  with- 
draw from  the  University  in  order  to  enter  into  active  service  with  the  armed 
forces,  or  other  service  pertaining  to  the  national  defense. 
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CORRESPONDENCE  AND  EXTRAMURAL  COURSES 
29.  Correspondence  and  Extramural  Courses 

A.  ALL  STUDENTS 

1.  Correspondence  courses  are  open  to  applicants  who  can  meet  the  University 
entrance  requirements  and  also  to  persons  eighteen  or  more  years  of  age 
whose  applications  are  approved  by  the  Director  of  the  Correspondence 
Study  Section  of  the  Division  of  University  Extension. 

2.  Upon  completion  of  the  junior  year  in  an  Illinois  high  school,  qualified 
superior  students  may  enroll  for  college  credit  in  extramural  courses  or  in 
correspondence  courses.  To  be  eligible  for  such  enrollment,  the  student  must 
be  recommended  by  his  high  school,  and  this  recommendation  must  be  con- 
curred in  by  the  Director  of  Admissions  and  Records,  by  the  dean  of  the 
college  concerned,  and  by  the  departments  in  which  the  course  or  courses 
are  to  be  taken. 

3.  No  student  is  permitted  to  register  in  more  than  three  correspondence 
courses  at  one  time. 

4.  A  student  enrolled  for  courses  in  residence  must  obtain  approval  of  the 
of  the  dean  of  his  college  to  concurrently  enroll  in  correspondence  courses. 

5.  A  student  who  has  been  dropped  from  the  University  of  Illinois  for  poor 
scholarship  must  obtain  the  recommendation  of  the  dean  of  his  college 
before  completing  his  application  for  admission  to  correspondence  work  and 
before  completing  registration  in  an  extramural  course. 

6.  A  student  dropped  from  another  collegiate  institution  must  obtain  prior 
approval  of  the  proper  authority  in  that  institution  before  completing  his 
application  for  admission  to  correspondence  study. 

7.  Correspondence  courses,  under  certain  conditions,  may  be  taken  on  a  pass- 
fail  basis.  For  regulations  concerning  the  pass-fail  option,  see  Rule  36e. 

B.  UNDERGRADUATE  STUDENTS 

1.  After  matriculation  a  student  may  count  toward  his  degree,  with  the 
approval  of  the  dean  of  his  college,  as  much  as  sixty  semester  hours  of  credit 
earned  in  extramural  courses  and/or  correspondence  study,  provided: 

(a)  He  completes  all  the  remaining  requirements  for  the  degree  in  residence 
at  the  University,  or 

(b)  He  presents  acceptable  residence  credit  for  work  done  elsewhere  and 
completes  the  requirements  needed  for  his  degree  in  residence  at  the 
University.  In  all  such  cases,  the  senior  year  (two  semesters  of  not  less 
than  thirty  semester  hours)  must  be  done  in  residence  at  the  University. 

2.  University  of  Illinois  correspondence  and  extramural  courses  are  not  counted 
toward  satisfying  the  minimum  residence  requirement  for  graduation  (the 
last  thirty  semester  hours),  nor  are  they  considered  as  interrupting  Univer- 
sity residence.   (See  Rule  48  on  residence  requirements  for  graduation.) 

3.  A  student  who  has  completed  his  first  three  years  in  residence  in  the  Uni- 
versity of  Illinois  at  Urbana-Champaign,  earning  a  minimum  of  ninety 
semester  hours,  may  do  all  or  part  of  his  senior  year  in  correspondence  or 
extramural  study,  subject  to  meeting  all  the  requirements  for  his  degree. 

4.  Credit  for  correspondence  work  taken  with  fully  accredited  institutions  may 
be  allowed,  but  only  on  approval  of  the  dean  of  the  student's  college. 

C.  GRADUATE  STUDENTS 

Credit   earned   in   correspondence   courses   cannot   be    applied    to   a   graduate 
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degree,  but  prerequisites  or  deficiencies  may  be   removed   by   correspondence 
work. 

30. 

FEES 

31.  Tuition  and  Fees  Payable  in  Advance  — -  All  Students 

a.  Tuition  and  fees  assessed  for  any  semester,  term,  or  summer  session  are  due  and 
payable  in  full  when  the  student  registers.  The  amounts  are  determined  by  the 
student's  residence  classification  and  the  credit  range  in  which  his  registration 
falls.  The  privilege  of  deferring  full  payment  of  these  charges  may  be  granted 
by  the  Bursar's  office.  If  these  charges  are  deferred,  a  service  charge  must  be 
paid  at  the  time  of  completion  of  registration.  A  copy  of  the  schedule  of  tuition 
and  fees  may  be  obtained  at  Window  2,  69  Administration  Building.  (See  Rules 
34d  on  credit  ranges  and  32  on  the  installment  payment  of  tuition  and  fees.) 

b.  Included  as  part  of  the  required  fees  assessed  for  registration  in  University 
classes  for  residence  work  is  a  $37  Hospital-Medical-Surgical  Fee  to  cover  the 
cost  of  the  student  health  insurance  program  and  the  student  health  services 
provided  by  the  McKinley  Health  Center.  First  semester  coverage  extends 
through  the  regular  registration  period  for  the  second  semester.  Second  semester 
coverage  extends  through  the  regular  registration  period  for  the  summer  session. 

c.  Full  summer  coverage  for  students  enrolled  in  the  summer  session  extends 
through  the  registration  period  of  the  fall  semester.  Any  student  enrolled  in  the 
summer  session  who  wants  his  coverage  terminated  at  the  close  of  the  summer 
session  will  be  refunded  one-half  of  the  summer  fee  ($18.50),  if  requested  of 
the  University  Insurance  Office  in  writing  prior  to  the  final  date  established  for 
a  refund  of  fees.  (See  Rule  34  on  refunds.) 

d.  Students  presenting  evidence  of  equivalent  coverage  will  be  exempted  from  the 
insurance  portion  ($15)  of  the  Hospital-Medical-Surgical  Fee  upon  approval 
of  a  petition  submitted  to  the  University  Insurance  Office  not  later  than  the 
final  date  established  for  a  refund  of  fees.  Assigned  waiver  and  assumption  of 
responsibility  are  also  required.  The  health  services  portion  of  the  Hospital- 
Medical-Surgical  Fee  ($22)  is  not  subject  to  waiver  on  the  basis  of  other  in- 
surance coverage.  All  students,  except  those  totally  exempt  from  the  Hospital- 
Medical-Surgical  Fee  and  those  students  registered  on  the  Urbana-Champaign 
campus  for  courses  which  are  taught  entirely  off-campus  during  a  given  term, 
are  required  to  pay  the  $22  health  services  portion  of  the  Hospital-Medical- 
Surgical  Fee. 

e.  Students  totally  exempted  from  payment  of  the  Hospital-Medical-Surgical  Fee 
are: 

( 1 )  Persons  registered  for  doctoral  thesis  research  in  absentia. 

(2)  Persons  registered  in  off-campus  courses  for  zero  credit. 

(3)  University  employees  registered  at  the  request  of  their  departments  in 
zero-credit  courses  especially  established  to  improve  the  work  of  the 
employee. 

(4)  Students  for  whom  this  fee  has  been  assumed  by  the  Graduate  College. 

(5)  Holders  of  grants  or  contracts  from  outside  sponsors  if  this  fee  is  charged 
to  the  contract  or  grant  funds. 

f.  Staff  members  who  are  registered  as  students  and  who  are  eligible  for  the  man- 
datory State  of  Illinois  Employees  Insurance  program  are  ineligible  for  the 
Student  Insurance  Program  and  the  student  health  services  provided  by  the 
McKinley  Health  Center. 
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g.  Married  students  may  purchase  additional  Hospital-Medical-Surgical  Insurance 
covering  their  spouses  and  dependent  children  upon  application  and  payment 
of  the  additional  premium  within  the  first  ten  days  of  instruction  in  a  semester 
or  within  the  first  five  days  of  the  summer  session.  Spouses  and/or  children  of 
married  students  are  not  eligible  for  care  at  the  McKinley  Health  Center,  re- 
gardless of  any  insurance  coverage,  unless  they  are  also  enrolled  students  at  the 
Urbana-Champaign  campus  of  the  University.  They  are,  however,  eligible  for 
the  usual  hospitalization  benefits  in  any  other  hospital  if  the  student  has  pur- 
chased dependent's  coverage  under  the  University  insurance  plan. 

h.  Students  who  have  been  covered  by  University  health  insurance  during  the 
second  semester  and  who  do  not  enroll  in  the  summer  session  may  elect  to 
have  their  health  insurance  extended  through  the  summer,  up  to  and  including 
the  period  of  regular  registration  for  the  following  fall  semester,  by  paying  the 
health  insurance  portion  ($15)  of  the  Hospital-Medical-Surgical  Fee.  The 
health  services  portion  of  this  fee  is  not  assessed  and  coverage  is  not  available 
to  persons  who  are  not  enrolled  in  the  summer  session.  Application  for  extended 
health  insurance  coverage  must  be  made  at  the  Insurance  Office  during  the 
period  of  May  1  through  the  fifth  instructional  day  of  the  summer  session.  The 
insured's  eligible  dependents  may  also  be  included  in  this  health  insurance 
coverage,  provided  insurance  had  been  purchased  for  them  in  the  semester 
immediately  prior  to  the  summer  session. 

32.  Installment  Payment  of  University  Charges  — -  All  Students 

a.  The  installment  plan  for  the  payment  of  tuition,  fees,  and  residence  hall  charges 
(single  student  housing  only)  requires  that  charges  for  each  semester  be 
collected  in  four  installments,  the  first  payable  at  registration  and  the  remaining 
in  each  of  the  following  months.  One-half  of  the  summer  session  charges  is 
payable  at  registration  and  one-half  during  the  following  month. 

b.  Students  electing  the  installment  plan  for  the  payment  of  tuition  and  fees  are 
assessed  a  $2  service  charge.  No  service  charge  is  made  for  the  installment  pay- 
ment of  residence  hall  charges.  An  additional  service  charge  of  $2  is  assessed  for 
the  installment  payment  of  a  flight  instruction  fee. 

c.  The  installment  plan  does  not  apply  to  registration  in  extramural  and  corre- 
spondence courses. 

d.  An  installment  is  considered  delinquent  on  the  first  day  of  the  month  following 
the  date  payment  is  due.  The  University  may  deny  class  attendance  to  a  student 
if  his  account  is  not  paid  within  two  weeks  after  he  has  been  notified  that  his 
account  is  delinquent.   (See  Rule  74  on  indebtedness  to  the  University.) 

33.  Tuition  and  Fees  for  University  Employees 

a.  For  tuition  and  fee  assessment  purposes,  a  staff  appointment  must  be  to  an 
established  position  for  a  specific  amount  of  time  and  a  salary  commensurate 
with  the  percentage  of  time  required,  and  it  must  require  service  for  not  less 
than  three-fourths  of  the  term.  This  is  interpreted  as  a  minimum  of  three  and 
one-half  months  in  a  semester,  nine  weeks  in  a  quarter,  and  six  weeks  in  an 
eight-week  summer  session  (four-week  minimum  for  the  1974  summer  session 
only). 

b.  Nonacademic  Employees 

(1)  A  nonacademic  employee  in  a  status  appointment  or  in  an  appointment 
designed  to  qualify  for  status  in  an  established  class  (e.g.,  Trainee,  Intern, 
etc.)  may  be  granted  waiver  of  tuition  and  service  fee  in  any  regular 
courses  for  not  to  exceed 
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six  credit  hours  or  two  courses  in  a  semester  or  quarter  if  on  a  full- 
time  appointment 

four  credit  hours  if  on  a  75  percent  to  99  percent  time  appointment 
three  credit  hours  if  on  a  50  percent  to  74  percent  time  appointment 
provided  that  (1)  he  meets  conditions  and  eligibility  for  admission  as 
prescribed  by  the  Office  of  Admissions  and  Records,  (2)  is  not  a  student  as 
defined  in  Civil  Service  Rule  7.7c,  and  (3)  has  approval  by  his  employing 
department  of  enrollment  and  of  a  "make-up"  schedule  to  cover  any  time 
in  course  attendance  during  his  regular  work  schedule. 

(2)  If  an  employee's  total  registration  is  in  a  higher  range  than  authorized 
above,  he  must  pay  the  difference  between  the  waiver  authorization  and 
the  higher  range  in  which  his  total  registration  places  him.  (See  Rule  34d 
on  credit  ranges.) 

(3)  A  nonacademic  employee  whose  appointment  is  for  less  than  50  percent 
time  is  not  eligible  for  tuition  or  fee  waiver. 

(4)  A  nonacademic  employee  in  a  Status,  Learner,  Trainee,  Apprentice,  or 
Provisional  appointment  may  enroll  without  payment  of  tuition  and  ser- 
vice fee  in  regular  courses  directly  related  to  his  University  employment 
for  not  to  exceed  ten  credit  hours  per  semester  provided  that  he  has  made 
application  and  received  prior  approval  for  enrollment  as  required  by  pro- 
cedures issued  by  the  Director  of  Nonacademic  Personnel  and  set  forth  in 
Policy  and  Rules-Nonacademic. 

Academic  Employees 

(1)  Provided  the  appointments  are  for  the  required  amount  of  time,  tuition  is 
waived  for  all  academic  employees  of  the  University  of  Illinois  or  of  allied 
agencies  on  appointment  for  at  least  25  percent  but  not  more  than  67  per- 
cent of  full-time  services.  The  nonresident  portion  of  the  tuition  is  waived 
for  all  academic  employees  on  appointment  for  68  percent  or  more. 

(2)  The  service  fee  is  waived  for  all  academic  employees  of  the  University  or 
of  allied  agencies  on  appointment  for  at  least  25  percent  of  full  time  and 
whose  appointments  require  service  for  not  less  than  three-fourths  of  the 
term. 

(3)  A  student  who  holds  an  appointment  that  provides  exemption  from  tuition 
and/or  fees  and  who  resigns  that  appointment  before  rendering  service  for 
at  least  three-fourths  of  the  semester,  session,  or  term  will  be  assessed 
the  full  amount  of  the  appropriate  tuition  and  fees  unless  (a)  he  files  a 
Withdrawal  Form  on  the  same  date  as  the  resignation  or  (b)  he  files  a 
Clearance  Form  for  graduation  within  one  week  following  the  date  of 
resignation. 

(4)  Students  holding  appointments,  either  as  employees  or  as  fellows,  to  the 
close  of  the  second  semester,  and  for  whom  tuition  and/or  fees  have  been 
provided  by  exemption,  waiver,  or  cash  payment  by  an  outside  agency,  are 
entitled  to  the  same  exemption  of  tuition  and/or  fees  for  the  summer  ses- 
sion or  term  immediately  following,  providing  they  hold  no  appointments 
during  that  summer  session  or  term. 

(5)  Limits  on  enrollment  for  academic  employees  registered  in  the  undergrad- 
uate colleges  are  determined  by  the  individual's  college. 

(6)  Limits  on  enrollment  for  academic  employees  registered  in  the  Graduate 
College  are  determined  by  the  Dean  of  the  Graduate  College. 

(7)  Staff  tuition  and  fee  privileges  do  not  apply  to  students  employed  on  an 
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hourly  basis  in  either  an  academic  or  nonacademic  capacity  or  to  persons 
on  leave  without  pay. 
(8)   Additional  regulations  governing  assessment  of  an  exemption  from  tuition 
and  fees  for  both  academic  and  nonacademic  employees  of  the  University 
are  given  in  the  Undergraduate  Programs  catalog. 

34.  Refunds  —  All  Students 

a.  Cancellation  of  Registration 

A  continuing  student  who  pays  tuition  and  fees  for  any  semester,  term,  or  ses- 
sion and  who  subsequently  cancels  his  registration  prior  to  the  first  day  of 
classes  of  that  semester,  term,  or  session  shall  be  refunded  the  full  amount  of 
his  payment,  including  the  usually  nonrefundable  charge. 

b.  Withdrawal  from  the  University 

A  student  who  has  paid  tuition  and/or  fees,  and  who  withdraws  from  the  Uni- 
versity for  reasons  other  than  active  duty  in  the  armed  services  or  other  ap- 
proved national  defense  service,  during  any  refund  period,  shall  be  assessed  a 
nonrefundable  charge  in  the  amount  of  one-half  of  the  Service  Fee  plus  the 
Hospital-Medical-Surgical  Fee  (rounded  if  necessary  to  the  next  higher  even 
dollar)  or  $30,  which  ever  is  greater.  The  student  who  withdraws  continues  to 
be  covered  by  the  health  insurance  and  health  services  provisions  of  the  Hos- 
pital-Medical-Surgical Fee,  if  originally  paid,  until  the  close  of  the  term.  For 
students  who  have  not  paid  the  Hospital-Medical-Surgical  Fee,  the  nonrefund- 
able charge  shall  be  reduced  by  the  amount  of  that  fee.  Refund  periods  are  as 
follows:* 

(  1  )     IN  A  SEMESTER,  TWELVE- WEEK  TERM,   OR  ELEVEN-WEEK  SUMMER  LAW  PROGRAM 

(a)  Full  refund,  except  for  the  nonrefundable  charge,  during  the  first  ten 
days  of  instruction. 

(b)  No  refund  thereafter. 

(2)  IN  AN  EIGHT- WEEK  SUMMER  SESSION 

(a)  Full  refund ,  except  for  the  nonrefundable  charge,  during  the  first  five 
days  of  instruction. 

(b)  No  refund  thereafter. 

(3)  UNIVERSITY  TERMS  OF  DIFFERENT  LENGTHS 

For  University  terms  of  different  lengths  of  time,  refund  periods  are  deter- 
mined proportionately  in  accordance  with  the  above  principles. 

c.  Withdrawal  for  Military  and  Other  National  Defense  Service 

In  cases  of  withdrawal  for  active  duty  in  the  armed  forces  or  other  approved 
national  defense  service  under  the  circumstances  described  in  Rule  28,  special 
refund  provisions  have  been  adopted  by  the  University  as  follows: 

(1)  Withdrawal  prior  to  credit  allowance,  full  refund,  except  for  the  nonre- 
fundable Hospital-Medical-Surgical  Fee. 

(2)  Withdrawal  during  half-credit  period,  half  refund,  except  for  the  nonre- 
fundable Hospital-Medical-Surgical  Fee. 

(3)  Withdrawal  during  full-credit  period,  no  refund. 

d.  Reduction  of  Program 

Any  student  who  reduces  his  registration  to  a  lower  credit  range  receives  a  re- 
fund of  the  full  amount  of  the  difference  in  tuition  and  fees  specified  for  such 
schedules  provided  the  changes  are  made  during  the  periods  designated  above 

*  In   cases  of  extenuating   circumstances,    such   as   medically   documented   serious   illness   or   injury, 
exceptions  to  these  refund  periods  may  be  made  by  the  Director  of  Admissions  and  Records. 
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for  refund  of  tuition  and  fees  in  case  of  withdrawal  from  the  University.  There- 
after, no  rebate  is  allowed.  Credit  ranges  for  registration  and  fee  assessment  have

e.  Visitors 

A  person  registered  as  a  visitor  who  desires  to  withdraw  receives  a  full  refund 
of  the  visitor's  fee,  if  originally  charged,  provided  he  makes  personal  request  for 
a  refund  at  the  Office  of  Admissions  and  Records  within  the  refund  period  for 
any  semester,  term,  or  summer  session.  Thereafter  no  refund  is  made.  (See  Rule 
22i  on  visitor's  fee  and  Paragraph  b  above  on  refund  periods.) 

f.  Flight  Training 

A  student  who  withdraws  from  a  flight-training  or  glider  course  receives  a  re- 
fund of  the  full  flight-training,  glider,  or  Aviation  102,  222,  224  course  fees 
during  the  first  ten  days  of  instruction  in  a  semester  or  the  first  five  days  of 
instruction  in  the  eight-week  summer  session.  Thereafter  no  refund  is  made. 

g.  Students  Dismissed 

Tuition  and  fees  of  a  student  dismissed  from  the  University  during  any  term 
are  refunded  on  the  same  basis  as  indicated  above  in  Paragraph  b  for  a  student 
who  withdraws  from  the  University  with  permission.  (See  also  Rule  60  on  dis- 
missed students.) 

h.  Students  Indebted  to  the  University 

Students  indebted  to  the  University  at  the  time  of  withdrawal  will  have  the 
amount  owed  deducted  from  the  rebate.

GRADES 

36.  Grading  System 

a.  Each  faculty  member  has  the  responsibility  to  provide  the  University  with  an  in- 
dividual evaluation  of  the  work  of  each  student  in  his  classes.  Final  course  grades 
are  entered  on  the  student's  permanent  University  record  at  the  close  of  each 
semester,  term,  or  session.  (See  Rule  37  on  midsemester  grades  and  reporting  on 
academic  work  of  certain  students.) 
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b.  The  University  of  Illinois  grading  system  is  as  follows: 

( 1 )  Courses  in  all  Colleges  Except  the  College  of  Law 

A  =  excellent;  B  =  good;  C  =  fair;  D  =  poor  (lowest  passing  grade) ; 
E  =  failure,  including  courses  dropped  for  academic  irregularities  (see 
Rule  64) ;  Ab  =  absent  from  the  final  examination  without  an  acceptable 
excuse  (counts  as  a  failure).  Plus  and  minus  signs  are  not  authorized  with 
these  grades. 

(2)  Courses  in  the  College  of  Law 

In  addition  to  the  above  grades,  instructors  in  the  College  of  Law  are  au- 
thorized to  assign  grades  of  B+  and  G+. 

c.  Computation  of  Scholastic  Averages 

(1)  NUMERICAL  VALUES 

For  numerical  computation  of  scholastic  averages,  the  following  values  are 
designated:  A  -  5.0;  B+  -  4.5;  B  -  4.0;  C+  =  3.5;  C  =  3.0;  D  - 
2.0;EandAb  =  1.0. 

(2)  UNDERGRADUATES 

A  uniform  method  for  calculating  undergraduate  grade-point  averages  has 
been  established  for  all  undergraduate  colleges  on  the  Urbana-Champaign 
campus.  These  averages  are  calculated  on  the  basis  of  all  courses  attempted 
for  which  grades  and  credits  are  assigned  and  which  carry  credit  in  ac- 
cordance with  the  Courses  Catalog.  Since  courses  offered  by  the  religious 
foundations  on  or  near  the  Urbana-Champaign  campus  are  not  official 
University  courses  and  are  not  included  in  the  Courses  Catalog,  the  grades 
earned  in  such  courses  will  not  be  included  in  the  calculation  of  any  grade- 
point  averages.  Grades  of  S,  U,  P,  F,  and  Pass  are  reported  on  the 
official  University  transcript  but  are  not  included  in  the  grade-point 
averages  since  grade-points  are  not  assigned  to  these  letter  grades.  This 
method  of  calculation  is  used  to  determine  honors,  probation  and  drop 
status,  financial  aid  and  scholastic  awards,  and  transfer  between  colleges  on 
this  campus.  For  the  purpose  of  computing  a  grade-point  average  for 
graduation,  only  the  grades  received  in  those  courses  counting  toward  the 
degree,  including  grades  in  repeated  courses,  are  included  in  the  average. 
(See  also  Rule  50  on  minimum  scholarship  requirements  and  10c  for  the 
special  method  used  to  determine  eligibility  for  transfer  into  the 
University.) 

(3)  GRADUATES 

In  calculating  the  grade-point  average  of  a  graduate  student  only  courses 
taken  for  unit  credit  and  with  grades  of  A  through  E  are  included  in  the 
computation.  To  be  eligible  for  an  advanced  degree  a  graduate  student 
must  have  a  grade-point  average  of  at  least  3.75.  Some  departments  require 
a  higher  average. 

d.  Other  Symbols  in  Use 

Other  symbols  in  use,  which  are  not  included  in  computation  of  averages,  arc: 
W     —  Officially  withdrawn  from  the  course  without  penalty  (withdrawal  notice 

received  from  the  Administrative  Data  Processing  Unit) . 
Ex  —  Temporarily  excused.  Approved  extension  of  time  to  complete  the  final 
examination  or  other  requirements  of  the  course.  Applies  to  both  under- 
graduate and  graduate  students.  (Entitles  the  student  to  an  examination 
later  without  fee,  or  to  additional  time  to  complete  other  requirements  of 
the  course.  The  final  grade  must  be  reported  on  the  Supplemental  Grade 
Report  Form.) 
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(1)  UNDERGRADUATE  STUDENTS 

Only  the  dean  of  his  college  may  authorize  such  extension  of  time 
in  individual  cases.  A  grade  of  "excused"  which  is  not  removed  by 
the  end  of  the  first  eight  weeks  of  instruction  in  the  semester  fol- 
lowing the  receiving  of  the  excused  grade,  if  the  student  is  enrolled 
on  the  Urbana-Champaign  campus  in  that  semester,  becomes  the 
grade  of  E.  (Consult  the  Timetable  for  exact  date.)  If  the  student 
receiving  the  excused  grade  does  not  re-enroll  on  the  Urbana- 
Champaign  campus,  the  excused  grade,  if  not  removed,  becomes  an 
E  after  one  calendar  year.  With  the  approval  of  the  dean  of  his 
college,  the  student  who  has  not  made  up  an  "excused"  examina- 
tion may  be  withdrawn  from  the  course  retroactively  provided  such 
withdrawal  is  completed  before  the  grade  of  "excused"  auto- 
matically becomes  a  grade  of  E.  In  exceptional  cases,  a  student 
who,  because  of  absence  for  active  military  service,  physical  dis- 
ability, or  other  sufficient  cause,  is  unable  to  comply  with  the  rule 
by  removing  the  Ex  grade  within  the  specified  time  may  be  granted 
a  limited  extension  by  the  dean  of  his  college.  A  student  whose 
status  cannot  be  determined  because  of  "excused"  grades  may 
register  again  only  with  the  approval  of  the  dean  of  his  college. 
(See  Rules  27  on  registration  of  students  with  excused  grades  and 
44  on  deferment  of  a  final  examination.) 

(2)  GRADUATE  STUDENTS 

An  "excused  grade"  must  be  replaced  by  a  letter  grade  no  later 
than  the  end  of  the  next  semester  in  which  the  student  is  registered, 
or  it  automatically  becomes  an  E  grade.  If  the  student  does  not 
enroll  the  following  term,  the  excused  grade  becomes  an  E  after 
one  calendar  year.  Reasonable  extensions  of  time  are  granted  by  the 
Graduate  College  for  justifiable  reason.  (See  Rule  44  on  deferment 
of  a  final  examination. ) 
Df    —  Grade  temporarily  deferred.  To  be  used  only  in  those  thesis,  research, 
and  special  problems  courses  extending  over  more  than  one  semester 
which  are  taken  by  graduate  students  as  preparation  for  the  thesis  and 
by  undergraduate  students  in  satisfaction  of  the  requirements  for  gradu- 
ation with  honors,  and  in  other  approved  courses  which  extend  over  more 
than  one  semester. 

Requests  for  use  of  the  Df  grade  in  other  courses  which  extend  over 
more  than  one  semester,  and  which  therefore  require  postponement  of 
the  final  grade  report,  must  be  submitted  in  writing  by  the  executive 
officer  of  the  department  offering  the  courses  to  the  Director  of  Admis- 
sions and  Records  prior  to  the  beginning  of  the  final  examination  period 
for  which  the  approval  would  first  apply.  (A  current  list  of  courses  which 
have  received  such  approval  is  maintained  in  the  Office  of  Admissions 
and  Records.) 
S       —  Satisfactory,  and 

U  —  Unsatisfactory.  To  be  used  only  a  final  grades  in  graduate  thesis  research 
courses,  in  graduate  and  undergraduate  courses  given  for  zero  credit, 
and  in  other  courses  which  have  been  specifically  approved  by  the  head 
or  chairman  of  the  department  concerned,  with  concurrence  of  his  dean. 
A  current  list  of  courses  which  have  received  such  approval  is  main- 
tained in  the  Office  of  Admissions  and  Records. 
O     —  Outstanding.  To  be  used  only  as  a  final  grade  in  Medical  Sciences  300 
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P  —  Pass.  To  be  used  only  in  courses  taken  under  the  pass-fail  grading  op- 
tion. (Instructors  report  the  usual  letter  grades.  Grades  of  A,  B,  C,  and 
D  will  automatically  be  converted  to  P. ) 

F  —  Fail.  To  be  used  only  in  courses  taken  under  the  pass-fail  grading  op- 
tion. (Instructors  report  the  usual  letter  grades.  Grades  of  E  or  Ab  will 
automatically  be  converted  to  F. ) 

Pass  —  To  be  used  only  in  courses  passed  by  special  or  proficiency  examinations, 
(A  minimum  grade  of  G  is  required  to  pass.) 

Fail  —  To  be  used  only  in  courses  attempted  but  not  passed  by  special  examina- 
tion. (Failures  in  proficiency  examinations  are  not  reported.  However, 
some  departments  keep  records  which  may  prohibit  the  student  from 
retaking  the  examination.) 

The  Pass-Fail  Grading  Option 

A.  ALL  STUDENTS 

(1)  Pass-fail  courses  are  not  counted  toward  the  grade-point  average  but 
are  included  as  part  of  the  total  credit  hours. 

(2)  Instructors  are  not  informed  of  those  students  in  their  classes  who  are 
taking  work  under  the  pass-fail  option,  and  they  report  the  usual  letter 
grades  at  the  end  of  the  course.  These  grades  are  automatically  con- 
verted to  P  or  F. 

(3)  Grades  of  D  or  better  are  considered  passing. 

(4)  Final  grades  of  P  or  F  (for  pass  or  fail)  are  recorded  on  the  student's 
permanent  academic  record  and  subsequently  will  not  be  changed  to 
letter  grades. 

(5)  A  correspondence  course  student  may  elect  the  pass-fail  option  prior  to 
completion  of  one-eighth  of  the  lessons  contained  in  the  course ;  however, 
should  he  desire  to  return  to  a  letter  grade,  an  amended  pass-fail  form 
must  be  filed  prior  to  completion  of  one-half  of  the  lessons. 

(6)  Courses  taken  under  the  pass-fail  option,  either  in  residence  or  in  cor- 
respondence, may  be  dropped  only  in  accordance  with  the  normal  pro- 
cedures for  dropping  courses. 

B.  UNDERGRADUATE  STUDENTS 

( 1 )  Any  full-time  undergraduate  student  in  good  academic  standing  (not  on 
probation)  may  elect  the  pass-fail  system.  Students  not  in  residence,  but 
enrolling  in  correspondence  courses,  may  elect  the  pass-fail  option  pro- 
vided they  are  in  good  academic  standing. 

(2)  To  elect  the  pass-fail  option,  the  student  must  obtain  the  approval  of  his 
adviser  or,  in  the  case  of  a  correspondence  course,  his  adviser  or  college 
office. 

(3)  A  student  who  goes  on  probation  after  enrolling  must  change  his  pro- 
gram to  eliminate  the  pass-fail  option. 

(4)  A  maximum  of  eighteen  semester  hours  earned  under  the  pass-fail  option 
may  be  applied  toward  a  degree  at  the  Urbana-Champaign  campus  of 
the  University.  (Only  one  course  with  credit  up  to  five  semester  hours 
may  be  taken  at  a  time  on  the  pass-fail  basis.  A  correspondence  course 
taken  on  a  pass-fail  basis  will  be  included  in  the  eighteen  semester  hour 
maximum  pass-fail  credit  allowed.) 

(5)  Any  lower  or  upper  division  course  may  be  chosen  under  the  pass-fail 
option  except  courses  designated  by  name  or  area  by  the  major  depart- 
ment for  satisfying  the  major  or  specifically  required  by  name  by  the 
college  for  graduation. 
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Exception:  Foreign  language  courses  at  the  104  level,  or  the  equivalent, 
may  be  taken  under  the  pass-fail  option  when  taken  to  fulfill  the  College 
of  Liberal  Arts  and  Sciences  graduation  requirement.  (This  provision 
does  not  include  the  prerequisite  courses  101  through  103  level  with 
the  exception  of  a  103  course  which  is  taken  as  a  terminal  third 
semester  course  in  fulfilling  the  foreign  language  graduation  require- 
ment of  two  languages  completed  at  the  103  level.) 

(6)  In  cases  of  subsequent  change  of  major,  courses  previously  taken  under 
the  pass-fail  option  in  the  new  major  field  may  qualify  for  meeting  major 
requirements. 

(7)  An  undergraduate  student  must  exercise  the  pass-fail  option  for  a  course 
taken  in  residence  only  during  registration  or  within  the  first  two  weeks 
of  instruction  in  the  semester  (only  during  registration  or  within  the 
first  week  of  instruction  during  the  summer  session)  ;  however,  he  may 
elect  to  return  to  the  regular  grade  option  by  filing  an  amended  request 
within  the  first  eight  weeks  of  the  semester  (first  four  weeks  of  instruc- 
tion during  the  summer  session).  The  pass-fail  option  form  must  be 
properly  approved  and  deposited  in  the  college  office.  (See  Paragraph 
A (5)  above  for  correspondence  courses.) 

G.  PROFESSIONAL  STUDENTS 

(1)  Students  in  the  Colleges  of  Law  and  Veterinary  Medicine,  under  the 
pass-fail  option,  may  elect  undergraduate  courses  not  required  as  part 
of  the  professional  curriculum. 

(2)  Professional  students  may  elect  the  pass-fail  option  only  during  advance 
enrollment,  during  regular  registration  days,  or  within  the  first  two 
weeks  of  the  semester  (first  week  of  the  summer  session). 

D.  GRADUATE  STUDENTS 

(1)  Graduate  students  may  elect  the  pass-fail  option  only  during  advance 
enrollment,  during  regular  registration  days,  or  within  the  first  two 
weeks  of  the  semester  (first  week  of  the  summer  session). 

(2)  The  student's  adviser  must  approve  the  election  of  this  option  in  ac- 
cordance with  the  policy  established  by  the  major  department. 

(3)  At  least  two  units  of  credit  with  grades  of  A  through  D  must  be  earned 
on  this  campus  for  every  unit  of  credit  earned  under  the  pass-fail  option. 

37.  Reporting  on  Academic  Work  —  Undergraduate  Students 

a.  College  faculties  may  require  reports  from  each  instructor  during  each  semester, 
at  times  designated  by  the  dean,  upon  the  work  of  all  freshmen  and  unclassified 
students  and,  if  called  for  by  the  dean,  upon  all  other  students  whose  work  is 
presumably  below  C. 

b.  Reports  of  midsemester  grades  are  required  upon  the  work  of  all  freshmen. 

38.  Grade  Corrections  —  All  Students 

A  grade  incorrectly  reported  on  the  IBM  card  may  be  changed  by  the  instructor 
concerned,  with  the  approval  of  the  executive  officer  of  the  department  in  which 
the  course  is  offered.  The  regular  Supplemental  Grade  Report  Form  must  be  used 
to  report  the  changed  grade. 

39. 

40. 
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41.  Transcripts  of  Studies  and  Grades  — -  All  Students 

a.  Each  student  who  has  paid  all  his  University  fees  and  charges  is  entitled  to 
receive  on  request,  without  charge,  one  transcript  of  his  record.  For  each  addi- 
tional transcript,  a  fee  of  $1  is  charged.  (No  charge  is  made  if  the  request  is 
accompanied  by  a  teacher's  certificate  application  blank,  and  no  charge  is  made 
for  transcripts  of  records  issued  for  the  purpose  of  admission  to  Chicago  Circle 
or  the  colleges  at  the  Medical  Center  of  the  University  of  Illinois  in  Chicago.) 

b.  Each  transcript  includes  the  student's  entire  academic  record  to  date  and  cur- 
rent status.  The  University  does  not  issue  partial  transcripts. 

c.  Transcripts  issued  at  the  request  of  students  for  whom  possible  disciplinary  ac- 
tion is  pending  are  followed  by  a  corrected  transcript  issued  without  charge  to 
the  original  recipient  showing  the  final  status  in  the  event  that  the  student  in- 
volved is  subsequently  placed  on  disciplinary  probation,  is  deferred  readmission 
to  the  University  of  Illinois  until  the  student  appears  before  the  appropriate 
hearing  body,  or  is  dismissed  from  the  University  as  a  result  of  the  pending 
action. 

d.  Under  ordinary  circumstances,  transcripts  will  not  be  released  during  the  period 
of  final  examinations  and  one  week  thereafter  in  order  to  allow  for  the  recording 
of  final  grades  for  the  term. 

42.  Release  of  Student  Information  and  Academic  Records 
A.  ALL  STUDENTS 

1.  To  Agencies  or  Persons  outside  the  University 

The  following  policies  and  procedures  govern  the  release  of  student  informa- 
tion by  the  Office  of  Admissions  and  Records  to  persons  outside  the 
University. 

(a)  Information  concerning  former  or  currently  enrolled  students  which 
appears  in  student  directories  and  publications  which  are  available  to 
the  public  may  be  released  by  telephone  or  in  writing  without  the  con- 
sent of  the  student.  For  currently  enrolled  students,  this  information 
may  include  the  student's  name,  his  college  and  class,  honors  received, 
marital  status,  local  address  and  telephone  number,  and  home  or 
permanent  address.  For  former  students,  this  information  may  include 
the  student's  name,  college,  class,  honors  received,  dates  of  attendance 
at  the  University  of  Illinois,  last  known  local  address  and  telephone 
number,  last  known  home  or  permanent  address.  If  the  former  student 
is  a  graduate  of  the  University  of  Illinois,  the  degree  (s)  earned  at  the 
University  and  date(s)  awarded  may  also  be  given. 

(b)  Transcripts  are  released  only  on  the  student's  request  to  whomever  he 
designates. 

(c)  Upon  written  authorization  of  the  student  concerned,  representatives 
of  outside  agencies,  including  governmental  agencies,  may  see  student 
records  in  the  Office  of  Admissions  and  Records,  or  such  information 
may  be  sent  to  them.  The  listing,  on  a  document  bearing  the  student's 
signature,  of  the  University  of  Illinois  as  a  reference  which  may  be 
contacted,  will  be  considered  as  written  authorization  by  the  student. 

(d)  The  Director  of  Admissions  and  Records  may  release  student  academic 
information  to  educational  institutions  and  agencies  in  the  interest  of 
research  provided  he  is  assured  that  individual  anonymity  will  be 
guaranteed. 

(e)  The  Director  of  Admissions  and  Records  may  release  student  academic 
information  in  the  interest  of  financial  assistance  or  honorary 
recognition. 


2.  To  Agencies  or  Persons  within  the  University 

(a)  All  requests  to  the  Office  of  Administrative  Data  Processing  from  indi- 
viduals, departments,  and/or  groups  of  departments,  except  the  offices 
of  the  President,  the  Vice-Presidents,  the  Chancellor,  or  Bureau  of  In- 
stitutional Research,  for  data  based  on  confidential  records  of  students 
in  a  particular  college,  must  first  be  cleared  through  the  appropriate 
college  office. 

(b)  Requests  involving  students  in  more  than  one  college  must  be  cleared 
through  the  Director  of  Admissions  and  Records. 

3.  Grade  Reports 

Reports  of  final  grades  for  each  semester  and  summer  session  are  furnished 
to  undergraduate  students  in  good  standing  (two  copies,  with  one  designated 
as  parents'  copy)  and  to  all  graduate  and  professional  students.  (See  Para- 
graph B2  below  regarding  undergraduate  students  dropped  from  the  Univer- 
sity or  placed  on  academic  probation.)  Grade  reports  will  not  be  sent  to 
agencies  or  persons  outside  the  University  without  the  written  consent  of 
the  student  except  as  provided  in  Paragraph  Al  (d)  and  (e)  and  Paragraph 
B2  of  this  rule. 

4.  Credentials  Presented  from  Other  Sources 

All  credentials  presented  for  admission  or  readmission  to  the  University  of 
Illinois  become  the  property  of  the  University  and  are  not  subsequently  re- 
leased to  the  student  or  to  another  individual  or  institution. 

B.   UNDERGRADUATE  STUDENTS 

1.  Scholastic  Progress  of  Students 

Professional  staff  members  in  the  college  offices  or  academic  departments 
may  discuss  with  parents  or  guardians  the  scholastic  progress  of  their  sons 
or  daughters. 

2.  Notification  of  Drop  or  Probationary  Status 

Undergraduate  students  dropped  from  the  University  or  placed  on  probation 
for  poor  scholarship  and  their  parents  or  guardians  are  notified  of  this  action 
and  are  sent  reports  of  final  course  grades  by  their  respective  colleges.  (See 
also  Rule  43B  on  probation  and  drop  rules.) 

SCHOLASTIC  REQUIREMENTS 

43.  Progress  Toward  the  Degree 

A.  ALL  STUDENTS 

The  progress  of  the  student  toward  his  degree  is  the  concern  of  the  dean  of  the 
college  in  which  the  student  is  enrolled.  A  student  whose  progress  in  his  work 
is  unsatisfactory  is  subject  to  action  by  the  dean  of  the  college  in  which  he  is 
registered  under  general  provisions  adopted  by  the  faculty. 

B.  UNDERGRADUATE  STUDENTS 

The  following  probation  and  drop  rules  apply  in  all  undergraduate  colleges  on 
the  Urbana-Champaign  campus.  They  do  not  apply  in  the  Institute  of  Aviation, 
the  Graduate  College,  or  the  professional  colleges  of  Law  and  Veterinary 
Medicine.  (See  Rule  42B  on  notification.) 

1.  Probationary  status  serves  as  a  warning  to  the  student  that  unless  his  scholar- 
ship improves,  he  is  subject  to  the  drop  rules. 

2.  Probation  and  drop  rules  are  based  on  the  University  of  Illinois  semester 
average  or  on  one  of  the  following  averages  that  governs  graduation:  (1) 
University  of  Illinois  cumulative  average;  (2)  combined  average  of  the  Uni- 
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versity  of  Illinois  grades  and  grades  in  transfer  courses.   (See  Rule  36c  on 
computation  of  scholastic  averages.) 

3.  Probation  Rules 

The  following  regulations  shall  be  used  to  determine  a  student's  probationary 
status,  provided  drop  rules  do  not  apply: 

(a)  BEGINNING  FRESHMEN    (LESS  THAN  TWELVE  SEMESTER  HOURS  COMPLETED) 

A  beginning  freshman  who  does  not  earn  at  least  a  3.0  (C)  average  in 
his  first  semester  or  summer  session  is  placed  on  a  3.0  probation  for  the 
next  semester  or  summer  session  in  which  he  is  registered. 

(b)  STUDENTS  OTHER  THAN  BEGINNING  FRESHMEN 

(1)  A  student  whose  cumulative  average  is  3.0  or  better  and  who  does 
not  earn  at  least  a  3.0  average  in  any  semester  or  summer  session  is 
placed  on  a  3.0  probation  for  the  next  semester  or  summer  session 
in  which  he  is  registered. 

(2)  A  student  whose  cumulative  average  is  2.75  to  2.99  inclusive  is 
placed  on  3.25  probation. 

(3)  A  student  whose  cumulative  average  is  less  than  2.75  is  placed  on 
a  minimum  3.33  probation. 

(4)  A  student  may  be  placed  on  a  "probationary  status"  at  any  time 
when  in  the  judgment  of  the  college,  his  scholastic  record  warrants 
such  action.  Likewise,  the  probation  rules  may  be  waived  when,  in 
the  judgment  of  the  college,  his  scholastic  record  indicates  that  the 
warning  provided  by  the  probationary  status  is  unwarranted.  (See 
Rules  26B  on  withdrawal  from  the  University  and  7B2  for  admis- 
sion of  students  on  probation. ) 

(c)  Scholastic  probationary  status  at  the  University  of  Illinois  may  not  be 
cleared  by  attendance  at  another  institution  except  by  special  action  of 
the  dean  of  the  student's  college. 

(d)  Transfer  work  which  averages  below  G  level  may  result  in  a  student 
being  placed  on  probation  if  the  combined  average  does  not  reflect  a 
3.0  standing. 

4.  Drop  Rules 

The  following  regulations  shall  be  used  to  determine  if  a  student  is  to  be 
dropped  from  the  University. 

(a)  A  student  is  dropped  if  he  fails  to  earn  at  least  a  2.0  (D)  average  in 
any  academic  semester  (not  including  summer  session). 

(b)  A  student  on  probation  who  fails  to  meet  his  established  probation  level 
is  dropped  unless  he  has  achieved  at  least  a  3.0  average  or  better  for 
that  semester  and  his  cumulative  average  is  at  least  3.0. 

(c)  A  student  who  fails  to  make  satisfactory  progress  toward  a  degree  is 
dropped.  (An  example  would  be  the  repeated  failure  in  a  required 
course.)  However,  the  drop  rules  may  be  waived  when,  in  the  judgment 
of  the  student's  college,  his  scholastic  record  warrants  such  action.  (See 
Rules  7B2  for  readmission  of  dropped  students,  27  on  registration  of 
students  with  excused  grades,  and  60  on  dismissed  students.) 

FINAL  AND  SPECIAL  EXAMINATIONS 
44.  Final  Examinations 

A.  ALL  STUDENTS 

1.  Examinations  are  given  at  the  close  of  each  semester,  term,  or  summer  ses- 
sion in  all  courses  except  those  the  character  of  which  renders  final  exami-

nations  unnecessary  or  impracticable.  The  head  or  chairman  of  the  academic 
department  in  which  the  course  is  offered  determines  when  a  final  examina- 
tion is  not  required. 
2.  The  schedule  of  final  examinations  for  the  Institute  of  Aviation  and  all  col- 
leges (except  Law  and  Veterinary  Medicine)  is  prepared  and  published  by 
the  Office  of  Admissions  and  Records.  The  instructor  must  obtain  advance 
approval  from  the  Vice-Chancellor  for  Academic  Affairs  for  any  change  in 
time  from  this  schedule.  Requests  for  change  should  be  submitted  through 
the  executive  office  of  the  department  in  which  the  course  is  offered  and  the 
dean  of  the  appropriate  college. 

B.  UNDERGRADUATE  STUDENTS 

1.  Undergraduate  students  must  obtain  the  approval  of  the  dean  of  their  col- 
lege to  defer  a  final  examination.  An  undergraduate  student  who  must  miss 
a  scheduled  examination  should  report  this  fact  to  the  dean  of  his  college  as 
soon  as  possible  and  before  the  examination  period. 

2.  For  satisfactory  reasons,  he  may  be  "excused"  by  the  dean  of  his  college  and 
examined  later  by  his  instructor.  Absence  from  a  final  examination  for  any 
other  cause  is  reported  as  a  final  grade  of  "absent"  in  the  course  and  counts 
as  a  failure.  (See  Rule  36d  on  Ex  grade.) 

C.  GRADUATE  STUDENTS 

1.  Graduate  students  who  are  unable  to  take  a  final  examination  at  the  sched- 
uled time  or  to  complete  other  requirements  of  a  course  must  make  individ- 
ual arrangements  with  the  instructor. 

2.  Approval  of  this  deferment  by  the  Dean  of  the  Graduate  College  is  not  re- 
quired. (See  Rule  36d  on  Ex  grade.) 

45.  Special  Examinations  —  Undergraduate  Students 

a.  These  examinations  may  be  given  only  in  courses  taken  in  residence  at  the  Uni- 
versity of  Illinois  or  in  University  of  Illinois  correspondence  courses  in  which  a 
failing  grade  (E  or  Ab)  has  been  received. 

b.  Special  examinations  may  be  had  only  upon  the  recommendation  of  the  head  or 
chairman  of  the  department  concerned  or  of  some  person  duly  authorized  by 
him,  and  with  the  approval  of  the  dean  of  the  college  in  which  the  student  is 
enrolled. 

c.  Special  examinations  in  correspondence  courses  must  be  approved  by  the  Direc- 
tor of  Correspondence  Courses.  Students  who  have  been  registered  for  campus 
work  must  also  obtain  the  approval  of  the  dean  of  their  college. 

d.  The  Office  of  Admissions  and  Records  is  authorized  to  issue  permits  for  special 
examinations  to  registered  students  and  to  persons  who  are  not  registered  in  the 
University  at  the  time  but  who  are  candidates  for  degrees  from  the  University 
of  Illinois  and  who  have  no  more  than  ten  semester  hours  to  complete  for  their 
degrees.  A  student  attending  as  a  visitor  only  is  not  considered  to  be  a  student 
in  residence. 

e.  A  student  who  has  completed  the  work  of  a  semester  is  considered  to  be  still 
under  registration  for  the  purposes  of  this  rule  for  fifteen  days  after  the  close  of 
the  final  examination  period,  except  that  a  student  who  has  completed  the  work 
of  the  second  semester  or  the  summer  session  is  considered  to  be  still  under  regis- 
tration for  the  purpose  of  this  rule  up  to  the  end  of  the  registration  period  for 
the  fall  semester. 

f.  Students  who  have  been  dropped  from  the  University  are  not  eligible  to  take 
special  examinations  unless  they  have  been  readmitted. 
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g.  A  special  examination  should  be  taken  before  the  end  of  the  next  semester  in 
which  the  student  is  registered  following  failure  in  the  course. 

h.  No  special  examinations  may  be  given  until  after  the  close  of  the  semester  or 
summer  session  in  which  the  course  was  failed. 

i.  A  special  examination  in  a  correspondence  course  in  which  a  grade  of  E  has 
been  received  by  a  student  not  currently  registered  in  the  University  must  be 
taken  within  thirty  days  of  the  date  of  notification  of  the  grade  by  the  Corre- 
spondence Section  of  the  Division  of  University  Extension. 

j.  Special  examination  grades  are  reported  as  "Pass,"  or  "Fail,"  but  no  student  is 
given  a  grade  of  "Pass"  unless  he  has  made  at  least  G  in  the  examination. 

k.  Grades  earned  in  special  examinations  do  not  enter  into  any  computation  of 
averages.  (A  passing  grade  on  a  special  examination  does  not  remove  the  pre- 
viously earned  failing  grade.) 

1.  For  each  special  examination  a  fee  of  $10  must  be  paid  in  advance. 

46.  Proficiency  and  Special  Examination  by  Graduating  Seniors  —  Undergraduate 
Students 

Proficiency  examinations  for  advanced  standing  and  special  examinations  in  courses 
which  have  been  failed  may  be  taken  by  graduating  seniors  at  any  time  designated 
by  the  instructor  within  the  time  limits  of  Rules  9  and  45.  (A  previous  failing  grade 
is  not  deleted  when  a  course  is  subsequently  passed  by  special  examination.) 

GRADUATION  REQUIREMENTS 

47.  Withholding  Conferral  of  Degree  —  All  Students 

At  any  point  prior  to  the  conferral  of  the  degree,  the  Senate  Gommittee  on  Student 
Discipline  has  the  right  to  withhold  privileges  of  the  academic  community,  includ- 
ing the  conferral  of  the  degree  itself.  In  instances  where  dismissal  is  a  possibility  for 
disciplinary  infractions,  the  conferral  of  the  degree  is  withheld  until  the  disciplinary 
action  has  been  resolved.  (See  Rules  41c  on  transcripts  of  grades  and  59  on  bases 
for  discipline.) 

48.  Residence  Requirement  for  Graduation  —  Undergraduate  Students 

a.  First  Bachelor's  Degree 

( 1 )  In  addition  to  specific  course  and  scholastic  average  requirements,  each  can- 
didate for  a  bachelor's  degree  from  the  University  at  Urbana-Champaign 
must  spend  either  the  first  three  years,  earning  not  less  than  ninety  semester 
hours,  or  the  last  year  (two  semesters,  or  the  equivalent),  earning  not  less 
than  thirty  semester  hours,  in  residence  on  the  Urbana-Champaign  campus, 
uninterrupted  by  any  work  in  another  institution.  (See  Rule  29  on  corre- 
spondence and  extramural  courses.) 

(2)  Credit  earned  by  Advanced  Placement  is  included  in  the  first  ninety  semes- 
ter hours  and  is  not  considered  as  interrupting  residence.  (See  Rule  9  on 
proficiency  examinations.) 

(3)  Only  those  courses  which  are  applicable  toward  the  degree  sought  may  be 
counted  in  satisfying  the  above  minimum  requirements.  (See  Rules  52  on 
physical  education  credit,  53  on  religious  education  credit,  and  54  on  for- 
eign language  credit.) 

(4)  Either  three  twelve-week  terms  or  four  eight-week  sessions  are  the  equiva- 
lent of  two  semesters. 

(5)  Students  transferring  from  the  Chicago  Circle  campus  to  Urbana-Cham- 
paign as  candidates  for  degrees  must  satisfy  the  residence  and  academic  re- 
quirements for  graduation  established  for  the  curriculum  entered  on  the 
Urbana-Champaign  campus. 
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(6)  Credit  allowed  toward  graduation  for  completion  of  courses  of  study  offered 
by  the  religious  foundations  located  in  Urbana-Champaign  are  not  counted 
as  interrupting  residence  or  toward  satisfying  minimum  residence  require- 
ments for  graduation.  (See  Rule  53  on  religious  education  credit.) 

(7)  A  student  who  requests  that  the  residence  requirement  for  graduation  be 
waived  should  complete  and  submit  a  petition  to  the  dean  of  his  college 
who  will  indicate  his  recommendation  on  the  petition  and  forward  it  to  the 
Vice  Chancellor  for  Academic  Affairs  for  final  decision. 

(8)  Attendance  at  another  institution  under  the  CIC  program  or  participation 
in  the  University  of  Illinois  foreign  study  programs  or  the  "Study  Away 
from  Campus"  program  for  which  students  are  registered  in  Urbana-Cham- 
paign courses  does  not  interrupt  residence,  and  credits  earned  through  these 
programs  are  counted  as  residence  credit  toward  graduation. 

(9)  Concurrent  attendance  at  the  University  of  Illinois  and  another  collegiate 
institution  does  not  interrupt  University  of  Illinois  residence  for  graduation. 

(10)  Transfers  from  junior  colleges  must,  after  attaining  junior  standing,  earn  at 
the  University  of  Illinois  or  any  other  approved  four-year  institution  at  least 
sixty  semester  hours  acceptable  toward  their  degree,  in  addition  to  meeting 
the  usual  residence  requirement  for  a  degree  from  the  University  of  Illinois. 
(See  Rule  13  on  junior  college  credit.) 

(11)  A  student  attending  as  a  visitor  only  is  not  considered  to  be  a  student  in 
residence. 

b.  Second  Bachelor's  Degree 

(1)  A  student  who  has  received  one  bachelor's  degree  may  receive  a  second 
bachelor's  degree  provided  all  specified  requirements  for  both  degrees  are 
fully  met,  and  provided  also  that  the  curriculum  offered  for  the  second  de- 
gree includes  at  least  thirty  semester  hours  not  counted  for  the  first  degree. 

(2)  The  second  bachelor's  degree  may  be  earned  either  concurrently  with  or 
subsequent  to  the  first  degree. 

(3)  Candidates  for  a  second  bachelor's  degree  from  the  University  of  Illinois 
must  meet  the  same  residence  requirement  as  for  the  first  degree.  If  any  of 
the  first  three  years  of  credit  has  been  transferred  from  another  institution, 
the  student  must  spend  the  last  year  (two  semesters,  or  the  equivalent) 
earning  a  minimum  of  thirty  semester  hours  in  uninterrupted  residence  on 
the  Urbana-Champaign  campus. 

(4)  Only  those  courses  which  are  acceptable  toward  the  degree  sought  may  be 
counted  in  satisfying  the  above  minimum  requirements.  This  includes  the 
thirty  additional  hours  required  for  the  second  degree. 

49.  Residence  Requirement  for  Degree  of  Juris  Doctor  (J.D.) 

In  addition  to  specific  course  and  scholastic  average  requirements,  each  candidate 
for  the  degree  of  Juris  Doctor  (J.D.)  from  the  University  of  Illinois  at  Urbana- 
Champaign  must  study  law  in  residence  at  an  approved  law  school  for  a  minimum 
period  equal  to  ninety  full  weeks. 

50.  Minimum  Scholarship  Requirements  for  the  Bachelor's  Degree 

a.  All  candidates  for  a  degree  must  have  at  least  a  3.0  (G)  average  on  all  Univer- 
sity of  Illinois  credits  counted  for  graduation  requirements  and  at  least  a  3.0 
average  on  the  combined  transfer  and  University  of  Illinois  credits  counted  for 
graduation  requirements.  Certain  colleges  have  established  higher  scholastic 
graduation  requirements  for  specific  curricula.  (Grades  in  courses  taken  at  the 
other  campuses  of  the  University  are  counted  as  transferred.) 
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b.  Where  a  course  has  been  repeated,  both  the  original  and  subsequent  grades  are 
included  in  the  average  if  the  course  is  acceptable  toward  graduation,  but  the 
credit  is  counted  only  once.  An  original  failing  grade  is  not  removed  from  the 
student's  record  for  a  course  subsequently  passed  by  special  examination.  (See 
Rule  24  on  repeated  courses.) 

c.  A  student  at  the  Urbana-Champaign  campus  who  does  not  meet  the  require- 
ments stated  above  may  graduate  if  he  has  the  minimum  grade-point  average 
calculated  by  either  of  the  following  alternate  methods : 

(1)  Exclude  courses  in  which  grades  of  D  or  E  have  been  recorded  not  to  ex- 
ceed a  total  of  ten  semester  hours  completed  prior  to  the  last  thirty  hours 
of  work  completed  at  the  University  of  Illinois,  Urbana-Champaign  cam- 
pus, and  counted  for  graduation  requirements,  or 

(2)  A  grade  average  of  no  less  than  3.1  for  the  last  sixty  semester  hours  of 
work  counted  for  graduation  requirements  and  completed  at  the  University 
of  Illinois,  Urbana-Champaign  campus,  except  in  those  curricula  where  a 
higher  scholastic  graduation  requirement  is  specified. 

d.  Each  college  office,  on  request,  informs  the  student  regarding  the  scholarship 
regulations  of  that  college. 

51.  English  Requirement  for  Graduation  —  Undergraduate  Students 

a.  Satisfactory  proficiency  in  the  use  of  English  is  a  requirement  for  all  undergrad- 
uate degrees  awarded  by  the  Urbana-Champaign  campus  of  the  University.  In 
order  to  assure  such  proficiency,  each  undergraduate  student  must  earn  credit  in 
a  one-semester,  four-hour  course  of  either  Rhetoric  105  or  Rhetoric  108.  By 
selecting  Speech  111  and  112,  students  may  satisfy  both  the  English  and  Speech 
101  requirement  for  a  particular  college.  Credit  earned  in  Rhetoric  101  or 
Speech  111  or  other  equivalent  courses  prior  to  September  1972  satisfies  the 
English  requirement. 

b.  Students  may  satisfy  the  English  requirement  for  graduation  through  successful 
performance  on  the  Rhetoric  Placement  and  Proficiency  Examination.  This 
examination  is  offered  to  all  new  students  at  various  times  in  the  spring  and 
summer  during  the  period  of  the  pre-college  programs  and  during  the  New  Stu- 
dent Program  just  prior  to  opening  of  the  fall  and  spring  semesters.  By  arrange- 
ment with  the  Department  of  English,  other  students  also  may  take  this  exami- 
nation. 

c.  English  Requirement  for  Domestic  Transfer  Students 

Persons  who  enter  the  Urbana-Champaign  campus  of  the  University  from  an- 
other collegiate  institution  with  less  than  three  semester  hours  of  credit  in 
freshman  rhetoric  or  composition  must  earn  credit  in  either  Rhetoric  105  or  108. 
If  the  academic  credentials  of  a  transfer  student  do  not  conclusively  indicate 
fulfillment  of  the  rhetoric  requirement  at  another  collegiate  institution,  he  may 
be  administered  the  Rhetoric  Placement  and  Proficiency  Examination. 

d.  English  Requirement  for  Foreign  Students 

( 1 )  Foreign  students  for  whom  English  is  a  native  language,  American  students 
of  foreign  or  foreign  language  background,  displaced  persons,  and  other 
immigrant  students  who  have  permanent  visas  and  who  plan  to  remain  in 
this  country  follow  the  same  English  programs  as  native  students.  They  may 
take  courses  offered  in  the  English  for  Foreign  Students  Program  only  upon 
the  recommendation  of  the  Chairman  of  Freshman  Rhetoric  and  only  on 
a  remedial  basis  preparatory  to  enrollment  in  Rhetoric  105  or  108  (Speech 
111  and  112  in  some  colleges). 

(2)  The  Office  of  Admissions  and  Records  is  authorized  to  determine  which 
students  shall  be  classified  as  "foreign"  according  to  the  following  definition: 
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A  person  who  is  a  citizen  or  permanent  resident  of  a  country  or  political 
area  other  than  the  United  States  and  has  a  residence  outside  the  United 
States  to  which  he  expects  to  return  and  either  is,  or  proposes  to  be,  a 
temporary  alien  in  the  United  States  for  educational  purposes  is  classified 
as  a  foreign  student. 

(3)  The  English  requirement  for  graduation  for  all  undergraduate  students 
classified  as  "foreign"  according  to  the  above  definition  who  do  not  have  a 
degree  from  a  college  or  university  where  the  native  language  is  English 
and  where  all  instruction  is  in  English,  is  determined  on  the  basis  of  ad- 
mission and  placement  tests.  These  tests  include  the  following: 

(a)  The  Test  of  English  as  a  Foreign  Language  (TOEFL),  administered 
by  the  Princeton  Testing  and  Advising  Center,  Princeton,  New  Jersey. 
A  satisfactory  score  on  this  test  must  be  received  by  the  University 
before  the  student  may  receive  a  permit  to  enter  the  University.  (In 
cases  where  TOEFL  testing  dates  are  not  available  prior  to  the  de- 
sired term  of  entry,  the  test  given  by  the  English  Language  Institute, 
Testing  and  Certification  Division,  Ann  Arbor,  Michigan,  may  be 
substituted.) 

(b)  A  combination  oral  and  written  proficiency  and  placement  test  given 
to  those  foreign  students  whose  performance  on  the  English  entrance 
test  satisfied  admission  requirements  but  indicated  further  study  of 
English  is  necessary  for  successful  college  study.  The  results  of  this 
test  determine  whether  (1)  the  student  is  to  be  exempt  from  one  or 
both  of  the  courses  usually  required  of  foreign  students  (English  as  a 
Second  Language  114  and  115)  or  (2)  he  must  be  assigned  to  one  or 
more  of  the  noncredit  remedial  courses  which  precede  registration  in 
the  required  courses. 

(4)  A  passing  grade  in  English  as  a  Second  Language  114  and  115,  or  equiva- 
lent, satisfies  the  graduation  requirement  for  foreign  students.  Those  foreign 
students  whose  deficiency  in  command  of  English  is  such  that  they  are 
placed  in  the  noncredit  courses  English  as  a  Second  Language  109,  110,  or 
111,  are  not  allowed  to  register  for  a  full  academic  program  in  other  fields. 
Bilingual  foreign  students  who  speak  English  and  who  prefer  to  take 
Rhetoric  105  or  108  are  permitted  to  enroll  in  those  courses  if  their  achieve- 
ment on  the  placement  test  indicates  they  are  capable  of  doing  the  work. 

(5)  Transfer  students  from  abroad  whose  native  language  is  not  English  and 
who  enter  with  fewer  than  4.6  semester  hours  of  credit  in  freshman  rhetoric 
must  take  the  placement  test  for  foreign  students.  Their  accomplishment 
on  the  placement  test  determines  what  additional  rhetoric  they  are  re- 
quired to  take. 

52.  Credit  for  Physical  Education  —  Undergraduate  Students 

Credit  earned  in  physical  education  courses  may  be  included  in  the  scholastic  aver- 
age at  the  discretion  of  the  individual  colleges  and  may,  at  the  discretion  of  the  in- 
dividual colleges,  be  included  in  the  total  hours  required  for  graduation.  (See  Rule 
50  on  graduation  requirements.) 

53.  Religious  Education  Credit—  Undergraduate  Students 

a.  A  maximum  of  ten  semester  hours  of  credit  in  religious  education  may,  with  the 
approval  of  the  dean  of  the  college  concerned,  be  counted  toward  graduation. 

b.  Credit  in  courses  of  study  offered  by  the  religious  foundations  located  in  Urbana- 
Champaign  which  have  been  approved  by  the  College  of  Liberal  Arts  and  Sci- 
ences Committee  on  Courses  and  Curricula  is  accepted  by  the  University.  Grades 
in  these  courses  are  not  included  in  the  student's  all-University  scholastic  aver- 
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age,  and  the  courses  are  not  counted  as  interrupting  residence  or  toward  satis- 
fying minimum  residence  requirements  for  graduation.  (See  Rules  36c  on  com- 
putation of  scholastic  averages  and  48  on  minimum  residence  requirement.) 
c.  Registration  in  courses  of  study  offered  by  the  religious  foundations  located  in 
Urbana-Champaign  is  limited  to  students  of  sophomore  standing  or  above  who 
are  currently  registered  in  University  courses  and  who  must  be  approved  in  ad- 
vance by  the  dean  of  the  student's  college. 

54.  Foreign  Language  Credit  —  Undergraduate  Students 

Except  as  prohibited  or  limited  by  the  established  policy  of  the  student's  college, 
credit  in  University  foreign  language  courses  taken  to  remove  high  school  entrance 
deficiencies  may,  at  the  discretion  of  the  college : 

a.  Be  counted  in  the  total  hours  required  for  graduation. 

b.  Be  accepted  in  partial  or  complete  satisfaction  of  the  foreign  language  require- 
ment for  the  degree. 

55.  Clearance  from  the  University  —  All  Students 

a.  All  students,  upon  completion  of  the  requirements  for  a  degree,  must  file  a 
clearance  paper  with  the  Records  Section  of  the  Office  of  Admissions  and 
Records. 

b.  The  clearance  procedures  are  as  follows: 

(1)  Obtain  a  clearance  paper  from  the  office  of  the  dean  of  the  college  con- 
cerned. 

(2)  Obtain  on  the  clearance  paper  the  signatures  of  the  University  officers  as 
indicated  by  the  dean. 

(3)  Return  the  clearance  paper  to  the  dean  for  approval. 

(4)  Deposit  the  clearance  paper  at  the  Records  Sections  of  the  Office  of  Admis- 
sions and  Records,  69  Administration  Building. 

ACADEMIC  HONORS 

56.  Recognition  for  Superior  Academic  Achievement  —  Undergraduate  Students 

Recognition  for  superior  academic  achievement  by  undergraduate  students  is  given 
by  the  University  and  by  the  student's  college  and  department. 

a,  Edmund  J.  James  Scholar.  Successful  performance  for  one  year  as  an  Edmund 
J.  James  Scholar  is  recognized  by  the  University  Honors  Council,  Urbana- 
Champaign,  and  is  recorded  on  the  student's  official  University  record  as 
"Edmund  J.  James  Scholar  (year)." 

b.  The  Dean's  List 

( 1 )  The  name  of  every  eligible  undergraduate  student  who  has  achieved  a  grade 
average  of  4.0  or  higher  for  a  given  semester  is  placed  on  a  list  prepared 
for  the  dean  of  his  college.  This  list  is  publicized  within  the  University  and 
is  sent  to  the  Office  of  Public  Information  for  distribution  to  news  agencies 
throughout  the  state.  Names  of  James  Scholars  are  preceded  by  an 
ampersand  (&). 

(2)  To  be  eligible  for  Dean's  List  recognition,  a  student  must  complete  success- 
fully fourteen  academic  hours  excluding  credits  earned  through  proficiency 
examinations,  and  credits  earned  through  Advanced  Placement  tests.  Course 
work  taken  on  a  Pass-Fail  or  S/U  basis  will  be  counted  toward  the  fourteen 
hours  required  only  if  a  passing  grade  is  received.  Courses  for  which  grades 
are  officially  excused  or  deferred  may  be  included  in  the  fourteen  minimum 
hours. 
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c.  University  Honors:  The  Bronze  Tablet 

Sustained  academic  achievement  is  recognized  by  inscribing  the  student's  name 
on  the  Bronze  Tablet  which  hangs  on  a  wall  of  the  main  library.  To  be  eligible, 
an  undergraduate  student  must: 

( 1 )  Have  at  least  a  4.5  cumulative  average  for  all  work  taken  at  the  University 
through  the  semester  prior  to  his  graduation. 

(2)  Rank,  on  the  basis  of  his  cumulative  average,  in  the  top  3  percent  of  the 
students  in  his  college  who  will  graduate  when  he  does. 

If  the  student  is  a  transfer,  he  must: 

(1)  Have  earned  forty  or  more  semester  hours  at  the  University  of  Illinois 
prior  to  the  semester  of  his  graduation. 

(2)  Have  a  University  of  Illinois  cumulative  average  and  a  total  cumulative 
average  as  high  as  the  lowest  one  listed  for  eligible  students  in  his  college 
who  have  completed  all  of  their  work  at  the  University  of  Illinois. 

57.  Graduation  with  Honors 

A.  UNDERGRADUATE  STUDENTS 

Each  college,  with  the  approval  of  the  Urbana-Ghampaign  Faculty  Senate  and 
the  Board  of  Trustees,  prescribes  the  conditions  under  which  candidates  for  its 
degrees  may  be  recommended  for  graduation  with  honors.  These  distinctions 
are  noted  on  the  student's  baccalaureate  diploma,  on  his  permanent  University 
record,  on  official  transcripts  of  his  credits,  and  in  the  Commencement  program. 

B.  LAW  STUDENTS 

A  student  who  has  complied  with  the  requirements  for  the  degree  of  Juris 
Doctor  and  who  has  attained  in  all  work  done  in  courses  offered  in  the  College 
of  Law  and  presented  for  the  degree  the  average  grade  specified  below,  may  be 
recommended  by  the  University  Senate  for  honors  as  follows:  for  an  average 
grade  of  not  less  than  4.35,  graduation  with  Honors;  for  an  average  grade  of 
not  less  than  4.75,  graduation  with  High  Honors.  The  honors  conferred  are 
noted  upon  the  diploma  and  the  commencement  program. 

LIVING  QUARTERS  OF  STUDENTS 

58.  Living  Quarters  of  Students 

A.  ALL  STUDENTS 

Each  registered  student  is  responsible  for  maintaining  in  the  Office  of  Admis- 
sions and  Records  the  current  addresses  of  his  local  residence  and  permanent 
home  (or  permanent  mailing  address)  and  the  address  of  his  parent (s), 
guardian,  or  spouse.  All  changes  should  be  reported  immediately. 

B.  UNDERGRADUATE  STUDENTS 

All  single  undergraduate  students  must  reside  in  approved  housing  for  the  en- 
tire academic  year  unless: 

1.  they  are  exempt  by  provisions  of  Chapter  V,  "Certified  (Approved)  Single 
Student  Housing,"  Section  l.b,  or 

2.  they  are  twenty-one  (21)  years  of  age  by  August  15  of  the  academic  year,  or 

3.  they  have  completed  the  required  semester  hours  by  August  15  of  the  aca- 
demic year.  (Consult  Housing  Division  for  current  required  semester  hours.) 
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CONDUCT  REGULATIONS 

59.   Bases  for  Discipline  at  Urbana-Champaign  —  All  Students 

a.  By  authority  of  the  Board  of  Trustees,  the  Urbana-Champaign  Senate  Com- 
mittee on  Student  Discipline  is  responsible  for  the  administration  of  student 
discipline  for  acts  involving  the  violation  of  campus  or  University  regulations. 
These  regulations  are  formulated  by  a  variety  of  sources,  including,  but  not 
limited  to,  the  Conference  on  Conduct  Governance,  the  Senate,  the  Chancellor, 
the  President,  and  the  Board  of  Trustees. 

b.  It  is  in  the  best  interest  of  the  University  of  Illinois  and  all  persons  who  are 
students  or  who  may  desire  to  become  students  at  the  Urbana-Champaign 
campus  that  the  bases  for  discipline  at  that  campus  be  clearly  defined.  The 
University  discipline  system  recognizes  that  not  all  violations  of  local,  state, 
and  federal  law  affect  the  interests  of  the  University  community  and  the 
discipline  system  accepts  jurisdiction  only  in  those  instances  in  which  the 
University  community's  interest  is  substantially  affected.  The  University  disci- 
pline system  may  take  action  only  upon  the  following  bases : 

(1)  Students  Currently  Enrolled 

(a)  Academic  violations 

(b)  Violations  of  University  vehicle  or  bicycle  regulations 

(c)  Appeals  and  referrals  from  student  judiciaries  arising  from  violations 
of  regulations 

(d)  All  actions  which  occur  on  University  premises  or  property  and  which 
result  in  the  violation  of  local,  state,  or  federal  law  or  Board  of 
Trustees'  action  or  any  University  rule  of  conduct 

(e)  All  actions  which  violate  any  of  the  laws  or  regulations  cited  in  (d) 
above  and  which  substantially  affect  the  University  community's  in- 
terest, even  though  such  actions  do  not  occur  on  University  premises 
or  property 

(f)  All  cases  referred  to  the  discipline  system  following  summary  suspen- 
sion by  the  Chancellor 

(2)  Student  Organizations 

The  actions  of  a  student  organization  in  University-approved  activities  or 
University-sponsored  activities  which  are  in  violation  of  University  regula- 
tions for  organizations  may  result  in  disciplinary  action  against  that 
organization. 

(3)  Applicants  for  Admission  and  Readmission 

The  University  reserves  the  right  to  deny  admission  or  readmission  to  any 
person  because  of  previous  misconduct  which  may  substantially  affect  the 
interest  of  the  University,  or  to  admit  or  readmit  such  a  person  on  an  ap- 
propriate disciplinary  status.  The  admission  or  readmission  of  such  a  per- 
son will  not  be  approved  or  denied  until  his  case  has  been  heard  by  the 
appropriate  disciplinary  committee.  (This  applies  to  a  person  not  now 
enrolled  in  the  University  who  might  apply  for  admission  or  readmission, 
or  to  a  person  who  has  pre-enrolled  whether  or  not  he  has  paid  his  de- 
posit.) A  favorable  action  of  the  appropriate  disciplinary  committee  does 
not  abrogate  the  right  of  any  dean  or  director  to  deny  admission  or  read- 
mission  on  the  basis  of  scholarship. 

c.  At  any  point  prior  to  the  conferral  of  the  degree,  the  Senate  Committee  on  Stu- 
dent Discipline  has  the  right  to  withhold  privileges  of  the  academic  community, 
including  the  conferral  of  the  degree  itself.  In  instances  where  dismissal  is  a 
possibility  for  disciplinary  infractions,  the  conferral  of  the  degree  is  withheld 
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until  the  disciplinary  action  has  been  resolved.  (See  Rules  26 A  on  withdrawing 
from  the  University  and  41c  on  transcripts.) 

60.  Dismissed  Students  —  All  Students 

Students  dismissed  from  the  University  for  disciplinary  reasons  may  be  excluded 
from  University  classes,  activities,  facilities,  buildings,  and/or  premises  by  the 
appropriate  disciplinary  authority.  The  same  exclusions  may  be  applied  by  the 
Chancellor  in  exercising  his  power  to  suspend  students. 

61.  Rules  of  Conduct  Applicable  to  All  Students  Concerning  Disruptive  and  Coer- 
cive Action:  Statement  of  the  Board  of  Trustees  (adopted  8/12/70;  amended 
9/16/70  and  2/16/72) 

In  light  of  the  University's  experience  in  the  area  of  student  conduct  and  discipline 
over  the  past  two  years  it  appears  desirable  to  clarify  and  restate  certain  guiding 
principles.  The  Trustees  take  this  occasion  to  reaffirm  their  September  18,  1968, 
statement: 

"In  view  of  previous  actions  of  the  Trustees  and  the  University  administration, 
there  can  be  no  uncertainty,  within  the  University  community  or  outside  of  it, 
that  the  Board  of  Trustees  considers  acts  of  violence,  disruption,  and  interference 
with  the  rights  of  others  to  be  wholly  antagonistic  to  the  spirit  and  purpose  of  the 
University  of  Illinois.  Such  actions  constitute  unacceptable  behavior  on  the  part  of 
any  University  student  or  member  of  the  faculty  and  staff.  It  is  equally  true  that 
the  principle  of  due  process  and  the  maintenance  of  procedures  guaranteeing 
equitable  treatment  for  all  who  are  charged  with  such  behavior  are  constitutional 
precepts  by  which  this  University  must  continue  to  be  operated. 
"The  Trustees  do  not  expect  on  the  one  hand  that  illegal  acts  will  be  tolerated; 
neither  on  the  other  hand  do  they  expect  that  those  who  are  accused  of  such  acts 
will  receive  capricious  judgment." 

The  Trustees  call  upon  all  members  of  the  academic  community  to  join  with  them 
in  a  concerted  effort  to  preserve  the  University  from  those  who  are  committed  to 
or  are  willing  to  participate  in  its  disruption.  At  its  January  15,  1969,  meeting, 
the  Board  approved  the  following  statement,  previously  adopted  by  the  Urbana- 
Champaign  Senate  Committee  on  Student  Discipline:  "When,  through  the  dis- 
ciplinary process,  a  student  is  found  to  have  knowingly  engaged  in  a  disruptive 
or  coercive  action,  including  knowing  participation  in  a  disruptive  or  coercive 
demonstration,  the  penalty  will  be  dismissal  or,  upon  a  finding  that  substantial 
mitigating  circumstances  exist,  suspended  dismissal.  A  demonstration  is  disruptive 
or  coercive  if  it  substantially  impedes  University  operations,  substantially  interferes 
with  the  rights  of  others,  or  takes  place  on  premises  or  at  times  where  students  are 
not  authorized  to  be.  There  is  no  requirement  that  University  authorities  spe- 
cifically order  students  to  cease  participation  in  a  disruptive  or  coercive  demon- 
stration." 

To  provide  further  clarification  of  the  University's  expectations  from  its  students, 
and  to  further  define  conduct  which  the  Trustees  view  as  constituting  the  "dis- 
ruptive or  coercive  action"  described  in  the  January  1969  statement,  the  follow- 
ing interpretations,  to  be  designated  as  "Rules  of  Conduct  Applicable  to  All  Stu- 
dents Concerning  Disruptive  or  Coercive  Action,"  are  effective  immediately: 
A  student  enrolling  in  the  University  of  Illinois  assumes  an  obligation  to  conduct 
himself  in  a  manner  compatible  with  the  University's  function  as  an  educational 
institution  and  suitable  to  a  member  of  an  academic  community.  Conduct  for 
which  students  are  subject  to  discipline  or  expulsion  includes,  without  limitation, 
knowingly  engaging  in  a  disruptive  or  coercive  action.  Disruptive  or  coercive  action 
includes  the  following: 

(1)   Participation  in  a  disruptive  or  coercive  demonstration.  A  demonstration  is 
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disruptive  or  coercive  if  it  substantially  impedes  University  operations,  or  sub- 
stantially interferes  with  the  rights  of  others,  or  takes  place  on  premises  or 
at  times  where  students  are  not  authorized  to  be.  There  is  no  requirement 
that  University  authorities  order  students  to  cease  participation  in  a  disruptive 
or  coercive  demonstration. 

(2)  The  use  of  force  or  violence,  actual  or  threatened,  to  wilfully  deny,  impede, 
obstruct,  impair  or  interfere  with 

(a)  The  freedom  of  movement  of  any  member  or  guest  of  the  University  on 
property  or  facilities  owned  or  controlled  by  the  University;  or 

(b)  The  use  of  the  property  or  facilities  owned  or  controlled  by  the  Univer- 
sity; or 

(c)  Ingress  or  egress  to  the  property  or  facilities  owned  or  controlled  by  the 
University;  or 

(d)  The  performance  of  institutional  duties  by  a  member  of  the  University. 
The  use  of  force  or  violence,  actual  or  threatened,  to  knowingly  occupy  or 
remain  in  or  at  any  property  or  facility  owned  or  controlled  by  the  University 
after  receiving  due  notice  to  depart. 

(3)  Unauthorized  entry  to  or  use  of  property  or  facilities  owned  or  controlled  by 
the  University. 

(4)  Physical  abuse  of  any  person  on  or  at  property  or  facilities  owned  or  con- 
trolled by  the  University  or  in  the  course  of  a  University  activity. 

(5)  Conduct  which  threatens  or  endangers  the  health  or  safety  of  any  person,  or 
creates  in  such  person  a  reasonable  fear  that  actual  abuse  is  likely  to  follow. 

(6)  Theft  or  defacement  of  or  damage  to  property  or  facilities  owned  or  con- 
trolled by  the  University,  or  by  a  member  or  guest  of  the  University. 

(7)  Failure  to  comply  with  directions  of  a  member  or  agent  of  the  University 
acting  in  the  performance  of  his  duty  in  connection  with  a  potential  or  actual 
disorder. 

(8)  Any  conduct  which  substantially  threatens  or  interferes  with  the  maintenance 
of  appropriate  order  and  discipline  in  the  operation  of  the  University,  or 
any  conduct  on  University  property  or  in  connection  with  a  University  activity 
which  invades  the  rights  of  others.  Without  excluding  other  situations,  ex- 
amples include  shouting,  noise-making,  obstruction  and  other  disruptive 
actions  designed  or  intended  to  interfere  with  or  prevent  meetings,  assemblies, 
classes  or  other  scheduled  or  routine  University  operations  or  activities. 

(9)  Inciting,  aiding  or  encouraging  others  to  engage  in  a  disruptive  or  coercive 
action. 

When,  through  the  disciplinary  process,  a  student  is  found  to  have  knowingly 
engaged  in  a  disruptive  or  coercive  action,  as  above  denned,  the  penalty  will  be 
dismissal  or,  upon  a  finding  that  substantial  mitigating  circumstances  exist, 
suspended  dismissal  or  other  sanctions  deemed  just  and  appropriate.  The  Chan- 
cellors, in  consultation  with  the  President,  are  expected  to  institute  and  implement 
the  necessary  procedures  for  referral  of  appropriate  cases  to  the  disciplinary 
processes. 

The  Trustees  also  reaffirm  their  expectations  that  the  Chancellors  of  the  individual 
campus,  in  consultation  with  the  President,  will  place  into  effect  other  regulations, 
procedures,  or  measures  deemed  necessary  or  appropriate  to  meet  an  emergency, 
to  safeguard  persons  and  property,  and  to  maintain  educational  activities.  Exam- 
ples of  emergency  measures  include  the  imposition  of  curfew  or  other  crowd  con- 
trol measures,  and  the  imposition  of  interim  suspension  upon  any  student  where 
there  is  reasonable  cause  to  believe  he  has  engaged  in  any  disruptive  or  coercive  act. 
Those  placed  on  interim  suspension  shall  be  given  prompt  notice  of  charges  and 
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the  opportunity  of  a  prompt  hearing.  It  is  expected  that  disciplinary  procedures 
shall  be  invoked  for  violation  of  University  or  campus  regulations,  whether  or  not 
such  violations  are  also  violations  of  law,  and  whether  or  not  proceedings  are  or 
have  been  pending  in  the  courts  involving  the  same  acts. 

62.  Falsification  of  University  Documents  — —  All  Students 

a.  Any  student  who,  for  purposes  of  fraud  or  misrepresentation,  falsifies,  defaces, 
alters,  or  mutilates  in  any  manner  any  official  document  of  the  University  may 
be  subject  to  discipline.  Some  examples  of  official  documents  are  identification 
cards,  program  cards,  change  slips,  receipts,  transcripts  of  credits,  library  docu- 
ments, etc. 

b.  Any  student  who  knowingly  withholds  information  or  gives  false  information  on 
an  application  for  admission  or  readmission  may  become  ineligible  for  admission 
to  the  University  or  may  be  subject  to  discipline. 

63.  Identification  Cards  —  All  Students 

a.  Each  new  student  is  issued  an  orange  plastic  data  card  which  is  validated  for 
every  subsequent  term  in  which  he  registers.  This  data  card  must  be  retained 
by  the  student  while  he  is  registered  at  the  University.  Each  student  also  re- 
ceives a  current  photo  ID  card  following  completion  of  his  registration.  These 
two  ID  cards  are  issued  by  the  Office  of  Admissions  and  Records,  and  remain 
the  property  of  the  University.  Any  student  who  alters  or  intentionally  mutilates 
a  University  identification  card  or  who  uses  the  identification  card  of  another 
or  allows  his  identification  card  to  be  used  by  another  may  be  subject  to  disci- 
pline. (See  Rule  62  on  falsification.) 

b.  A  charge  of  $1,  payable  at  the  ID  Center,  Admissions  and  Records  Office, 
410  Metallurgy  and  Mining  Building,  is  made  for  replacement  of  each  lost  or 
mutilated  photo  ID  card  or  orange  plastic  data  card.  This  charge  is  waived 
upon  receipt  of  written  authorization  of  the  Dean  of  Student  Personnel  in  cases 
such  as  loss  by  theft,  robbery,  assault,  or  fire. 

64.  Academic  Irregularities  —  Undergraduate  Students 

The  Urbana-Champaign  Senate  Committee  on  Student  Discipline,  with  the  ap- 
proval of  the  Urbana-Champaign  Senate,  has  established  the  following  regulations 
governing  cases  of  academic  irregularity  of  undergraduate  students  enrolled  in  the 
colleges  at  Urbana-Champaign. 

a.  Cases  of  academic  irregularity  shall  be  handled  by  the  respective  schools  and  col- 
leges, except  that  cases  recommended  for  suspension  or  dismissal  from  the  Uni- 
versity shall  be  referred  to  the  Subcommittee  on  Undergraduate  Student  Conduct. 

b.  Students  have  the  responsibility  for  conducting  themselves  in  such  a  manner 
as  to  avoid  any  suspicion  that  they  are  improperly  giving  or  receiving  aid  on 
any  assignment  or  examination.  If  they  fail  to  so  conduct  themselves,  instruc- 
tors are  authorized  to  refuse  to  grade  such  a  paper  or  examination  and  record 
it  as  an  E. 

c.  An  instructor,  on  becoming  cognizant  of  an  academic  irregularity  which  he 
deems  sufficiently  serious  to  warrant  dropping  a  student  from  his  class  with  a 
grade  of  E,  or  dropping  him  with  a  grade  of  E  and  recommending  his  suspen- 
sion or  dismissal  from  the  University,  shall,  in  the  manner  approved  by  the 
instructor's  college,  notify  the  executive  officer  of  his  department  and  submit 
to  him  such  evidence  as  he  has  gathered.  The  executive  officer,  in  consultation 
with  the  instructor,  shall  decide  which  if  any  action  to  recommend  to  the  dean 
of  the  college  in  which  the  department  is  located. 

d.  The  dean  shall  notify  the  student  that  he  has  a  right  to  a  hearing,  but  that 
within  ten  days  he  must  notify  the  dean  in  writing  that  he  desires  such  a  hearing. 
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e.  If  the  student  does  not  so  notify  the  dean,  the  college  shall,  after  ten  days,  send 
to  the  Administrative  Data  Processing  Office  a  change  slip  recording  a  grade  of 
E  for  the  course.  After  processing,  that  office  shall  forward  the  change  slip  to 
the  Records  Section  of  the  Office  of  Admissions  and  Records. 

f.  The  Recorder  will  record  the  E  grade  on  the  student's  permanent  University 
record.  If  the  decision  was  also  made  to  recommend  suspension  or  dismissal  the 
dean  shall  also  forward  to  the  University  Subcommittee  on  Undergraduate  Stu- 
dent Conduct  at  this  time  a  recommendation  that  the  student  be  suspended  or 
dismissed  from  the  University. 

g.  If  the  student  denies  the  irregularity  and  requests  a  hearing,  the  dean  shall  ap- 
point an  ad  hoc  faculty  committee,  one  member  of  which  will  be  the  dean  (or 
his  representative)  of  the  student's  college,  that  will  review  the  evidence  and 
permit  the  student  to  appear  in  his  own  defense. 

h.  If  the  ad  hoc  committee  concurs  in  the  judgment  of  the  executive  officer  of  the 
department,  it  shall  so  advise  the  dean  who  shall  then  notify  the  Record  Section 
as  provided  in  Paragraph  e  above.  The  decision  to  drop  a  student  from  a  course 
with  a  grade  of  E  is  not  subject  to  review  by  the  University  Subcommittee  on 
Undergraduate  Student  Conduct. 

i.  If  the  ad  hoc  committee  concludes  that  the  facts  do  not  sustain  the  charge  of 
an  academic  irregularity,  it  shall  so  advise  the  dean.  He  shall  then  notify  the 
executive  officer  of  the  department  and  at  the  student's  discretion  he  shall  either 
be  reinstated  in  the  course  and  be  given  whatever  grade  he  is  entitled  to  without 
regard  to  the  charge  of  an  academic  irregularity  or  withdraw  from  the  course 
with  a  grade  of  W. 

j.  If  the  committee  concurs  in  the  recommendations  for  suspension  or  dismissal, 
it  shall  so  advise  the  dean  who  shall  then  forward  the  recommendation  to  the 
University  Subcommittee  on  Undergraduate  Student  Conduct  for  its  action. 

k.  The  student  may  be  heard  by  the  Subcommittee  on  Undergraduate  Student  Con- 
duct under  such  rules  as  it  may  promulgate,  but  the  decision  of  the  college  on 
the  facts  of  the  irregularity  shall  be  final,  the  sole  question  before  the  Subcom- 
mittee on  Undergraduate  Student  Conduct  to  be  only  whether  the  irregularity 
in  question  is  of  such  a  nature  as  to  warrant  suspension  or  dismissal  from  the 
University. 

1.  Academic  irregularities  occurring  outside  the  classroom  shall  be  referred  to  the 
dean  of  the  college  in  which  the  student  has  been  admitted  or  is  enrolled  for  a 
hearing  and  appropriate  action  in  accordance  with  the  regulations  cited  in  this 
section.  This  would  apply  to  irregularities  in  connection  with  proficiency  and 
placement  testing,  CLEP  examinations,  the  Graduate  Record  Examination,  and 
similar  tests  and  examinations. 

m.  These  regulations  apply  only  to  irregularities  arising  in  connection  with  aca- 
demic work  and  do  not  preclude  other  actions  before  the  University  Subcom- 
mittee on  Undergraduate  Student  Conduct  initiated  by  other  constituted  Uni- 
versity agencies  which  may  refer  cases  of  academic  irregularity  to  the 
Subcommittee  on  Undergraduate  Student  Conduct. 

65.  Procedures  for  Review  of  Alleged  Capricious  Grading  —  All  Students 

a.  The  following  procedures  are  available  only  for  review  of  alleged  capricious 
grading,  and  not  for  review  of  the  judgment  of  an  instructor  in  assessing  the 
quality  of  a  student's  work.  Capricious  grading,  as  that  term  is  used  herein, 
constitutes  only  any  of  the  following:  (1)  the  assignment  of  a  grade  to  a  par- 
ticular student  on  some  basis  other  than  his  performance  in  the  course;  (2)  the 
assignment  of  a  grade  to  a  particular  student  by  resort  to  more  exacting  or  de- 
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manding  standards  than  were  applied  to  other  students  in  that  course;  (3)  the 
assignment  of  a  grade  by  a  substantial  departure  from  the  instructor's  previously 
announced  standards. 

b.  A  student  who  believes  his  semester  grade  in  a  course  is  improper  and  the  result 
of  capricious  grading  should  first  confer  promptly  with  the  instructor  of  the 
course  or,  if  the  instructor  is  unavailable,  with  the  head  of  the  department.  If 
the  student  and  his  instructor  are  unable  to  arrive  at  a  mutually  agreeable  solu- 
tion, the  student  may  file  an  appeal  within  one  month  after  the  start  of  the  next 
semester  to  an  elected  faculty  committee  of  the  department  which  offers  the 
course.  If  the  instructor  of  the  course  is  a  member  of  the  committee,  he  shall 
be  disqualified  from  the  consideration  of  that  appeal. 

c.  The  student  shall  file  his  appeal  by  submitting  to  the  committee  a  written  state- 
ment particularizing  the  basis  for  his  allegation  that  his  grade  was  improper  and 
the  result  of  capricious  grading,  and  presenting  any  supporting  evidence  he  may 
have.  The  appeal  shall  be  dismissed  if:  (1)  the  allegations,  if  true,  would  not 
constitute  capricious  grading;  (2)  the  appeal  was  not  timely;  or  (3)  the  student 
has  not  conferred  with  the  instructor  or,  if  the  instructor  is  unavailable,  with 
the  head  of  the  department. 

d.  If  the  appeal  is  not  dismissed,  the  committee  shall  submit  a  copy  of  the  student's 
written  statement  to  the  instructor  of  the  course  with  a  request  that  the  instruc- 
tor promptly  submit  a  written  response  thereto.  If,  upon  the  basis  of  these  papers, 
it  appears  that  the  dispute  may  be  attributable  to  inadequate  or  incomplete  com- 
munication between  the  parties,  the  committee  may  arrange  to  meet  with  the 
student  and  instructor  to  discuss  the  problem. 

e.  If  such  a  meeting  is  not  held  or,  if  held,  such  meeting  does  not  result  in  a  mu- 
tually agreeable  solution,  the  committee  shall  proceed  to  hold  a  fact-finding  ses- 
sion concerning  the  allegations  set  forth  in  the  appeal.  Both  the  student  and 
the  instructor  shall  be  entitled  to  be  present  throughout  this  session  and  to  pre- 
sent any  relevant  evidence,  including  testimony  by  other  persons.  The  student 
and  instructor  may  each  be  accompanied  by  a  person  to  assist  them  in  presenting 
evidence.  The  session  shall  not  be  open  to  the  public. 

f.  At  the  close  of  the  session,  the  committee  shall  deliberate  privately.  If  a  majority 
of  the  elected  committee,  or  a  majority  of  those  remaining  if  the  instructor  is 
disqualified  under  procedure  b  above,  shall  find  the  allegation  of  capricious  grad- 
ing to  be  supported  by  substantial  evidence,  the  committee  shall  proceed  to 
determine  the  most  appropriate  remedy.  The  committee  may  direct  the  instruc- 
tor to  grade  the  student's  work  anew  or  to  give  the  student  a  new  examination 
in  the  course,  or  may  take  such  other  action  as  will  bring  about  substantial 
justice  in  the  individual  case.  However,  except  in  the  most  extraordinary  cir- 
cumstances the  committee  should  not  award  the  student  a  new  grade  in  the 
course.  The  decision  of  the  committee  shall  be  final,  and  shall  be  reported  in 
writing  to  the  student,  instructor,  and  the  departmental  office. 

g.  The  committee  is  not  authorized  to  reprimand  or  otherwise  take  disciplinary 
action  against  the  instructor.  Evidence  put  before  the  committee  shall  be  admis- 
sible in  any  disciplinary  proceedings  which  may  thereafter  be  undertaken  against 
the  instructor,  but  the  disciplinary  body  shall  make  an  independent  determina- 
tion of  whether  that  evidence  and  any  other  information  before  that  body  con- 
stitutes sufficient  proof  of  the  conduct  charged. 

h.  None  of  the  established  procedures  available  to  the  instructor  to  raise  grievances 
before  the  Faculty  Advisory  Committee  or  alleged  violations  of  academic  free- 
dom before  the  Senate  Committee  on  Academic  Freedom  and  Tenure  shall  be 
abridged  or  affected  by  the  actions  of  the  committee. 
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66.  Class  Absences 

A.  ALL  STUDENTS 

1.  Glass  attendance  is  expected  of  all  students  at  the  University  of  Illinois, 
but  it  has  always  been  the  policy  of  the  University  to  respect  the  wishes 
of  students  who  observe  holidays  set  aside  by  their  chosen  religious  faith. 

2.  Class  absences  before  and  after  vacations  are  treated  like  any  other  absences 
during  the  semester. 

B.  UNDERGRADUATE  STUDENTS 

1.  The  instructor  decides  when  a  student's  absences  become  excessive  and 
should  be  reported. 

2.  No  absences  from  class  exercises  are  "excused"  but  must  be  explained  to  the 
instructor  and  supporting  evidence  provided  on  request.  In  case  of  un- 
avoidable absence  from  classes  because  of  illness,  death  in  family,  or  other 
emergency,  the  student  should  notify  the  Dean  of  Student  Personnel,  who 
will  in  turn  notify  the  student's  college  dean.  In  such  cases,  arrangements 
should  be  made  with  the  instructor  in  each  course  to  make  up  the  work 
missed.  (See  Rule  44.B  on  absence  from  a  final  examination.) 

3.  If,  in  the  opinion  of  the  instructor,  a  student  should  be  reminded  of  his 
attendance  requirements,  the  instructor  must  submit  a  report  of  the  irregular 
attendance  to  the  office  of  the  Dean  of  Student  Personnel  who  may  request 
explanation  of  absences  for  the  purpose  of  information.  These  reports  may  be 
submitted  on  a  weekly  rather  than  a  daily  basis. 

4.  If,  in  the  opinion  of  an  instructor,  the  attendance  of  a  student  becomes  so 
irregular  that  his  scholarship  is  likely  to  be  impaired,  the  instructor  reports 
the  case  to  the  dean  of  the  student's  college  through  the  Dean  of  Student 
Personnel.  Furthermore,  when  in  the  opinion  of  the  instructor  concerned, 
irregular  attendance  has  so  seriously  impaired  the  work  of  the  student  as  to 
make  continuation  unprofitable,  the  dean  of  the  college  concerned  may 
require  the  student  to  withdraw  from  the  course  with  a  grade  of  W  or  E. 
(See  Rules  23  on  change  in  study  program,  25  on  withdrawal  with  E  grade, 
and  26B  on  withdrawal  from  the  University.) 

5.  If  the  repeated  absence  from  classes  of  any  student  seems  to  the  dean  of  the 
college  in  which  the  student  is  enrolled  a  matter  requiring  discipline,  the 
case  may  be  reported  to  the  Subcommittee  on  Undergraduate  Student  Con- 
duct for  action. 

6.  Regularly  scheduled  classroom  or  laboratory  work  shall  have  precedence 
over  instructional  field  trips  at  all  times,  except  on  the  second  Saturday  of 
each  month. 

7.  General  regulations  touching  absences  from  class  exercises  by  groups  such  as 
athletic  teams,  musical  organizations,  and  the  like  are  determined  by  the 
Senate  and  are  enforced  in  the  particular  case  by  the  Subcommittee  on 
Undergraduate  Student  Conduct. 

67.  Labrssry  Regulations  —  AIS  Students 

The  Library  exists  primarily  to  circulate  books  to  the  faculty  and  student  body  of 
the   University.    The   privilege   of  drawing  books   for  use   outside   the   Library   is 
accorded  to  all  officers  of  instruction  and  administration,  to  all  registered  students, 
and  to  other  persons  accredited  by  the  Library, 
a.  Use  of  Library  Materials 

1.  Books  not  reserved  for  classes  may  be  borrowed  for  home  use  for  three  weeks, 

and  renewed  for  three  weeks  more  if  not  specifically  restricted  or  called  for. 

All  books  are  subject  to  recall  at  any  time  when  needed  for  University  work. 
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In  general,  reference  books,  books  reserved  for  classes,  periodical  volumes, 
and  certain  other  groups  of  books  are  to  be  consulted  in  the  reading  rooms 
only.  Reserve  books  usually  may  circulate  overnight,  but  they  must  be  re- 
turned the  following  morning  to  the  library  from  which  they  were  taken. 

2.  Any   student  who  steals  or  mutilates  Library  materials  may  be  subject  to 

University  discipline.  (See  Rule  62.  Falsification  of  University  Documents 
—  All  Students.) 

3.  A  staff  or  student  ID  card  serves  as  a  library  card  and  may  be  used  in  the 
University  libraries  of  all  three  campuses. 

b.  Fines 

1.  Books  which  are  not  returned  to  the  departmental  library  from  which  they 
were  borrowed  by  the  time  indicated  on  the  date  slip  are  subject  to  a  fine  of 
fifteen  cents  a  day. 

2.  The  date  slip  found  in  each  book  is  the  official  notice  of  the  time  when  it 
must  be  returned  to  the  library.  Overdue  notices  are  sent  as  a  courtesy  only, 
and  failure  to  receive  one  is  not  a  reason  for  cancellation  or  reduction  of 
fines. 

3.  Books  from  the  reference  and  periodical  sections,  as  well  as  some  special  col- 
lections, may  be  subject  to  different  fine  regulations.  Books  on  reserve  are 
subject  to  a  fine  of  fifty  cents  for  the  first  hour  and  twenty-five  cents  for 
each  additional  hour  if  kept  overdue.  Books  recalled  for  University  work 
must  be  returned  at  once  upon  receipt  of  notice.  If  they  are  not  returned 
within  two  days  after  notice  is  mailed,  the  student  is  subject  to  fine. 

4.  The  loss  of  a  book  should  be  reported  immediately  to  the  library  from  which 
it  was  borrowed.  A  lost  book  which  has  become  overdue  is  subject  to  fine 
until  personally  reported  lost.  If  the  book  can  not  be  recovered  by  the  bor- 
rower within  a  reasonable  length  of  time,  he  will  be  charged  the  cost  of 
replacing  the  volume  plus  a  processing  fee. 

c.  Collection  of  Library  Charges 

All  library  fines  and  charges  for  lost  books  are  forwarded  to  the  Bursar's  Di- 
vision, Business  Affairs  Office,  for  collection,  and  this  office  mails  a  statement 
to  the  student  at  the  end  of  the  month. 

68.  Picketing  —  All  Students 

The  right  of  peaceful  protest  is  recognized  within  the  University  community.  Law- 
ful picketing  and  other  forms  of  peaceful  protest  are  permitted  on  University 
premises  except  that  lawful  picketing  is  permitted  only  out-of-doors.  The  Uni- 
versity retains  the  right  to  assure  the  safety  of  individuals,  the  protection  of 
property,  and  the  continuity  of  the  educational  process. 
Specifically  pickets  shall  not: 

a.  Obstruct  vehicular  and  pedestrian  traffic. 

b.  Physically  obstruct  persons  from  entering  or  leaving  the  premises  being  picketed, 
nor  use  violence  or  threats  of  violence  to  prevent  them  from  doing  so. 

c.  Intentionally  disrupt  classes  or  any  University  process  through  noise  or  other 
means. 

d.  Knowingly  damage  any  University  property  or  premises. 

69.  Smoking 

A.  ALL  STUDENTS  AND  STAFF 

a.  Smoking  is  permitted  in  offices,  seminar  rooms,  lounges,  and  certain  toilets 
and  corridors  when  ash  trays  or  urns  are  present  to  receive  cigarette  butts 
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and  other  discarded  smoking  materials.  Discard  of  such  materials  on  the 
floors  or  in  wastebaskets  is  a  violation  of  smoking  regulations. 

(1)  Members  of  the  staff  who  wish  to  smoke  in  their  offices  must  provide 
their  own  ash  trays  and  must  not  discard  any  smoking  materials  in 
wastepaper  baskets  or  on  the  floors. 

(2)  By  means  of  a  letter  to  the  Chancellor,  deans  and  directors  may  re- 
quest that  these  regulations  be  modified  in  order  to  meet  special  con- 
ditions in  areas  under  their  control  and  in  order  to  carry  out  safety  pro- 
grams for  which  they  are  responsible. 

b.  Smoking  is  prohibited  at  all  times  in  classrooms,  lecture  rooms,  teaching 
laboratories,  theatres,  warehouses,  attics,  storage  areas,  museums,  elevators, 
library  reading  rooms  and  stacks,  gymnasiums,  shop  and  service  areas  where 
woodworking  is  in  process,  any  area  where  volatile  liquids  are  stored,  used, 
or  dispensed,  posted  areas,  and  any  other  areas  where  receptacles  for  discard- 
ing smoking  materials  are  not  available. 

c.  A  notice  entitled  "Smoking  Regulations  in  University  Buildings"  shall  be 
posted  in  all  University  buildings  in  the  interior  corridor  or  lobby  at  all 
entrances. 

d.  Receptacles  are  placed  in  corridors  and  in  other  designated  public  areas 
where  smoking  is  permitted. 

B.  UNDERGRADUATES 

Violations  of  the  above  regulations  may  be  reported  to  the  appropriate  disci- 
plinary committee. 

C.  GRADUATE  AND  PROFESSIONAL  STUDENTS 

Violations  by  students  enrolled  in  the  Graduate  College,  the  College  of 
Law,  and  the  College  of  Veterinary  Medicine  are  reported  to  the  Dean  of 
the  Graduate  College,  the  Dean  of  the  College  of  Law,  and  the  Dean  of  the 
College  of  Veterinary  Medicine,  respectively. 

D.  STAFF 

Staff  violations  are  reported  to  the  executive  officer  of  the  department  or 
division,  and  to  the  dean  or  director. 

70.  Use  of  Possession  of  Intoxicants  —  Undergraduate  Students 

a.  Any  undergraduate  student  organization  which  allows  or  tolerates  the  use  or 
possession  of  intoxicants  in  an  approved  undergraduate  housing  unit  or  at  an 
organizational  social  event  is  subject  to  suspension  or  revocation  of  its  charter 
upon  proof  of  a  violation;  any  individual  student  responsible  for  or  allowing 
such  a  violation  is  subject  to  dismissal. 

b.  Any  undergraduate  student  using  or  possessing  intoxicants  in  an  approved  un- 
dergraduate housing  unit  or  at  an  organizational  social  event  is  subject  to 
dismissal. 

71.  Narcotics,  Dangerous  Drugs,  and  Hallucinogenics  —  AiS  Students 

a.  The  illegal  possession,  use,  distribution,  or  manufacture  of  narcotics,  dangerous 
drugs,  or  hallucinogenic  substances  by  University  students  is  a  serious  matter 
that  raises  the  question  of  a  student's  fitness  to  continue  at  the  University  of 
Illinois. 

b.  Therefore,  University  disciplinary  action  my  be  initiated  for  any  of  the  follow- 
ing alleged  violations : 

(1)   Illegal  possession  or  use  of  narcotics,  dangerous  drugs,  or  hallucinogenic 
substances. 
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(2)  Illegal  distribution  or  sale  of  narcotics,  dangerous  drugs,  or  hallucinogenic 
substances. 

(3)  Illegal  making,  manufacturing,  or  processing  of  narcotics,  dangerous  drugs, 
or  hallucinogenic  substances. 

c.  The  Senate  Committee  on  Student  Discipline  recognizes  the  importance  and 
danger  to  the  student  of  any  violation  of  laws  on  narcotics  and  dangerous  drugs. 
It  emphasizes  the  grave  seriousness  of  those  violations  involving  manufacturing, 
processing,  distributing,  or  selling  narcotics,  dangerous  drugs,  or  hallucinogenic 
substances,  particularly  within  the  University  community,  and  expects  the  dis- 
ciplinary system  to  deal  with  these  violations  in  an  appropriately  serious  man- 
ner. It  also  recognizes  that,  although  use  or  possession  of  marihuana  or  hallu- 
cinogenic substances  is  a  violation  of  the  law,  such  a  violation  may  be  less 
serious  than  the  manufacturing,  processing,  distributing,  or  selling  of  marihuana 
or  hallucinogenic  substances,  and  the  Committee  expects  the  disciplinary  system 
to  deal  with  these  violations  also  in  an  appropriate  manner. 

72.   Possession  of  Weapons  —  All  Students 

a.  Definition 

(1)  Illinois  Revised  Statute,  Ch.  38,  s  21-6,  "Criminal  Code  1961,"  makes  it 
a  crime  to  possess  or  store  on  property  "supported  in  whole  or  in  part  with 
State  funds  or  Federal  funds  administered  or  granted  through  State  agen- 
cies" any  weapon  "without  prior  written  permission  from  the  Chief  Se- 
curity Officer  for  such  land  or  building."  Under  this  Statute,  weapon  is 
defined  as  including  "pistol,  revolver,  rifle,  spring  gun,  shotgun,  or  any 
other  firearms,  bludgeon,  black-jack,  slingshot,  sandclub,  sandbag,  metal 
knuckles,  dagger,  dirk,  billy,  switchblade  knife,  stiletto,  any  bomb,  bomb- 
shell, grenade,  bottle  or  other  container  containing  an  explosive  or  noxious 
substance,  or  any  other  deadly  or  dangerous  weapon  or  instrument  of  like 
character." 

(2)  For  the  purpose  of  implementing  the  provisions  of  this  Statute,  the  Chief 
Security  Officer  for  the  Urbana-Champaign  campus  and  all  properties  ad- 
ministered under  the  auspices  of  the  Urbana-Champaign  campus  has 
issued  a  statement  of  regulations  and  procedures.  Inquiries  about  weapons 
should  be  directed  to  the  Chief  Security  Officer  at  420  Illini  Union. 

b.  Registration  Procedure 

Weapons  must  be  registered  and  stored  as  follows : 

(1)  Authorized  weapons  must  be  registered  at  the  University  Police  Station, 
101  North  Mathews,  Urbana,  Illinois.  Such  registration  shall  include  the 
name,  campus  address,  social  security  number,  and  State  of  Illinois  Fire- 
arm Owner's  Identification  Number  of  the  possessor  of  the  weapon  and 
the  serial  number  and  description  of  the  weapon.  The  registrant  must 
present  his  Firearm  Owner's  Identification  Card  and  the  weapon  at  regis- 
tration. Prior  permission  is  not  required  for  necessary  travel  for  this  pur- 
pose. (If  the  possessor  does  not  have  a  State  of  Illinois  Firearm  Owners 
Identification  Card  he  may  store  the  weapon  in  accordance  with  the  pro- 
cedures and  obtain  such  a  card  while  the  weapon  is  in  storage.) 

(2)  Guns  and  ammunition  will  be  stored  in  the  location  designated  by  the 
University  Police  at  the  time  of  registration.  Efforts  will  be  made  to  pro- 
vide twenty-four  hour  access,  and  space  adjacent  to  the  storage  area  will 
be  made  available  for  cleaning  weapons.  All  guns  and  ammunition  trans- 
ported on  campus  and  placed  in  storage  must  be  in  cases  or  boxes.  An 
identification  tag  or  label  must  be  placed  on  each  case  or  box  by  the 
registrant.  The  identification  tag  or  label  will  include  the  registrant's  name 
and  social  security  number. 
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(3)  A  log  will  be  maintained  by  the  custodian  of  the  gun  storage  facility  and 
the  weapon  and  ammunition  will  be  logged  in  and  out  by  the  custodian. 
The  registrant  must  show  his  Firearm  Owner's  Identification  Card  with 
picture  to  the  custodian  when  checking  out  his  gun. 

c.  Possession  Regulations 

(1)  The  law  defines  weapon  as  "a  pistol,  revolver,  rifle,  shotgun,  spring  gun,  or 
any  other  firearm,  bludgeon,  black-jack,  slingshot,  sandclub,  sandbag, 
metal  knuckles,  dagger,  dirk,  billy,  switchblade  knife,  stiletto,  any  bomb, 
bombshell,  grenade,  bottle  or  other  container  containing  an  explosive  or 
noxious  substance,  or  any  other  deadly  or  dangerous  weapon  or  instrument 
of  like  character."  The  University  considers  souvenirs  and  weapons  which 
have  been  rendered  permanently  inoperative  to  fall  within  this  law. 

(2)  Before  written  permission  is  granted  the  procedure  outlined  by  the  Chief 
Security  Officer  must  be  complied  with.  The  weapon  must  be  shown  to 
the  Chief  Security  Officer  or  his  designee  and  described  in  detail  in  the 
written  permit  issued. 

(3)  Permission  will  not  be  granted  to  possess  or  store  any  weapon  where 
possession  would  be  in  violation  of  the  laws  of  the  State  of  Illinois  or  the 
regulations  of  the  University  of  Illinois.  Generally,  permission  will  not  be 
granted  to  possess  or  store  any  bludgeon,  black-jack,  slingshot,  sandclub, 
sandbag,  metal  knuckles,  dagger,  dirk,  billy,  switchblade  knife,  stiletto, 
any  bomb,  bombshell,  grenade,  bottle,  or  other  container  containing  an 
explosive  or  noxious  substance. 

(4)  Permission  to  store  or  possess  any  firearm  will  generally  be  granted  only 
for  possession  and  storage  in  the  specific  area  designated  by  the  University 
as  a  weapon  storage  area,  the  firing  range,  or  in  the  living  quarters  of 
families  maintaining  households  on  University  property  and  for  the  neces- 
sary travel  to  and  from  any  such  area.  Except  for  designated  weapon 
storage  areas,  permission  will  not  be  granted  to  possess  or  store  any  fire- 
arm in  any  dormitory,  classroom,  building,  or  recreation  facility  of  the 
University  (except  the  Armory).  Permission  to  possess  a  firearm  on  land 
under  the  control  of  the  Urbana-Champaign  campus  used  for  agricultural 
purposes  will  be  granted  only  where  hunting  may  be  authorized  by  Uni- 
versity policy  or  in  a  household  on  such  property. 

(5)  Registration  in  any  course  where  weapons  are  used  in  connection  with 
the  course  shall  constitute  written  permission  for  students  to  possess  any 
University  owned  or  controlled  weapon  in  connection  with  the  course. 

73.  Financial  Aid  Revocation  —  AS!  Students 

Students  are  advised  that  federal  and  state  legislation  provides  for  revocation  of 
scholarships  and  other  forms  of  financial  aid  of  those  students  who  participate 
in  disorderly,  disruptive,  or  unlawful  actions.  Further  information  concerning  these 
laws  is  provided  by  the  Office  of  Student  Financial  Aids  to  recipients  of  financial 
awards. 

74.  Students  in  Debt  to  the  University  —  All  Students 

a.  A  monetary  penalty  of  $2  is  assessed  the  student  for  each  check  he  presents  to 
the  University  which  is  returned  by  the  bank  to  the  Business  Affairs  Office  for 
insufficient  funds  or  other  reasons.  Additional  penalties,  including  dismissal  from 
the  University,  may  be  imposed  on  students  who  permit  their  University  accounts 
to  become  delinquent  or  who  issue  checks  which  are  returned  to  the  University 
unpaid. 

b.  A  student  who  is  in  debt  to  the  University  at  the  end  of  any  academic  term 
shall  not  be  permitted  to  register  in  the  University  again  and  shall  not  be 
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entitled  to  receive  his  diploma  or  an  official  statement  or  transcript  of  credits 
until  his  indebtedness  has  been  paid  or  suitable  arrangements  for  payment  have 
been  made.   (See  also  Rules  3 2d  on  installment  payments  and  34h  on  refunds.) 

75.  Pets  and  Animals  on  University  Property 

a.  All  dogs  must  be  leashed  and  under  the  control  of  an  individual.  Except  for 
seeing-eye  dogs,  all  dogs  which  are  unleashed,  or  unattended  if  leashed,  on  Uni- 
versity property  will  be  impounded. 

b.  Dogs  on  a  leash  and  under  the  control  of  an  individual  are  permitted  on  Univer- 
sity grounds  but  are  not  permitted  within  University  buildings.  A  loose  dog 
trailing  a  leash  or  one  tied  to  a  fixed  object  is  not  under  the  control  of  an 
individual. 

c.  Except  for  seeing-eye  dogs  and  animals  in  use  in  University  laboratories  or  in 
veterinary  clinics  for  official  research,  classroom,  or  observation  purposes,  dogs 
and  other  pets  are  not  permitted  within  a  University  owned  or  leased  building. 
Any  dog  found  within  a  University  owned  or  leased  building  may  be  impounded. 
Single  family  residential  properties  owned  by  the  University  are  exempted  from 
this  requirement. 

d.  Impounded  dogs  or  other  pets  may  be  reclaimed  by  the  owner  upon  the  pay- 
ment in  full  of  all  costs  incurred  as  a  result  of  the  impoundment,  including  any 
veterinary  expenses.  The  Champaign  County  Humane  Society,  Bondville,  Illi- 
nois, is  the  agency  designated  by  the  University  for  pickup  and  impoundment 
of  pets  found  in  University  buildings  or  on  the  campus. 

e.  The  owners  of  impounded  dogs  with  identification  or  registration  tags  will  be 
notified.  Owners  of  dogs  which  are  without  means  of  identification  may  inquire 
at  the  University  Police  Station  for  information  regarding  impoundments. 

f.  Illinois  state  law  requires  the  owners  or  managers  of  public  food  service  estab- 
lishments to  exclude  dogs,  cats,  and  other  animal  pets  from  such  premises. 
Seeing-eye  dogs  are  excepted.  When  such  pets  are  found  in  a  University  food 
service  area,  they  will  be  impounded. 

g.  Those  persons  who  wish  to  report  a  loose  dog  or  to  inquire  about  a  dog  which 
may  have  been  impounded  should  call  the  University  Police  Station,  333-1212. 
Persons  with  questions  regarding  the  implementation  of  this  policy  are  referred 
to  the  Chief  Security  Officer  at  420  Illini  Union. 

OPERATION  OF  MOTOR  VEHICLES  AND  BICYCLES 

76.  Operation  of  Motor  Vehicles  —  All  Students  and  Staff 

By  State  of  Illinois  law,  foreign  state  residents  under  the  age  of  eighteen  years  are 
prohibited  from  operating  a  motor  vehicle  in  Illinois.  Nonresident  motorcycle  oper- 
ators may  operate  a  motorcycle  in  Illinois  for  a  period  of  not  more  than  ninety  days 
in  any  calendar  year  if  they  are  licensed  to  operate  a  motorcycle  in  their  home 
state. 

The  parking,  storage,  or  temporary  standing  of  a  motor  vehicle,  including  motor- 
cycles, as  defined  in  the  Illinois  Vehicle  Code,  in  any  University  building  or 
structure  other  than  a  designated  parking  structure  is  prohibited  without  the  prior 
written  authorization  of  the  Office  of  Space  Utilization.  Such  unauthorized  parking, 
storage,  or  standing  shall  be  considered  abandonment  of  the  motor  vehicle  and  it 
shall  be  removed  at  the  owner's  expense. 

Complete  information  concerning  parking  limitations  and  other  details  of  the 
student  automobile  regulations,  including  monetary  and  other  penalties  for  non- 
compliance or  violations,  is  available  from  the  Division  of  Campus  Parking  and 
Transportation,  507  East  Daniel  Street,  Champaign.  Any  questions  as  to  whether 
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a  student  or  his  automobile  is  included  under  these  regulations  should  be  referred 
to  that  office. 

a.  Use  of  Automobiles 

(1)  Any  individual  after  completing  his  academic  registration  at  the  Urbana- 
Champaign  campus,  regardless  of  the  number  of  semester  hours  or  graduate 
units  carried,  who  desires  to  park  on  University  parking  lots  or  University 
streets  as  permitted  by  the  provisions  of  the  current  regulations,  is  required 
to  register  his  vehicle.  Such  registration  must  be  completed  within  one 
school  day  of  the  acquisition  of  each  vehicle.  The  penalty  for  nonregistra- 
tion is  $5  plus  registration  fee. 

(2)  Registration  should  be  accomplished  during  the  regular  academic  registra- 
tion at  the  Armory,  otherwise  at  the  office  of  the  Division  of  Campus 
Parking  and  Transportation,  507  East  Daniel  Street,  Champaign. 

(3)  If  an  automobile  has  a  current  faculty-staff  registration  permit,  additional 
student  registration  is  not  required. 

(4)  Definition  of  an  automobile:  For  the  purpose  of  these  regulations,  an  auto- 
mobile is  defined  as  any  motor-propelled  vehicle  used  for  transporting  per- 
sons or  property  but  excluding  motorcycles,  motor  scooters,  and  motor  bikes. 

(5)  Possession  of  an  automobile:  Physical  control  or  operation  of  an  automobile 
or  the  right  to  control  or  operate  an  automobile  even  though  ownership  is 
is  vested  in  a  parent,  spouse,  or  another  person. 

b.  Requirements  for  registration 

(1)  All  students  registering  automobiles  are  required  to  file  with  the  Division 
of  Campus  Parking  a  statement  showing  that  the  student  has  a  valid  motor 
vehicle  operator's  license  or  permit. 

(2)  The  identifying  registration  permit  must  be  properly  affixed  on  the  auto- 
mobile immediately  after  acquisition  as  per  instructions  issued  at  registra- 
tion. The  registration  of  an  automobile  is  not  complete  until  the  permit  is 
properly  affixed. 

(3)  If  the  registration  permit  should  be  defaced  or  destroyed,  or  if  the  auto- 
mobile is  sold,  the  parking  permit  should  be  removed  and  returned  to  the 
Division  of  Campus  Parking  and  Transportation,  where  a  new  permit  will 
be  issued  without  charge. 

c.  Registration  Period  and  Fees 

(1)  Student  automobile  registrations  are  effective  from  August  1  to  July  31  of 
each  year. 

(2)  A  nonrefundable  annual  registration  fee  of  $5  is  assessed  each  student  reg- 
istering an  automobile  during  the  year. 

d.  Operation  of  an  Automobile 

(1)  Any  student  operating  an  automobile  on  any  street,  drive,  parking  lot,  or 
service  area  shall  do  so  with  due  regard  for  the  safety  of  pedestrians  and 
in  compliance  with  the  motor  vehicle  laws  of  the  state  of  Illinois,  the  traffic 
ordinances  of  the  cities  of  Champaign  and  Urbana,  and  such  other  specific 
safety  regulations  as  may  be  adopted  by  the  University  of  Illinois. 

(2)  In  addition  to  University  action,  any  violation  of  a  state  or  municipal  law 
or  ordinance  may  result  in  the  arrest  of  the  violator  or  a  notice  to  appear 
before  the  appropriate  state  court. 

e.  Parking  of  Student  Automobiles 

( 1 )  Parking  of  registered  student  automobiles  in  the  University  lots  is  permitted 
as  posted  by  appropriate  signs  at  the  entrance  to  each  lot.  Authorization

to  park  in  University  lots  does  not  extend  to  paraplegic  spaces  or  to  spaces 
on  a  twenty-four  hour  rented  basis.  Parking  in  the  majority  of  University 
lots  is  restricted  to  "head-in  parking"  only. 

(2)  Students  may  purchase  permits  to  park  in  certain  designated  lots  included 
in  the  University  "lot  rental"  program.  Hours  for  required  permits  are  con- 
tained on  each  lot  entrance  sign.  The  fee  for  such  parking  is  $12  per 
semester.  Application  must  be  made  to  the  Division  of  Campus  Parking 
and  Transportation,  507  East  Daniel  Street,  Champaign,  prior  to  parking 
in  such  lots. 

(3)  Student  automobiles  which  display  an  E,  G,  or  R  permit  may  park  on  Uni- 
versity streets  and  drives  subject  to  meter  charges  and  posted  regulations 
where  and  whenever  meters  are  installed. 

(4)  Students  are  permitted  to  park  on  any  city  street  in  accordance  with  the 
appropriate  city  regulations  without  any  requirement  that  their  cars  be 
registered  with  the  University. 

(5)  Storage  of  Student  Automobiles:  Students  may  purchase  permits  to  park 
and/or  store  their  automobiles  in  Lot  F-23,  located  on  Florida  Avenue, 
west  of  Lincoln  Avenue,  and  Lot  E-14,  located  on  the  southwest  corner  of 
First  Street  and  Florida  Avenue.  Parking  in  the  above  two  lots  is  available 
twenty- four  hours  per  day.  The  fee  for  such  parking  is  $12  per  semester. 
Application  must  be  made  to  the  Division  of  Campus  Parking  and  Trans- 
portation prior  to  parking  in  these  lots. 

f.    Use  of  Motorcycles  (Including  Motor  Scooters  and  Motor  Driven  Bicycles) 

(1)  All  motorcycles  which  are  operated,  parked,  or  stored  on  the  campus  by 
any  student,  faculty,  or  staff  member  of  the  University  or  any  employee  of 
University-related  agencies  officed  or  located  on  the  campus  must  be  reg- 
istered with  the  Division  of  Campus  Parking  and  Transportation  of  the 
University.  Motorcycles  may  park  in  University  motorcycle  parking  lots 
between  the  hours  of  5:00  p.m.  to  2:00  a.m.  Monday  through  Friday  and 
all  day  Saturday  and  Sunday  without  a  registration  permit. 

(2)  If  the  owner  is  unavailable  to  register  his  own  motorcycle,  then  the  person 
having  custody  of  the  motorcycle  may  register  it  for  the  owner  upon  a  satis- 
factory showing  that  he  has  the  owner's  consent  to  do  so. 

(3)  The  fee  for  such  registration  is  $3  per  year  ($1.50  per  semester).  It  shall 
be  effective  September  1  of  each  calendar  year  and  must  be  completed  by 
September  1  of  the  same  year.  Motorcycles  brought  to  the  campus  after 
September  1  of  each  year  must  be  registered  within  one  school  day.  The 
expiration  of  all  such  registrations  shall  be  August  31  of  the  current  year. 

(4)  Special  Operator's  License  Required 

(a)  No  resident  of  Illinois  shall  operate  a  motorcycle  on  campus  unless  he 
is  the  holder  of  a  valid  Illinois  drivers  license  with  a  motorcycle  or 
motor  driven  cycle  (as  the  case  demands  under  the  state  law)  classi- 
fication. 

(b)  No  nonresident  of  Illinois  shall  operate  a  motorcycle  on  campus  unless 
he  is  the  holder  of  a  valid  motor  vehicle  license  which  legally  allows 
him  to  operate  a  motorcycle  or  motor  driven  cycle. 

(5)  Operators  must  comply  with  all  motor  vehicle  laws  of  the  state  of  Illinois, 
traffic  ordinances  of  the  cities  of  Champaign  and  Urbana,  and  such  other 
safety  regulations  as  may  be  adopted  by  the  University  of  Illinois. 

(6)  Motorcycles  may  be  parked  or  stored  on  campus  only  in  areas  designated 
by  signs  as  a  "motorcycle  parking  area." 
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(7)  Failure  to  comply  with  the  registration  requirement  will  result  in  assessment 
of  a  $5  cash  penalty  plus  the  registration  fee. 

(8)  Failure  to  park  or  operate  the  motorcycle  in  accordance  with  the  University 
Motorcycle  Code  will  result  in  assessment  of  a  $3  cash  penalty. 

(9)  A  copy  of  the  complete  University  of  Illinois  Motorcycle  Code  may  be  ob- 
tained from  the  Division  of  Campus  Parking  and  Transportation,  507  East 
Daniel  Street,  Champaign. 

77.   Operation  of  BkycSes  —  All  Students  and  Staff 

All  bicycles  which  are  operated,  parked,  or  stored  on  the  campus  by  any  student, 
faculty,  or  staff  member  of  the  University,  or  any  employee  of  a  University  related 
agency  officed  or  located  on  the  campus  must  be  registered  with  the  Division  of 
Campus  Parking  of  the  University  within  the  prescribed  time  limits,  and  must  be 
operated  at  all  times  in  accordance  with  the  current  University  Bicycle  Code.  Re- 
registration  is  required  each  year.  There  is  no  fee  for  this  registration.  A  complete 
statement  of  the  regulations  may  be  obtained  from  either  the  Division  of  Campus 
Parking  and  Transportation  or  the  University  Police  Office.  A  partial  list  of  the 
regulations  is  given  below. 

a.  All  bicycles  brought  to  the  campus  prior  to  September  1  of  each  year  must  be 
registered  either  during  the  month  of  August  or  within  one  school  day,  which- 
ever is  greater;  bicycles  brought  to  the  campus  after  September  1  of  each  year 
must  be  registered  within  one  school  day,  but  may  be  operated  during  such  one 
school  day  without  being  registered. 

b.  Such  registration  shall  be  effective  from  the  day  it  is  completed,  and  the  ex- 
piration date  of  all  such  registration  shall  be  August  31  next  following  the 
date  of  registration,  or  the  August  31  of  the  next  following  year  if  the  regis- 
tration was  completed  in  the  month  of  August  except  that  such  registration 
shall  automatically  terminate  if: 

(1)  the  registration  sticker  is  removed  from  the  vehicle  to  which  it  was  as- 
signed; or 

(2)  there  is  a  change  in  the  ownership  of  the  bicycle. 

c.  If  the  owners  are  unavailable,  then  the  persons  having  custody  of  the  bicycle 
may  register  it  for  the  owners  upon  satisfactory  showing  that  they  have  the 
owners'  consent  to  do  so. 

d.  The  numbered  registration  sticker  issued  at  the  time  of  registration  is  non- 
transferable (either  between  persons  or  vehicles)  and  shall  be  affixed  only  to 
the  bicycle  for  which  it  was  assigned  in  the  manner  prescribed  in  the  regula- 
tions. A  replacement  must  be  obtained  from  the  Division  of  Campus  Parking  and 
Transportation,  within  five  school  days  if  a  registration  sticker  becomes  damaged, 
broken,  or  destroyed. 

e.  Unsafe  bicycles  are  prohibited,  and  each  bicycle  must  be  equipped  with  a  warn- 
ing device,  brake,  and  lights  as  specified  in  the  bicycle  code. 

f .  Every  person  operating  a  bicycle  shall  do  so  in  obedience  to : 

(1)  traffic  control  devices  and  rules  of  the  road  applicable  to  motor  vehicles 
under  Illinois  state  law;  and 

(2)  regulations  included  in  the  University  Bicycle  Code. 

g.  Whenever  a  bicycle  path  crosses  a  pathway  used  for  pedestrian  travel,  the  opera- 
tor of  a  bicycle  shall  yield  the  right-of-way  to  any  pedestrian  using  such  pathway. 

h.  Bicycles  shall  be  parked  or  stored  on  campus  only  in  an  area  which  is  specifically 
designated  by  sign  (which  is  posted  at  the  time  of  parking)  as  a  "bicycle  parking 
area"  or  designated  by  the  presence  of  racks  for  bicycle  parking. 
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i.  Any  person  whose  actions  result  in  a  violation  of  the  University  Bicycle  Code  for 
which  another  penalty  is  not  provided  shall  be  assessed  $3  for  each  violation. 

( 1 )  All  assessments  are  payable  directly  to  the  Bursar's  Division,  Business  Affairs 
Office. 

(2)  Any  assessment  which  is  not  paid  or  appealed  within  five  school  days  after 
notice  shall  be  increased  as  follows:  $3  assessments  shall  be  increased  to  $5. 

(3)  Students  desiring  to  appeal  from  the  imposition  of  any  assessment  here- 
under may  appeal  to  the  Student  Traffic  Appeals  Board.  Appeals  of  mem- 
bers of  the  faculty  and  staff  shall  be  to  the  Office  of  the  Chancellor. 

j.  Any  impounded  bicycle  which  is  not  redeemed  within  thirty  days  after  notice 
shall  be  considered  as  abandoned  and  will  be  disposed  of  by  the  University  as 
abandoned  property.  Any  bicycle  may  be  impounded  if: 

(1)  such  bicycle  is  parked  in  an  unauthorized  place  or  manner;  or 

(2)  such  bicycle  is  not  properly  registered;  or 

(3)  such  bicycle  appears  to  have  been  abandoned. 

UNIVERSITY  OF  ILLINOIS  REGULATIONS  GOVERNING  THE  DETERMINATION 

OF  RESIDENCY  STATUS  FOR  ADMISSION  AND  ASSESSMENT  OF  STUDENT  TUITION 

For  the  purposes  of  these  regulations,  an  "adult"  is  considered  to  be  a  student 
eighteen  years  of  age  or  over;  a  "minor  student"  is  a  student  under  eighteen  years 
of  age.  The  words  "he"  or  "his"  also  apply  to  a  female  unless  otherwise  stated  or 
clearly  indicated.  The  term  "the  State"  means  the  State  of  Illinois.  Except  for  those 
exceptions  clearly  indicated  in  these  regulations,  in  all  cases  where  records  estab- 
lish that  the  person  does  not  meet  the  requirements  for  Resident  status  as  defined 
in  these  regulations  the  Nonresident  status  shall  be  assigned. 

1.  Residency  Determination 

Evidence  for  determination  of  residence  status  of  each  applicant  for  admission  to 
the  University  shall  be  submitted  to  the  Director  of  Admissions  and  Records  at 
the  time  of  application  for  admission.  A  student  may  be  reclassified  at  any  time 
by  the  University  upon  the  basis  of  additional  or  changed  information.  However, 
if  the  student  is  classified  in  error  as  a  Resident  student,  the  change  in  tuition 
shall  be  applicable  beginning  with  the  term  following  the  reclassification.  If  the 
student  is  classified  in  error  as  a  Nonresident,  the  change  in  tuition  shall  be  appli- 
cable to  the  term  in  which  the  reclassification  occurs,  provided  the  student  has  filed 
a  written  request  for  a  review  in  accordance  with  these  regulations. 

2.  Adult  Student 

An  adult,  to  be  considered  a  Resident,  must  have  been  a  bona  fide  resident  of  the 
State  for  a  period  of  at  least  six  consecutive  months  immediately  preceding  the 
beginning  of  any  term  for  which  he  registers  at  the  University,  and  must  continue 
to  maintain  a  bona  fide  residency  in  the  State,  except  that  an  adult  student  whose 
parents  (or  one  of  them  if  only  one  parent  is  living  or  the  parents  are  separated 
or  divorced)  have  established  and  are  maintaining  a  bona  fide  residence  in  the 
State  and  who  resides  with  them  (or  the  one  residing  in  the  State)  or  elsewhere  in 
the  State  will  be  regarded  as  a  Resident  student. 

3.  Minor  Student 

The  residence  of  a  minor  shall  be  considered  to  be,  and  to  change  with  and  follow: 
(a)  That  of  his  parents,  if  they  are  living  together,  or  living  parent,  if  one  is  dead; 
or 
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(b)  If  the  parents  are  separated  or  divorced,  that  of  the  parent  to  whom  the 
custody  of  the  person  has  been  awarded  by  court  decree  or  order,  or,  in  the  absence 
of  a  court  decree  or  order,  that  of  the  father  unless  the  person  has  continuously 
resided  with  the  mother  for  a  period  of  at  least  six  consecutive  months  immediately 
preceding  his  registration  at  the  University,  in  which  latter  event  his  residence  shall 
be  considered  to  be  that  of  his  mother;  or 

(c)  That  of  the  adoptive  parents,  if  the  person  has  been  legally  adopted  and,  in 
the  event  the  adoptive  parents  become  divorced  or  separated,  that  of  the  adoptive 
parent  whose  residence  would  govern  under  the  foregoing  rules  if  that  parent  had 
been  a  natural  parent;  or 

(d)  That  of  the  legally  appointed  guardian  of  the  person;  or 

(e)  That  of  a  "natural"  guardian,  such  as  a  grandparent,  adult  brother  or  adult 
sister,  adult  uncle  or  aunt,  or  other  adult  with  whom  the  person  has  resided  and 
has  been  supported  by  for  a  period  of  at  least  six  consecutive  months  immediately 
preceding  his  registration  at  the  University  for  any  term  if  the  person's  parents 
are  dead  or  have  abandoned  him  and  if  no  legal  guardian  of  the  person  has  been 
appointed  and  qualified. 

4.  Parent  or  Guardian 

Except  as  provided  in  Paragraph  10  of  these  Regulations,  no  parent  or  legal  or 
natural  guardian  will  be  considered  a  resident  of  the  State  unless  he  (a)  maintains 
a  bone  fide  and  permanent  place  of  abode  within  the  State,  and  (b)  lives,  except 
when  temporarily  absent  from  the  State  with  no  intention  of  changing  his  legal 
residence  to  some  other  State  or  country,  within  the  State. 

5.  Emancipated  Minor 

If  a  minor  has  been  emancipated,  is  completely  self-supporting,  and  actually  resides 
in  the  State,  he  shall  be  considered  to  be  a  Resident  even  though  his  parents  or 
guardian  may  reside  outside  the  State.  An  emancipated  minor  who  is  completely 
self-supporting  shall  be  considered  to  "actually  reside  in  the  State  of  Illinois"  if  he 
has  maintained  a  dwelling  place  within  the  State  uninterruptedly  for  a  period  of 
at  least  six  consecutive  months  immediately  preceding  the  beginning  of  any  term 
for  which  he  registers  at  the  University.  Marriage  or  active  military  service  shall  be 
regarded  as  effecting  the  emancipation  of  minors,  whether  male  or  female,  for  the 
purposes  of  this  regulation.  An  emancipated  minor  whose  parents  (or  one  of  them 
if  only  one  parent  is  living  or  the  parents  are  separated  or  divorced)  have  estab- 
lished and  are  maintaining  a  bona  fide  residence  in  the  State  and  who  resides  with 
them  (or  the  one  residing  in  the  State)  or  elsewhere  in  the  State  will  be  regarded 
as  a  Resident  student. 

6.  Married  Student 

A  Nonresident  student  who  is  a  citizen  of  the  United  States  of  America  or  who 
holds  permanent  resident  status  with  the  United  States  Immigration  and  Natural- 
ization Service,  whether  male  or  female,  or  a  minor  or  adult,  who  is  married  to  a 
resident  of  the  State,  shall  be  classified  as  a  Resident. 

7.  Persons  Without  United  States  Citizenship 

A  person  who  is  not  a  citizen  of  the  United  States  of  America,  to  be  considered  a 
Resident,  must  have  permanent  resident  status  with  the  United  States  Immigration 
and  Naturalization  Service  and  must  also  meet  and  comply  with  all  of  the  other 
applicable  requirements  of  these  regulations  to  establish  Resident  status. 

8.  Armed  Forces  Personnel 

A  person  who  is  actively  serving  in  one  of  the  Armed  Forces  of  the  United  States 
and  who  is  stationed  and  present  in  the  State  in  connection  with  that  service  and 
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submits  evidence  of  such  service  and  station,  and  his  spouse  and  dependent  chil- 
dren, shall  receive  waiver  of  the  Nonresident  portion  of  tuition  as  long  as  the  person 
remains  stationed  and  present  in  Illinois  and  the  spouse  or  dependent  children 
also  live  in  the  State. 

9.  Minor  Children  of  Parents  Transferred  Outside  the  United  States 

The  minor  children  of  persons  who  have  resided  in  the  State  for  at  least  six  con- 
secutive months  immediately  prior  to  a  transfer  by  their  employers  to  some  location 
outside  the  United  States  shall  be  considered  Residents.  However,  this  shall  apply 
only  when  the  minor  children  of  such  parents  enroll  in  the  University  within  five 
years  from  the  time  their  parents  are  transferred  by  their  employer  to  some  location 
outside  the  United  States. 

10.  Staff    Members    of    the    University    and    Allied    Agencies,    and    Faculties    of 
State-Supported  Institutions  of  Higher  Education  in  Illinois 

Staff  members  of  the  University  and  of  allied  agencies,  and  faculties  of  state- 
supported  institutions  of  higher  education  in  Illinois,  holding  appointment  of  at 
least  one-quarter  time,  and  their  spouses  and  dependent  children,  shall  be  treated 
as  Residents. 

11.  Teachers  in  Private  and  Public  Schools  in  Illinois 

Teachers  in  the  private  and  public  elementary  and  secondary  schools  in  Illinois 
shall,  if  subject  to  the  payment  of  tuition,  be  assessed  at  the  Resident  rate  during 
the  term  in  which  the  staff  member  or  teacher  holds  such  an  appointment  at  least 
one-quarter  time.  This  privilege  also  extends  to  the  summer  session  or  off-quarter 
vacation  immediately  following  the  term  for  which  such  appointment  was  effective. 
Any  Nonresident  student  who  qualifies  for  Resident  tuition  by  reason  of  an  ap- 
pointment described  in  10  or  11  above  shall  become  subject  to  Nonresident  tuition 
for  the  entire  term  if  the  appointment  qualifying  him  for  the  Resident  benefit  is 
vacated  prior  to  completion  of  three-fourths  of  the  term  in  question.  Resignation 
or  cancellation  of  the  appointment  prior  to  the  close  of  the  spring  term  also  cancels 
the  eligibility  for  the  Resident  tuition  privilege  in  the  following  summer  or  Off- 
Quarter  Vacation  Term. 

12.  Definition  of  Terminology 

To  the  extent  that  the  terms  "bona  fide  resident,"  "independent,"  "dependent," 
and  "emancipation,"  are  not  defined  in  these  regulations,  definitions  shall  be  deter- 
mined by  according  due  consideration  to  all  of  the  facts  pertinent  and  material 
to  the  question  and  to  the  applicable  laws  and  court  decisions  of  the  State  of 
Illinois. 

Voter  registration,  filing  of  taxes,  proper  license  and  registration  for  the  driving 
or  ownership  of  a  vehicle,  and  other  such  transactions  may  verify  intent  of  resi- 
dency in  a  state.  Neither  length  of  University  attendance  nor  continued  presence 
in  the  University  community  during  vacation  period  shall  be  construed  to  be  proof 
of  Illinois  residence. 

The  term  "staff  member"  as  used  in  these  regulations  shall  mean  a  person  ap- 
pointed to  an  established  position  for  a  specific  amount  of  time  at  a  salary  com- 
mensurate with  the  percentage  of  time  required,  under  an  appointment  requiring 
service  for  not  less  than  three-fourths  of  the  term.  The  term  "staff  member"  as 
defined  herein  shall  not  apply  to  persons  employed  on  an  hourly  basis  in  either 
an  academic  or  nonacademic  capacity,  nor  to  persons  on  leave  without  pay.  Per- 
sons appointed  to  established  Civil  Service  positions,  whose  rate  of  pay  is  deter- 
mined by  negotiation  or  prevailing  rates,  shall  not  be  considered  as  being  paid  on 
an  hourly  basis. 
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13.   Procedure  for  Review  of  Residency  Status  and/or  Tuition  Assessment 

A  student  who  takes  exception  to  the  residency  status  assigned  and/or  tuition 
assessed  shall  pay  the  tuition  assessed  but  may  file  a  claim  in  writing  to  the  Direc- 
tor of  Admissions  and  Records  for  a  reconsideration  of  residency  status  and/or  an 
adjustment  of  the  tuition  assessed.  The  written  claim  must  be  filed  within  thirty 
calendar  days  from  the  date  of  assessment  of  tuition  or  the  date  designated  in  the 
official  University  calendar  as  that  upon  which  instruction  begins  for  the  academic 
period  for  which  the  tuition  is  payable,  whichever  is  later,  or  the  student  loses  all 
rights  to  a  change  of  status  and/or  adjustment  of  the  tuition  assessed  for  the  term 
in  question.  If  the  student  is  dissatisfied  with  the  ruling  in  response  to  the  written 
claim  made  within  said  period,  he  may  appeal  the  ruling  to  the  University  Counsel 
by  filing  with  the  Director  of  Admissions  and  Records  within  twenty  days  of  the 
notice  of  the  ruling  a  written  request.  If  such  a  written  request  is  filed  within  said 
period,  the  question  of  residency  status  under  the  provisions  of  these  regulations 
and  of  applicable  laws  shall  be  referred  by  the  Director  of  Admissions  and  Records 
through  the  Campus  Legal  Counsel  to  the  University  Counsel,  whose  decision 
shall  be  final. 

These  regulations  shall  become  effective  on  September  1,  1970,  and  shall  remain 
in  full  force  and  effect  unless  and  until  subsequently  amended  or  repealed  by 
action  of  the  Board  of  Trustees.  (Amended  5-17-72.)
